PREFACE. 


«A He Author of this Hiſtory, was the better fitted for 
the Work he undertook, becauſe he was born at Perer- 
burgh; and there lived all his days ( a few years 
excepted ) whereby he had the advantage of being per- 
feftly acquainted with many thing s,. about which he 
writes. Particularly , the Monuments i the 
Church, broken down in the late Sacrilegions times : 
whoſe Inſcriptions when he was but a Boy ( as ht himſelf writes in 
a Letter to Dr. Henſhaw, late Biſhop of Pererburgh ) he both often 
read and alſo tranſcribed. 

Theſe he hath preſerved and tranſmitted to Poſterity; 4s that learned 
Antiquary Sir William Dugdale hath alſo done » Who in the Tear 
1641. fearin; what ſhortly followed, was at the pains and charge to take 
the Draughts, «s well as the Laſcriptions,' of the Monuments in ſundr 
Cathedral Churthes of this Realm ( which ſoon after were demoliſhed 
and of this Church among the' reſt. By whoſe kindneſs they woald have 
been communicated to the World, if the Undertaket had come ts the 
knowledoe of them, before he had received Swbſcriptions to his Propo- 
fals : which were not high enongh, to bear the charge of them. 

But the beſt Monuments, the Records of the Church, out of which a 
more compleat Hiſtory might have been gathered, ane. never to be reco- 
vered : being torn in pieces, or burnt, by the more than Gothiſh Barba- 
rity of thoſe ignorant people ; who took upon them. the glorious name of 
Reformers. An account of which is given, by « faithful hand, in the 
concluſion of the RT——_ to this Work, 

One Book indeed, and but one, ſtill remains, mhlch was happily re- 
deemed from the fire, by the then Chaunter of the Church, Mr. Humtry 
Auſtin. Who, knowing the \great value of it, firſt bidat ( in February 

1642.) under a Seat in the aire ; and when it was found by 4 Souldier on 
the 22 April 1643. ( when allthe ſeats there were pulled down) reſcued it 
again, by the offer of ten Shillangs for that old Latine Bible, as he cal- 
led it ; after which he pretended to eaquire.. The name. of the Bible, by 
the help of the ten Shillings, preſerved this pretioirs; Treaſure from the 
Flames, whither it was gomg © «s Mr. Auttin hath left,agpon Record in 
the beginning of the Book., with a Copy of the Souldiers acknowlede- 
ment, that he had given him ſatisfadtion for it, in theſe words. | | 
I pray let this Scripture Book alone, tor he hath paid me for it, 
and therefore I would deſire you to letit alone. By.me Hewry Top-

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therefore I pray let it a:zone. Unto which goodly Warrant for its ſe- 
enrity, the Fellow ſubſcribed hu name. 

The Book, I ſpeak of, is commonly called by the Name of SW AP. 
HAM); it being wulgarly believed to have been compoſed by Robert 
Swapham, « Mozxk of this Church of Peterburgh : But in truth is for 
the greateſt and moſt antient part of its Hiſtory, the work of H U G O, 
ſurnamed CANDIDUS, or White, an eminent Monk alſo of the 
ſame Church; who himſelf, in the very body of the Book, gives an account 
toth when he lived, and that he was the Author of the Hiſtory, which 
now all paſſes under the Name of Swapham. For peaking of the Re- 
liques of the Church, the principal of which, was St, Oſwald's right 
Arm ( ſuper omne aurum pretioſum, as his words are ) he ſaith Shu 
he himſelf ſaw it, and kiſſed, and handled it with his own hands, when 
it was pun , Intire both in the fleſh and skin, to Alexander Bifh 
Lincoln, and to the whole Convent with many others, 487 Tears after 
the death of St. Oſwald. Now he was ſlain in the year 643, and 
therefore this was in the year 1130, 

From whence it appears that Mr. Selden :s out in his account, when 
he ſaith ( in his Preface to the Decem Scriptores fol. XLVTI. ) that 
this Hiſtory of our Church, vaigery thought to be Robert Swapham's, 
was written in the Reign of Henry the Third, or thereabouts, He 

[d have ſaid, that then Robert Swapham lived ( as I ſhall ſhow 
by and by he did ) but he who wrote the greateſt and beſt part of the Hi- 
ſtory, lived in the Reignof Henry the Firſt, Kjng Stephen, and his 
Succeſſor, Aud there ore it _ more truly have been ſaid to have 
been written in the Reign of Henry the Second, or thereabourt : 
unleſs his words be- reſtrained, to that particular part of the Hiſtory , 
which he hath occaſion to mention, which followed immediately upon the 
death of H U GO. 

This is declared more plainly and fab in another place of the Hiſtory, 
viz. in the life of Abbot ERNULPHUS : Where mention is made of 
two famous Sacriſts of this Church Vi&tricus and Remaldus. The lattey 
of which is ſaid to bave made a Brother of his a Monk, when as yet he 
was but «child, whoſe name was Hugo : who always attended upon Re- 
maldus ad ſerved him, qui etiam hunc libellum collegit, co m- 
que ſcript, who alſo colle:ted this little Book, and having colleted it, 
put it in pom And then follows a deſcription of him ; th:it in his 
childhood he fell into a diſeaſe, which made him very weak. For every 
Tear, and that often, he vomited abundance of blood ; and once was 
brought ſo low, ty vomiting fifteen Baſons full in one week, that they 
utterly deſpaired of his life ; gave him extream Unition, and were called 
out of the Chepterhouſe, by Nicolaus hen Keeper of the Infirmary, to 
come and commend his Soul to God, he bein? upon the point of departure. 
But Egelbrithus,s moft holy man, perſmading them to go into the Church 
and beg his life of God ( who would not deny them one man, as hu words 
were ) they did ſo ; and he was miraculouſly reſtored : as there is at 
large related. And helived a long time, beloved by all the ſucceeding

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Abbots, John, Henry, Martin, William : »»der whom he ſerved 
the Church, having all the buſineſs of the Monaſtery, both withintloors 
andwithout, committed to him : till he came at laſt to the degree of Sup- 
prior ; firſt under Martin, then under William de Warervile ; in 
_ time he dyed, Remaldus his brother being then Prior. | 
heve piven the largry account of this man, ver ht is mentioned 
in many Authoys, as an excellent perſon : being known'( as our Hiſtory 
adds) inthe neizhbourins Monaſterics ; nay famed far \and near : and 
no leſs loved, than praiſed, by all that were acquainted with him. 
And had the name of Candidus or Albus 2» all likelyhood, from his pale 
Complexion; cauſed by his frequent vomitings of blood*: as his Brother 
Remaldus, was called Spirttualis ( our ſaith) betauſe he was 1 
very little Man ;, and miniſtred with much affettion to'the Elder Sa- 
crit. He is mentioned alſo by thoſe Anthors as a noble Writer ; and 


who calls him luculentus ſcriptor rerum geſtarum : and yet it is not 
agreed when he lived,nor whet her his Hiſtory be any where remaining \ br- 


care and obſervation. 

Voſfius ſaith, HUGO flouriſbed in the later end of the Reign of Kjng 
John. In which, I have ſbown, he was miſtaken. And My. Gunton 
himſelf, the Writer of this preſent Hiſtory,” makes. a qutftion (inthe | 


loft ; though Leland, he obſerves, had ſeeri and read it. Which in- 
clines me to think he principally relied upon what Walter of Wirleſea 
hath written about this Charch ; and did not think it neceſſary to read all 
the Book called Swapham : for that wonld have informed hs, he was 
reading the ery ſame H U G O, whom Leland read. Eſpecially if he 
had compared Leland”s Collections concerning this Monefte ; with the 
Book called Swapham, as I have done : whereby he would have fornd 
that they are word for word the ſame ; only abbreviated by Leland. 
Who ends his Collettanea juſt where Hugo's life ended, with the De- 
poſition of William de Watervile ; and goes not one ſtep further: and 
therefore might well call them, in the Title of them, Colleftanea ex li- 
bro Hugonis Monarchi Petroburgenfis. 

Our Book indeed, now called Swapham, proceeds further, and carries 
on the Hiſtory, as far as to William de Hotot ; the Predecefſor of John 
de Caleto : I» whoſe time, or in Robert Sutton's, not long after, or 
in the Tear 1271, ( whichwas the laſt of Henry 3. ) I ſuppoſe Robert 
Swapham ayed. © For in that year I find a Deed made ty Henry Pal- 
ſenger de Quadering, «nto that Abbot and the Convent : which is [aid 
tobe done tempore Rob. de Swapham : Who was then Celzrarius of 
this Church : and made a purchace of Robert the Father of rhat Henry 
for the benefit of the Celeraria, of which he had the management. 
Whom I take to have been only a Continuator of Hugo ; "and but 


L little way neither : having wrote no more than the Hiſtory of Seven |

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Abbots. For it. doth not appear that he was the Tranſcriber of all the 
Recards,which axe, in no good order, put together at the end of the Hiſto- 
ry : unto. which both My. Gunton , and my ſelf have had recourſe, for 
the perfeiting of .theſe Labours. 
have perufed alſo a MS. Chronicle, which that eminent lover of 
Learning, Sir. John Cotton, did me the favour to lend me, out of his 
renowned. Library : written, as the Title bears , per Johannem Abba» 
tem Burgi Sancti Petri. 
What John this was, is the doubt ; there being two of that name who 
may aq unto it; John de Says, axd John de Caleto. The firft 
of them it cannot be ;, for ad An. 975. this Chronicle referrs the Ree- 
der to William of Malmsbury, and ro Henry Archdeacon of Hun- 
tingdon ; whom he mentions alſo both ad An. 1135. and 1153, where 
| are theſe words Hic finit Chronica Henrici Huntingdon ; as ad An. 
1153 there are theſe, his finit Chron. Alredi. Who all three lived 
about the ſame time ; the firſt of them in 1142, the ſecond 1158, the 
third 1145 : all of them after the death of John de Says. And 
therefore I conclude it was written by John de Caleto : who lived in 


this Johannes enlis, to have lived in the time of Edward 3. 
about 1340 : when there was no Abbot here of that name. But he calls 
him Vir eruditus & diſertus ; and ſaith he is commended by Leland, 
as one that had digeſted the Annals of Kogfand in good ordex. 

Beſides theſe, two Johns there is no A that name, but John of 
Deeping ; who died almoſt an hundred Tear after that 1439 : long after 
this Chronicon ends. Which is the more likely to be John de 0's; 
becauſe there is. no mention at all made when he died, nor who was his 
\ Succeſſor : but only 'of the time when be was made Abbot. After which the 

Annals were carried on, in all probability, by another hand: who was 
better S—_—_—_ with the affairs of the C hurch of Spalding, than with 
thoſe of Perterburgh. . For he ſaith little of P rgh ; but gives 
a very large account, from the forementioned period, of all the Priors 
of Spalding : who are ſpoken of, in the preceding Part of the Annals 


very ſparingly. 

1 ks how been furniſhed with other Records ont of the ſame Li- 
brary ;, which I ſought after, but could not find till it was too late : 
that is, till the a—_ to this Hiſtory was grown ſo bigg, that it

HEN Og of Englazd =_ divided into 
an Heptarchy, the Mercian —_ om being one, 
vW and the {t of them all , had the County 


of Northampton within its Dominion : the Ea- 
ſtern of which County being Mooriſh and 
Fenny, was anciently inhabited by a People called the Gyrvit, of 
the ol. Word Gyr, which ſignihed a Fen; and for the conveni- 
ency, and fertility of this place , for its nearneſs both to the high 
and upland Countrey, and the Fens, it was thought meet for ha- 
bitation. 

The Village was at the firſt called by the name of Medeſbamſted, 
from a deep Pit or Gulf,in the River of Nex called Medeſwell; which 
ancientWriters of the place affirm to have been of wonderful depth, 
and fo cold in the heat of Summer, that no Swimmer was able to 
abide the cold thereot;and yet in the Winter it was never known to 
be frozen : W hich Properties are now loſt with the Well it ſelf; on- 
ly Tradition hath preſerved a dark memory thereof , adventuring 
to ſay, Ir is a little bencath the Bridge that is now ſtanding, Bur 
if this Well be loſt , there is another ſunk with it into the Pir of 
Oblivion, namely S. Laurence-Well, of great fame in ancient days, 
whither diſpoſed people, according to the Devotion of thoſe times, 
reſorted ( haply _ cure of Diſcales ) : which kind of Devotion 
was reſtrained by Oliver Sutton Biſhop of Lincoln. In what part 
of the Monaſtery this Well was, 1 tind not; it is probable it 
was ne2r the Chappel of S. Laurence , which was at the Eaſt end 
of the Infirmary, now demoliſhed, only the Chancel ot that 

B Chappel 
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Cirzppel 1s yer remaining, and made the Hall of a dwelling 
Houlc, belon:3117 ro one of the Prebendaries. 

Bur to return to our Story, Penda King of the Mercians at that 
time reigned, who had hve Children, Peada', Wulfere, and 
Ethelred, being his Sons, K.ymeburga, and Kyneſwitha, his Daugh- 
ters, Pendabeing dead, Peada his eldelt Son ſucceeded, who in 
the year 656, or as ſome ſay 655, founded the Monaſtery of 
Medeſhamſted, in the Foundation whereot he laid fuch Stones as 
that eight Yoke of Oxen could ſcarce draw one of them. But 
King Peada lived not to finiſh his Wark, for his Wife A/fleda 
( forgetting the glorious Memory of her Anceſtors, Oſwald the 
martyred King of Northumberland, her Grandtather , King 
Oſwine her Father, and King A/fred her Brother ) betrayed hin 
to Death at the Paſchal Feaſt, when he had reigned four Years : 
Then did his Crown and Kingdom deſcend upon Woffere his 
next Brother, 

This Wolfere was made a Chriſtian by Fin«:ws a Biſhop, who 
came our of Scotland, ( for that Kingdom had Biſhops then, and 
long before) and being baptized by Finanus, Wolfere vowed to 
purge his Kingdom from Idolatry, to demolith all idolatrous pla- 
ces, and to the utmoſt of his power to promote Chriſtian Re- 
ligion ; which Vow he likewiſe made the ſecond time, when he 
was married to S. Ermenclda, daughter of Egbert King of Ker: : 
but within a while, giving too much ear to Werbode his Stew- 
ard, he neglefted his Vow, taking no care of Chriſtian Re- 
ligion; nor of erefting Temples, but committed many Impi- 
etics, ſo that the Chaos of Heatheniſm began to overſpread all 
again, He had by his Wife S. Ermerilda two Sons, the elder 
Wulfade, the other Rufine ; Wulfade was much addifted to 
Hunting, and one day purſuing a goodly Hart, which being hot- 
ly purſued, took Soil in a Fountain near unto the Cell of S. Chad, | 
who eſpying the Hart weary, and almoſt ſpent, was ſo com- 
paſſionate towards him, that he covered him with Boughs and 
Leaves, conjeQturing, as if Heaven had ſome deſign in the ac- 
ceſs, and deportment of that Beaſt. Preſently comes Prince 
Wulfade, and enquired of S. Chad concerning the Hart, who 
anſwered, That he was not a Keeper of Beaſts, but of the Souls 
of Men, and that Wulfade was then, as an Hart to the Wa- 
ter Brooks, ſent by God to the Fountain of Living Water ; 
which Wulfade hearing with aſtoniihmenr, 'entred into further 
conference with S. Chad in his Cell, and was by him baptized ; 
And returning with joy to his Father's Court, he ſecretly told 
his Brother Refize of all that had paſſed , perſwading him to 
be baptized alſo; to which Rufine conſenting , Wulfade 
—_ him to S. Chad, who likewiſe baptized this other 
Brother, 


This 
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This Chriſtian pair of Brothers did often reſort to a private O- 
ratory , where they performed their Devotions ; but at length 
being diſcovered to their Father by the Steward Werbode, who 
inſtigated, and inflamed the hire of paternal fury againſt the Sons, 
King Welfere the Father, watching the time when his Sons were 
gone to pray, followed them, and entering the Oratory, flew 
both his Sons with his own hand ; and he, and Werbode demo- 
liſhing the place, leftthe bodies of his Sons buried in the rubbiſh. 
Shortly after this unnatural and bloudy att, Werbode the Steward 
was ſtrangled by the Devil betore the Kings houſe, and King Wol- 
fere being deeply wornded in conſcience, (the diſtraction where- 
of deprived him of all reſt and quietneſs, what through the 
worm tormenting him within, and S. Ermenild his Wife without 
counſelling him thereto) repaired to S, Chad, to whom he confe(- 
ſed his great offence, and profeſſed an hearty contrition for the 
ſame, which he was reſolved to expiate with what ever Pen- 
nance S. Chad ſhould impoſe upon him, which was no more, 
but to reſtore the Chriſtian Religion, and the rumated Temples 
thereof, and likewiſe to found new ones. 

Walter of Wittleſey an ancient Monk of Peterburgh writing this 
Story, relates what I will not preſs upon the Readers faith, That 
S. Chad, having prayed with > Wolfere in his Oratory, pray- 
ers being ended, S. Chad put oft his Veſtment, and hanged it 
upon a Sun-beam , which _ it, that it fell not to the 
ground ; which King Wolfere _ put off his Gloves, and Belr, 
and aſſayed to hang them there alſo, but they preſently fell to 
the ground, whereat King Wolfere was the more confirmed in the 
Chriſtian Faith. 

Inthe Weſtern Cloyſter of the Church of Peterburgh (as ſhall 
hereafter be more largely related) was ghe ſtory of this King Wol- 
fere curiouſly painted in the Windows, and in the midſt of the 
quadrangle of the whole Cloyſter, commonly called The Laure! 
Tard , was there a Well, which common Tradition would have 
to be that wherein S. Chad concealed Prince Wulfades heart : And 
if it ſhall be conſidered, that King Wolfere the Father did ſome- 
time keep his Court at Wedon 1n the Street, in the Weſtern parts 
of this County of Northampton, it may make way for a proba- 
ble conjeQture, that theſe things hapned at Pet h : But the 
{cene muſt not be laid in a wrong place, for S. Chad had his Cell 
in the County of Stafford, was the tir{t Biſhop of Luchfield, where 
he founded the Cathedral Church, and there lieth buried : And 
Queen Ermenild, having ſearched for the bodies of her Sons, found 
them out, and giving them burial, built in the fame place where 
they were ſlain, a Church of Stone, and called the place Stares 


or Stones, Which is known by this name in Srafford-ſbire unto this' 


day. Therealſo King Wolfere founded a Colledge of Regular 
Canons. 
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And now the building of the Monaſtery of Medeſhamfted bc- 
gun by King Peada, went on a-main through the zealous endea- 
vours of King Woffere ; his Brother Etheldred, and his Siſters 
K ymeburon, and Kyzeſwitha aſſiſting him therein, until the ſame 
was pertc&ted, which he dedicated rorhe memory of the Apoltle 
S. Peter, beltowed many large priviledges and immunities upon it, 
gave many fair pollefſions, and ettabliſhed the bounds of its ju- 
ri{diction trom Cxoy/and on the Eaſt, to Walmisford Bridge on the 
Welt, and lo Northward to Effox and Samford, and all along by 
the River of Wi/and to Croyland again, as 15 more at large ſet down 
in his Charter which he Scaled and Confirmed in the preſence of 
Kings, Nobles, and Biſhops, in the Year of our Lord 664. and 
the ſeventh of his Reign. 

The Quarry from whence King Wolfere fetched Stone for tliis 
Royal StruCture , was undoubtedly that of Bernack near unto 
Sramford, where the Pitts from their hollow vacuities ſpeak Anti- 
quity, and contribution to ſome ſuch great deſign ; and I find un 
the Charter of K. Edward the Conteſlor, Anno — whic! he grant- 
ed to the Abby of Ramſey, that the Abbor of Ramſey ſhould give 
to the Abbot and Covent of Pezerbureh 4000 Ecles in the time of 
Lent, and in conſideration thereot, the Abbot of Pererbargh ſhould 
oivetothe Abbot of Ramſey as much Free-{tone from his Pitts 
in Bernack, and as much Rag-ſtone trom his Pitts in Peterburgh as 
he ſhould need. Nor did the Abbot of Pererburgh trom theſe 
Pitts furniſh only that, but other Abbics alſo, as that of S, Eq- 
munds-Bury : In memory whereof, there are two long ſtones yet 
ſtanding upon a balk in Caſtor-held near unto Guxwade-Ferry; 
which erroncous tradition hath given out to be two draughts of 
Arrows from Alwalton Church-yard thither ; the one of Rob 
Hood, and the other of Lazele John ; but the truth is, they were 
ſet up for witneſſes, that the carriages of Stone from Bernack to 
Grnwade-Ferry, to be conveyed to S. Edmunds-Bury, might paſs 
that way without paying 'T'oll : And in ſome old Terrars they 
are called S. Edmunds Stoncs. Theſe Stones are nicked in their 
tops after the manner of Arrows, probably enough in memory of 
S. Edmund who was ſhot to death with arrows by the Danes. 

King Wolfere dying without ifſue, his Brother Erheldred ſuccee- 
ded him, and continued his good affettion to the Monaſtery of 
Meadeſhamſted ; the Royal Founder whereof built alſo an houle for 
the Abbor, which upon the difſolution by Henry the Eighth, be- 
came the Biſhops-Palace : A building very large and ſtately, as 
this preſent age can teitihe ; all the rooms of common habitation 
being built above ſtairs, and underneath were very fair Vaults 
and goodly Cellars for ſeveral utes. "The great Hall, a magnificent 
room, had, at the upper end, in the Wall, very high above the 
ground, three ſtately Thrones, wherein pb. ger ſitting, the 
three Royal Founders carved curioully of Wood, painted and gilt, 
which 
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which in the Year 1644. were pulled down, and broken to pieces, 
Under them were written in ancient Charaters, lately renewed, 
theſe three Verſes. 


Per Peadam primo domus hec fundatur ab imo, 
Poſt per Wolferum ſtabat poſſeſſio rerum. 
Favit Ethelredus fraternum ponere fadus. 


To which there was added a fourth when the three old ones 
were renewed. 


Prebeat exemplum, rara eſt concordia fratrum:. 


King Ethelred having reigned thirty years, laid down his Crown 
and Scepter ; and ſhaving himſelf became firit a Monk, and aft- 
terwards Abbot of Bardney, as Malmsbury writeth , Anno 704. 
And Konredws lucceeded him, as in the Chronological Table an- 
nexed to Inzulphus. 

"The nelt being thus fitted and prepared, care was taken to furniſh 
it with birds : And firſt with an Abbot, who ſhould procreate. 
and nouriſh a brood of religious underliag Monks ; and the firſt 
of all tat was made Abbot was 


1. SAXULFUS, 


. Apious and prudent man. He being an Earl, thought it no 
ſhame to aſſume a Religious preſidency in this place ; and arri- 
ving at a great height of fame, and reputation by his piety, and 
holy life, he quickly gathered a Covent of Monks, wo ocked 
to him from ſeveral places; fo thar in a ſhort time this neſt pro- 
duced many birds by whom other Monaſteries were alſo founded, 
| and repleniſhed, eſpecially that of Thorney was founded by this 
Abbot Saxulf, which place was fo called from the woody, or 
thornie nature thereof (whence others of like nature fo called al- 
ſo, as that of Weſtminſter) though it was otherwiſe known, and 
recorded in ancient Writings by the name of Ancariz. There 
did S build a place for Anchorites , and having been Abbot 
of Medeſhamſted the ſpace of thirteen years, he was tranſlated to 
the Biſhoprick of Durham, or, as ſome ſay, to the Archbiſho- 
prick of the Midland Exglifh, or Mercians (Biſhop Godwin recko- 
neth him amongſt the Biſhops of Coventry and Litchfield) whom 
there {ucceeded in the Monaltery of Medeſhamſted

He being a Monk of this place, was, by reaſon of his holy and 
devout lite, thought the fitteſt ro ſucceed Saxulf'; So obſervant he

was in the practice of devotion, and withall, fo prudent in Eccle- 
fiattical affairs, that many other places were delirous of him for 
their Governour, which, becaule they could not obtain,they deſired 
{ome of his appointing, whence Thorney, Briccleſworth, Bredune, 
Mermondſey, Repingas, Weehing as, and many other places were fur- 
niſhed with Abbots of his commending. Ir was in the time of 
this Cuthbaldus that King Wolfere died, and his Brother Erhelred 
ſucceeded, whoallo was very liberal to this Monaſtery, confirm- 
ing to it what his Brethren had granted, and likewiſe added more 
donations, and priviledges of his own gitt. Amonglit the reſt, 
that the Abbot of —_— {ſhould be chietelt of all the Ab- 
bots on that ſide of the River Thames, and ſhould have the firſt 
place in all Conventions, and Ecclefiaſtical Aſſemblies. And ac- 
cording to the preſent reputation of the Church, and City of Rome, 
( for Rome it ſelf had bur lately, ſome 73 years before this, 
at the requeſt of Pope Boniface the tourth, to the Emperor Pho- 
cas, obtained the Primacy over all the Churches of the world, 
which from the beginning was not fo) if at any timethe people of 
whole Britain, or any ot the neighbouring Nations, ſhould have 
a defire to viſit the _ of Rome, andeither by the length of the 
journcy, or by any other impediment ſhould be hindered from 
ſuch a purpoſe, it ſhould then ſuffice, if they viſited S. Petey in 
this Monaſtery. Here they might pay their vows, be abſblved 
{tolical bleſſing ; which, with 
other priviledges, was confirmed by Pope Agatho in a publick 
Council of an hundred and twenty five Biſhops then aflembleg 
at Rome, in the Year 680. I find not how long this Curhbaldus 
continucd in this place, bur there ſucceeded 


' 3. EGBAL DUS, 


Whoſe life and aCtions are wholly buried in oblivion, that I have 
nothing to ſay of him,what he was, how, or how long he governed 
this Monaſtery : onely that he was Abbot when Ethelba/dws, the 
then King of Mercia, granted his Charter tor the founding of the 
Monaſtery of Croyland, making Kenuiphus a Monk of Eveſham 
the firſt Abbot thereof, which Charter was ſigned Anno 716. 
And this Abbot Egbaldys was one of the witnefles to it, as Ingul- 
phus writes.

He was alſo pre- 
ſent at a general Council holden at Loxdon, Anno 833. Art ano- 
ther Council at Kjngsbury, Anno 851. as S. H. Spelman writeth. 

The Writers of this Monaſtery of Peterburgh, are filent con- 
cerning the times, lives, and aCtions of theſe Abbots; their Records 
having been either none, or periſhed ; therefore we ſhall be be- 
holding to /ngu/phus the Abbot of Croyland for a memorable Hi- 
{tory [egy Abbot Hedda.

On the fourth day after, the Danes departed with a great boo- 
ty of goods and cattel towards IO they found 
many of the C people retired within the Monaſtery, who 
with the Monks ſtood upon their : The Danes making ſeve- 
ral aſſaults, T«/bs brother of Earl Hulba, was by the defendants, 
mortally bruiſed on the head, with a ſtone caſt that Tower 
which he aſſaulted ; whereat Hulbs was {o en , that havi 
centred the Monaſtery, he flew all the Monks with his own hand, 
the reſt of the people were flaughtered by the Soldiers. The aged 
Abbot Headda eſcaped not the hands of Hulbs, but was flain with 
his Monks. Then were the Altars broken down, Monuments 
demoliſhed, a goodly Library ſer on fire, Charters, Evidences, and 
Writings (toa great number) all torne in pieces: The Church it 
ſelf, with all the appendent buildings, was ſet on fire, which con- 
tinued for fifteen days together. The Dares (as I find in a Con- 
tinuator of 1nos/phus) with the riches of the Monaſtery, and the 
cattle of the ntry, departing on the fourth day, there were 
two, Earls among them, both called by one name S7arec, the = 
'K c 
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Ithe elder, the other the younger, who marched in the reer of this 
{devouring multitude, to guard them in their paſlage over ſtreams 


and rivers; And when the multitude had paſled over the River 
Nen, thele two Sidrocs being to pals over with their booty, two 
Waines, laden with their choicelſt riches, were overthrown, and 
rozether with their horſes ſunk into a deep pit, a little beneath 
the Bridge (which haply was the Aegdeſmell before mentioned.) 
Now to Inenlphus again who proceeds in his own ſtory, That cer- 
tain Monks of Croyland, who had ſecured themſelves by flight 
into the Fens , the Dares being gone, they returned to ther Mo- 
naſtery, cleanted it from aſhes, and other pollutions as they could, 
and conſulted to thuſe another Abbot, which they did ; Godricis 
a reverend and religious man being he upon whom the election 
paiſed ; to whom there came”"Toretus Prior of Ancarig, with his 
tab-prior T:{a, deſiring Godricus that he would take ſome bre- 
thren with him, and go over tro Meadeſhamſted, to give Chriſti- 
an burial ro the bodies of thoſe Monks which were there expoſed 
to bealts, and birds : Godricus embracing the-motion, took ſome of 
his Monks with him, I the reſt, one Turgarns of twelve 
years of age, who being by the younger $:droc ſaved, was by him 


| taken to Medeſhamſted, and {+ the Danes bulic in getting their 


carriages out of the River Nez, he ſtole away from them, and 
returned to his Monaſtery of Croy/and. Abbot Godricus coming 
to Medeſbamſted, with much toil and pains , gathered together 
the bodies of the ſlaughtered Monks, to the number of 84. and 
laid them all in one large grave, in the middle of the Church- 
yard by the Ealt front of the Monaſtery, upon the Fealt of S. Ce- 
cilia, ( November 22.) ſetting up over the body of the Abbot re- 
ſting in the midit of his ſons, a pyramidal ſtone, three foot in 
eighth, three in length, and one in thickneſs, engraven with the 
pictures of the Abbot, and his Monks about him ; which ſtone, 
11 memory of the __ Monaſtery, he named Medeſhamſted ; 
and every year after ſo long as he lived, he viſited that place, 
pitching his Tent over the faid ſtone, ſaying Maſs two ” rn 
days, for the ſouls of- Abbot Heada, and his Monks. The high 
way then into Holland, was through the ſame Church-yard, ha- 
ving that monumental ſtone on the right hand, and a croſs of 
ſtone over againſt it, erected alſo by Abbot Godricss, on the left, 
that paſſers by, in memory of the ruined Monaſtery, might re- 
member to pray for the ſouls of thoſe there buried ; and abſtain 
from facrilegious rapines, and demolitions of that place, for his 
lake who was crvcited. 'Thus far Ingulphus. 

The Croſs 1s long {ince demoliſhed , and the place where it 
ſtood, not known, but the ſtone 1s {rill remaining, agreeable to 
Ingulphus bus deicription ; which, as it was at firſt, called by the 
name of the place, Medeſbamſted; lo it is now amongſt ſome, 
known by the name of Peterburgh : and there being certain little 

holes 
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holez in the ſides of the ſtone, it was lately a merry cuſtom for 
ſtrangers, to put their fingers into one of thoſe holes, that they 
might ſay, they had been at Peterburgh. 

There was within theſe few years a door inthe Church having 
the Pifture of Abbot Hedda, and the _- 4g Captain of the 
Danes, as it were expoſtulating the buſineſs, and underneath 
were theſc four Verſes written in ancient Saxon Letters, as if they 


had been ſpoken by the Abbot: | 


Fers mala, ptjors timeas, cedaſque rigori, 
Nec teneare morya, ne teneare mort. 

Hoc ne dabo domitus quod Barbarus advena querit ? 
Da, necer immeritus, mors mihi munus erit. 


The Monaſtery of Medeſhamſted thus deſtroyed by the Dares, 
lay buried in its own ruines the ſpace of ninety and fix years, no 
Abbor, Monk, Government, or Religion there proteiled in all that 
time, that isto be found in ſtory ; only King Beorredas (cized the 
Lands of the Monaſtery, giving them to his Souldiers, until Adet- 
woldus, or Athelwoldus Biſhop oft Wincheſter ( a man very zealous 
in the building and reſtoring of Churches) laid his hand to the 
reſtauration of it ; for as Writers ſay, he was warned of God in 
the night, that he ſhoild go to the midland Exgliſh, and repair the 
Monaſtery of S. Peter; fo that taking his journey into thele parts, 
he came to Owndle, ſuppoſing that to be the place, but being warn- 
ed the ſecond time that he ſhould follow the courſe of the River; 
he came at length to Medeſbhamited, which he found deſolate and 
forſaken, bur preſently with ſuch help as he could get, he fell to 
cleanſing of it. But ſeeing what a great buſineſs this reſtauration 
was like to prove, he returned to Wincheſter to make 10N 
for ſo great a deſign. And firſt he made his addreſs to God by fer- 
vent prayers, to encline the hearts of King Edgar, and his Queen 
and Nobles, that he might have them ſo propitious, as to con- 
tribute their affiſtances to this work. And being one time at his 
prayers, the Queen had ſecretly _ behind the door, to liſten 
what it was that Arthelwold prayed, and ſuddenly ſhe came forth 
upon him, telling him, that God and herſelf had his prayers, 
and from thencetorth ſhe began to ſolicite the King for the _ 
ration of this Monaſtery, to which the King enting, app 
himſelf thereunto, until he had finiſhed the ſame ; whuch was in 
the year 970. 

he Monaſtery thus re-edified, King Edgar defirous to ſee it, 
went thither, with Du»/tane then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
Oſwald Archbiſhop of Tork, attended alſo with molt of the Nobili- 
and Clergy of England, who all approved, and applauded both 

the place, and work. But when King Edgar heard that ſome 
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fury of the Danes were found ; he deſired to ſee them, and ha- 


| ving read the priviledges of this place, that he had a ſecond Rome

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within his own Kingdom, he wept for joy : And in the prelence of 


| that Aſſembly, he contirmed their tormer priviledges and poſſeſſi- 
| ons; the King, Nobles, andClergy, offering large oblations, ſome of 
' lands, ſome of gold, and lilver. At this glorious aſſembly the name

=> ſolitary place, until this Abbot Adw/phus cut down woods, 


of the place was changed trom Medeſhamſted toBurgh, and by reaſon 
of the fair building, pleaſant ſituation, large priviledges, rich pol- 
{e{ſions, plenty of gold, and ſilver, which this Monaſtery was 
endowed withal, there was an addition to the name, as to be cal- 
led Gildenburgh, though in reference to the dedication, it hath 
ever ſince been known by the name of Peterburgh. Malmsbury 
would have the nomination of the place Burgh to be from Abbot 
Kenulphus, his encloſing the Monattery with a Wall, as ſhall be 
noted hereafter ; but our Peterburgh Writers are not of his mind, 
but place it here. Writers ſay that in thoſe days this Monaſtery 
was of ſo high aceount, that what perſon ſoever came thither ro 
pray, whether King, Lord, Biſhop, or Abbot, he put off his 
{hoes at the gate of the Monaſtery, and entred barefoot : And the 
Covent there was very much had in eſteem, that if any of them 
travelled into any of the neighbouring parts they were received 
with the greateſt reſpect, and reverence that could * 

The Monaſtery thus reſtored, King Edgar was mindful of the 
government allo, by Abbots, as it had anciently been, and there

8. ADVULPHVUS. 


He being Chancellor to King Eadpaer, changed his Court life 
for a Monalſtical in this place ; the reaſon of which change, was 
this : He had one only Son, whom he and his Wife dearly loved, 
and they uſed to have him lie in bed betwixt them, but the Pa- 


-rens having over night drunk more wine than was convenient, 


their Son betwixt them was ſmothered to death. Adu/phus the 
father being ſadly afﬀfefted with this horrid miſchance, was reſol- 
ved to vilit S. Peter at Rome, atter the manner of a penitentiary 
for abſolution, imparting his intent to Biſhop Arhelmoldns, who 
diſſwaded him from it, telling him it would be better if he would 
labour in the reſtauration of S. Peters Church in this place, and 
here viſit him: Adw/phus approving this advice, came with King 
Eagar to Burgh, where 1n the preſence of the King, and the reſt of 
that Convention, he offered all his wealth, put off his Courtly 
Robes, and put on the habit of a Monk, and aſcended to the degree 
of Abbot in the year 972, 

In thoſe days the whole Naſee, or Country adjoyning, and 
which 15 now known by the name of Burgh-ſoke, was all a woody

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built Mannors, and Granges, and let the Lands to farm tor cer- | 


tain Rents ; ſo that the people increaling, and as yer no Churches 
built amongſt them, they came to Peterburgh to receive the Sa- 
craments, and to pay their Church-duties, which continued for 


many yearsafter. And although in the days of Twroldus Abbot, | 


Churches and Chappels began to be built, (the ſaid Turoldus di- 
{triburing the Lands of the Monaſtery to thoſe Knights who de- 
fired to ſerve God at home) yet {till the Church of Peterburgh re- 
ceived the whole revenue until the time of Abbot Ernulfus, An- 
no 1112. when there were aſſigned to the reſpetive Miniſters of 
Churches and Chappels, certain revenues for their maintenance, 
as due to their ſervice; ſaving to the Church of Burgh two parts 
of the predial 'Tythes of thoſe Knights, and ſaving the burial of 
the ſaid Knights, their wives and children in the Church of Burgh, 
and al{o a certain portion of the Knights eſtates, for the mainte- 
nance of their wives and children : Saving alſo to the Church of 
Burgh from the Churches {o built, certain penſions, which being 
impoſed upon them in their firit endowmen@, or collations by 
this Church, many of them have continued unto, and been -paid 
in theſe our days to the Biſhop, or Dean, and Chapter, as they 


were aſſigned by King Henry the Eighth, as ſhall be declared | 


hereafter. © Adu/phus was preſent at the dedication of the Church 
of Ramſey, in the year 974. 

After thdt this Abbot Adulphns had happily governed this Mo- 
naſtery about the ſpace of ——_——— (Henry of Pightly faith 
thirty one) he was tranſlated tothe Archbiſhoprick of York, there 
to ſucceed Oſwaldus then deceaſed : Some fay he was tranſlated to 
the Biſhop of Worceſter. And in the place of Adu/phus there

9. KENULPHV $, 


Who was made Abbot in the year of our Lord, 992. and was 
highly honoured far and near for his wiſdom and piety, many 
coming to him from ſeveral parts , Biſhops, Abbots, Prieſts, 
and Monks, as to another So/omor to hear his wiſdom. And by 
reaſon of his great fame for his learning, he is ſuppoſed to have 
beena Writer ; and is therefore b Pirſens inſerted into his Cata- 
logue of Engliſh Writers, though what he wrote is not extant, 
or evident by his, or any other te{timony that I have met with. 
"This Abbot Kynulphus encloſed the Monaſtery of Burgh with a 
Wall, a great part whereof is yet ſtanding. Having continued 
Abbot here about thirteen years, he was tranſlated to the Biſho- 

ick of Wincheſter, Anno 1005, for the procurement whereot 

e 1s charged with Simony. His ſucceſſor in this Monaſtery 
was

Or Elſius: Of whom I find no glorious CharaQer recorded by 
Writers, ſave this (if it may be ſo accounted) that he was very 
inquiſitive after Reliques, with which he was very induſtrious to 
inrich his Monaſtery. And becauſe Swapham and Witrleſey, (the 
compleateit Hiſtorians of this place) have punCtually fer down a 
bedrole of his Reliques, the Reader I hope will not take it ill, if 1 
give a relation of them. Amongl[t the Reliques of this place, that 
which was moſt famous, and bare the bell away from all the reſt , 
was S. Oſwalds arm, which continued uncorrupted for many 
years, and that in the time of Abbot Martin, it was ſhown to A- 
lexander Biſhop of Lincoln, 487 years after it$ cutting off, And 
of it ſome of the Monks in thoſe times wrote theſe Verſes.

The ſtory of this arm I ſuppoſe to be taken out of Beda his Hi- 
ſtory of England, lib. 3. cap. 6. who relates that this O/wa/d King 
of Northumberland was very free and liberal in giving of alms to 
the poor ; and one day whilſt he fate at meat, one of his ſervants 
told him of a great number of poor people come to his gate for 
relicf; whereupon King Oſwald lent them meat from his own ta- 
ble, and there not —_—— to ſerve them all, he cauſed one 
of his ſilver diſhes to be cut in pieces, and to be diſtributed a- 
mongſt the relt ; which Aydanns a Biſhop, (who came our of Scot- 
land to convert, and inſtru&t thoſe Northern parts of England) 
beholding, took rhe King by the right hand, ſaying, nunquam 
imveteraſcat hec manus, let this hand never wax old, or be cor- 
rupted : which came to paſs. This arm was firſt depolited at Bam- 
burgh, areligious place in Yorkſhire. Walter of Wettleſey writing 
the ſtory thereof, tells that it was brought to the Monaſtary of 
Burgh by Winegotns of Bebeberch, but ſaith not when, therefore 1 
cannot conjetture better than that it was by the procurement of 
this Abbot Elſinws. It is ſaid that this arm wrought many cures 
upon ſeveral diſeaſed folk; and that it was of ſuch tame in the | 
days of King Stephen, as that he himlelf came to Peterburgh pur- 
poſely to ſee it; and offered his Ring to S. O/wald, and alſo re- 


| mitted to the Monaſtery the ſumm of torty marks wherein it was 


indebted unto him.

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But that the Reader may know more fully the ſtory of S. O/- 
wald and his arm, it is to be remembred, that Pends King of the 
Mercians bcing of a tierce nature, and withal ambitious, made war 


ot Northumberland, who was a Chriſtian, him Pends encoun- 
tred at Oſwaldftreet , now Oſweſtre in Shropſhire (though Wit- 


overthrew him, and cauſed him to be torn in pieces ; whom ſome 
in remembrance of mow Ajaan's bleſſing might preſerve his 
arm, which at lengeh was here at Pererburgh treatured up. Ifthe 
Reader be till at a ſtand when he ſhall read in Authors that King 
Oſwald was buricd at ſeyeral places, I cannot help him. 

And now that we are upon this ſubject of Reliques, we may

What became of theſe, or ſome of theſe reliques 
in after times, ſome ſmall mention will be made hereafter : but 
whether any of them were extant in the Monaſtery at the ditlolu- 
tion by King Hexry the Eighth, I find nothing amongſt Writers, 
no not of great S. Oſwalds arm, though Nicolas Harpsfield a late 
Hiſtorical Romantſt would make us believe, that the prayer of Ay- 
aanns was (till in torce, as if that arm was ſomewhere extant. 

But to return to Abbot E!ſmus. He was three years in Norman- 
dy with Queen Ems, where he alſo colletted many other reliques, 
and like a laborious Bee, ſtored his Abbey with them : It hapned 
at that time, that there was a great dearth in that Country of 
Normandy, infomuch, that many of the inhabitants forſook the 
Country and planted themſelves in other places. The Abbey of 
S. Florentinus having ſpent their treaſures in buying of food, and 
nothing left them but the ſhrine of their Saint, and Patrone ; at 
length they ſold him alſo, all but his head, which they till reler- 
—_ themſelves : Elſinus having bought the body , ſent it to 
Peterburgh, whither the Monks ot that Abbey in Normandy did 
often repair, to do their devotions to their Saint. 

But whilſt E/ſaws was careful abroad for profitable reliques, 
his Abbey at home ſuſtained loſs in more real endowments, for 
Hoveden in Yorkſhire, with many other lands were wreited from 
the Monaſtery of Peterburgh. Yet Elſinus added ſomething of 
his own, purchaſing a fourth part of Witrleſeymere, and giving it 
to his Monaſtery, which had a part thereof before purchaſed by 
Adelwoldus Bilhop of Wincheſter in the time of King Edgar. 

In thoſe days was the Monaſtery of Ramſey acculed to the 
King, who threatned the diſſolution thereof, but by the media- 
tion of this Elſazus, 1t was reprieved, upon condition that Elſinus 
ſhould undertake the charge of it, which E!ſiaus afterwards, re- 
mitted to the Ramſrans. Abour rhis time Leofricus, who was Se- 
cretary ot Burgh, tranſlated the bodies of S. Kyneburga, and Ky- 
neſwitha trom thew Church of Caſtre, and the body of S. 7:bba 
trom Rihale, to Peterburgh. Others place this tranſlation in the 
time of King Heayy the tirit, and that they had a yearly memo- 
ria] celebrated here. In the time of this Abbot Elfinus, Anno 
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1051. Elfricus Archbiſhop of Tork died at Southwell, and was bu- 
ried at Petervur2h, where he had been a Monk : of whom more 
hereafter, 

Elſinus having been Abbot here the ſpace of fifty years, died 
| Anno 1055, and there ſucceeded. 


- 11. ARWINVS, rERNWINDUS. 


He was made Abbot by EleCtion which deſervedly paſſed upon 
him, being a man of great holineſs, and ſimplicity ; but he li- 
king better a private, and ſolitary life, freely furrendred his go- 
vernment, after eight years continuance therein. In his time, 
Anno 1059. oras ſome ſay 1060, died Kjnrſivs Archbrſhop of Tork, 
who formerly had been Chaplain to King Edward the Conteſlor, 
and was buried in the Church of Peterbureh, where he had been 
a Monk. Radulphus de Diceto calls him K jnſigtus, and commends 
him highly -for his auſtere way of living, his humility, and other 
vertues. Of whom again hereafter. About this time, S. Wulſtax, 
formerly Monk of Peterburgh, was made Biſhop of Worceſter, 
Anno 1062. 


12. LEOFRICUS, oro LEURICUS 


Having by his birth relation to the Royal bloud, was firſt made 
a Monk'of Burgh, and afterwards Abbot, upon the retirement of 
Arwinus, He being dear to King Edward, and Edeith his wite, 
held by extraordinary benevolence, five Abbeys in his hand at 
once, viz. Burton, Coventry, Croyland, Thorney, and Peterburgh. 
He redeemed of King Edward certain lands belonging to his Mo- 
, as Fiskerton for twenty marks, Flector tor eight marks ; 
and Burleigh for cight marks ; which being demiſed by leaſe to 
Elfoarus the Queens Chaplain for the term of his life ; he being 
dead, the Queen would have taken it from the Church of Perer- 
burgh, had it not been for Abbot Leofricas. 

n the third year of this Abbot, Anno 1066, Williams Duke of 
Normandy entred Enzland with an army, and ſubdued it to his 
Norman power. Of which I find theſe old Monkiſh Verſes in 
ſome of our Writers.

Abbot Leofricus was then in the Engl army, where ſickning, 
he returned ro his Monaſtery of Peterburgh, and dicd the nizhe 
atter All-Saints day. | 

In the time of this Abbot Leofricus, one Egelricus a Monk of 
Burgh was made Archbiſhop of Tork, but the Canons there, en- 
vying that a Monk ſhould be {ct over them ( though bur lately it 
had been fo) refuſed to receive him, wherefore he was made Biſhop 
of Durham, where he was received with general approbation. 
Whilſt he was Biſhop there he gathered great ſtore of wealth, yet 
not to himſelf, but that he might be rich in good works, amongit 
which, there is one that continues his memory to this very day, 
the bank from Deeping to Spalding ; tor in thoſe days the paſſage 
being very difficult by reaſon oft Woods, and deep Mariſhes, 
he raiſed that Cauſey for the benefit of Travellers, which for 
many years after was called by his name Egelric Rode, though 
now it be known only by the name of Deeping Bank. 

But ſome affirm that Egelricus found his wealth, for intend- 
ing to build a Church at Coneceſter (now Cheſter upon the ſtreet) 
in laying the foundation thereot he chanced to light upon a great 
maſs of treaſure, wherewith he finiſhed that work and many 
others. Such a new found treaſure might be an additional to 
what he had before, which ſurely was not ſmall, elſe he would 
ſcarce have undertaken to build Churches. When Egelricus had 
held his Biſhoprick of Durham long enough to weary himſelf 
with publick employments, he returned to his Monaſtery of Pe- 
terburgh, having reſigned his Biſhoprick to his brother Egelwinus. 
But it hapned that theſe two brethren were accuſed ro Ki 
William the Conqueror, who laid up Egelricus in Chains at Weſt- 
minſter during his lite, and when he was near his end, he refuſed 
to have his Fetters taken off, and deſired that he might be buri- 
ed with them, and ſo was he buried in S. Nicolas Porch in 
Weſtminſter : the other Brother Egelwinus was depoſed from his Bi- 
ſhoprick by King Wilkam, and ſent to Abendone, where he died. 

he Writers of Peterburgh, Swapham, and Wittleſey ſay, That 
in the time of Abbot Leofrzcus his ſicknels, this Ege/ricus being at 
his accuſtomed Evening devotions, the Devil appeared to him, in 
the ſhape of a boy of terrible countenance, and told him, that ere 
long he ſhould triumph over the chicteſt of them (which perhaps 
was inthe death of Leofricus Abbot) and that three ſeveral times 
he would revenge himſelf upon the Monks, and Monaſtery, tel- 
ling him alſo the manner. Firſt, that he would cauſe al the 
Monks to be expelled, and the goods of the Monaſtery to be ta- 
ken away. Secondly, he would cauſe the Monaſtery to be ſer on 
fire. Thirdly, he would ſet the Monks fo at trite, that they 
ſhould cut one anothers throats. But Egelricus replying, The 
Lord rebuke thee, Satan ; the Devil vaniſhed, and lett a horrible 
ſtink behind him.

Having been Coadjutor to Leofricus, was thought the fitteſt ro | 
ſucceed him ; and being eletted, he made his addreſs ro Edgar + 
Atheling for his confirmation, ſu ing him to be lawful heir to |

K. William : but William hearing thereof, was much incenſed 
+ «of ——_—_— that he was forced to give him forty marks | 

his favour to confirm him in his M z and the Lands | 
to his Church. Whilſt he was a Monk, he gave to the Mona- 
many Lands, as in Muſcham, Schotter, Scalthorp, Tolthorp, 
ham, Malmeton, Cletham, Hibaldſtow, Rachevildthorp;

Brando when he was Abbot, created his Nephew Herewtrdns 
le Wake Lord of Brunne, (now Bourn) Knight, which Herewar- 
aus was a valiant man, and ſtoutly oppoſed the Normans in thoſe

Brando enjoyed not long his Government, but in November, 
Anno 1069. which was the third of King Wikam, he died. 


14. TUROLDUS, ro THOROLDUS 


A m_—_ was placed by King —_ - = I Abby 
of Peterburgh: Cm ra neither loved his Monaſtery; 
nor his G—_ him ; He to make a ltrange diſperſion of 
the Lands belonging to his Church, conferring ſixty and two 
Hides of Land upon certain ſtipendi ights, that they might 
defend him againſt Herewardus le Wake : "I his Herewardss was 
ſon of Leofricws Lord of Braxne, and having had a Military edu- 
cation beyond Seas, repaired home to employ his valour in defence 
of his native Country, againſt the Normans. It hapned at that 
time, that the Danes under Sweyn their King, ſon of Canatws, in- 
vaded this Land, amongſt whom, Osbernus an Earl, and Biſhop, 
entred into the Iſle of Ely, with whom Herewardus joyned, and 
incited him to ſet upon the Monaſtery of Per þ, for that the 
King had given it to a Norman. Herewardas, and the Danes com- 
ing hither, the Monks and others with them defended themſelves 
for atime, with much valour, in a hot diſpute at Bolehith- 
now commonly called Bulldyke being on the South of the 
Monaſtery, and yet ſtanding : where, when Herewardss, and the 
| Danes perceived their entrance doubtful, and that they could riot * 
cut their way with their Swords, and Weapons, they aſlayed to'}' 
doit by fire upon the adjoyning buildings, and fo entered | , 
flame and ſmoke. Being entred, they fcized upon all the good. 
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| things they found, carrying them away to Ely, leaving much of 
the buildings (the Monaftery only excepted) deſtroyed by fire, 
and taking Adelwoldss the Prior, with many of the more ancient 
Monks thither alſo. But Adelwoldas watching for an opportunity 
to get _ and return home, the Oaves being jovial, and merry 
at a triumphal feaſt for this their booty, Adelwoldss got privately to 
himſelf ſome gold and ſilver with ſome _—_ among(t which 
was S. Ofralds arm which he hid an his w, till he could 
make his eſcape. But an being made berween King 
William and Sweyn the Daniſh King, that the Danes {ſhould 

with all their ſpoil, molt of the good tlungs of this Monaſtery were 
carried away towards Denmark, and a great part of them lolt in 
the Sea by tempeſt : thoſe which arrived there were afterwards 
recov by Iwaras the Secretary of the Monaſtery, who took a 
journey thither, for that purpoſe. And now had Aelwoldus the 
Prior, with the other Monks, a time of returning without ſtealth 
to his Monaſtery of Peterburgh, and taking the Abby of Ramſey in 
their way ; the Ramiſians entertained them kindly tor awhile, but 
at their 5 ure, they detained their Reliques, which afterwards 
upon the threats of Abbot Thorold, my yielded up ; yet did not 
the Monks enjoy their newly recovered Trealures long, for they 
being careleſs and drunken, and their Abbot abſent, a tire ſeized 
upon the Church, and other remaining buildings, from which 
they reſcued ſome few Reliques, bur little of other things. All 
| | this while Twroldus Abbot abſented himſelf from his Monaſtery, 
' and made his abode at Stamford, but Herewardss being withdrawn 
| he returned to his Monaitery, where he found a ths: in a 
F deſolate condition. He brought along with him 140 Normans 
| well armed to ſecure him againit Herewardss, and alſo built a Fort 


—_— 


| or Caſtle within his Monaitery,which for many years retained the 
| name of Mount Thorold : {o that now the Monaſtery of Peter- 
| burgh ſeemed rather a warlike than religious place. Yet tor all 
| that Txroldus could do for his own ſecurity, he was at lengch ta- 
| ken by Herewardss, and conſtrained to ranſome himſelf with the 
| payment of thirty marks in ſilver. So profuſe was this T»roldus 
| of the goods of his Monaſtery, that at his entrance an eſtimare of 
| the goods thereof amounting to fifteen > 96" pEUTY Ts- 
' | roldus had done, there remained ſcarce five h 
L - Bur his diſpoſing of the Lands (as hath been ſaid) to certain 
| Knights, for-rheir ſervice in theſe Military times, was remarka- 
ble, and valid in after ages; where I could give a large declara- 
tioh of the perſons thus inveſted with the Church-Lands, and 
what Lands thoſe were , but it ſhall ſuffice to ſay, that there 
| | were in all one men of note, who received thoſe Lands from 
x T'aroldss to hold upon that condition ; but they did not all receive 
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| | inequal on, but ſore more, and ſome leſs ; ſome to find 
| and afford the ſervice of fix Knights, ſome of four, ſome of one, 
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and ſome lefs, as their portions of Land were; yet in all, the 
number of Knights for which-they were to be anſwerable, amoun- 
ted to fixty eight , and from whence there began a new addition 
to be annexed unto the name of the _ as to be called, The 
Honour of Peterburgh. But there happened another Att of 
Turoldys, which raifed his diſcontents higher in himſelf, and 
brought him lower in the good afteQtion ot his Convent, for he 
received into his Monaſtery two Monks from beyond Sea, who 
ſecretly ſtole away, and carried many of the Church Goods 
with them. Ar length Turoldus, weary of his Government 
here, procured for humſelf the Biſhoprick of Beavois in France, 
whither he tranſported many of the goods of the Monaſtery : 
but he was not ſo welcome to his new Biſhoprick as to make any 
long continuance there, for on the fourth wa he was expelled 
thence, and returning again into Exg/and, he gave the King a 

reat ſumm of Money that he might be ſeated again in his 
Monaſtery of Peterburgh, whither he returned, and inall, con- 
tinued his Government there the ſpace of 28 years, and died 
Anno 1100, or as ſome ſay 1098. being the 10, or 11 year of 


William the Second. 
15, GODRIC CS. 


The Monks now began to be provident for themſelves; for con- 
ſidering the inconveniences they ſuffered by Turoldus being impo- 
ſed upon them, they gave the King three hundred Marks in Silver 
that they might have the power of —_ their own Abbot ; 
which having procured from the King, they choſe Goadricus, 
who was Brother to Abbot Brazdo. Whether or no Goadricus 
might incurr the guilt of Simony by what the Church had done, 
I will not determine, yet woke, with Richard Abbot of Ely, 
and Adelwinus Abbot of Ramſey, depoſed from their Govern- 
ments by a Councel held under Anſe/mus then Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, for that ( as Peterburgh Writers ſay ) they had entred 
| by Sumony. Yet Matth. Pars renders another reaſon, that it 
was, becauſe they had received inveſtiture into their Abbeys, 
from the King, and not from Anſelme. So Godricws held hi 
Abbey of Peterburgh but one year, which was an 
> 6 in that year, Foreign Thieves from Almain, "ur" and 

anders broke jn through a window into the Church, ſtole 
away a CroſG of beaten Gold, with many Jewels, rwo Chalices 
and Patins, two golden Candlefticks, which E/fricus Archbiſhop 
of Tork had given to this Church. Although the Thieves were 
purſued and taken, yet the goods were: not recovered, -but 
came into the Kings hand, who held them { faſt that the Abbey 
could nor retrieve them. oak 
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Godricus being depoſed, the Abbey was deſtitute of an Abbor 
about the _ of tour years, all whuch time it continued in the | 
Kings hand, at length King Henry 1. in the year 1103. and | 
the 3 or 4. of his Reign, ſent an Abbot unto them. Unnil 
theſe days of King Hemry all the Charters, and Grants of former | 
Kings, and other Qors to the Church, were without Seals, | 
and ſigned only with their Names, and Figures of a Croſs, 
but now they began to affix Seals to their Deeds. 


16, MATTHIAS 


Was the man whom King Henry ſent to the Abbey of Bareh, 
after that Godricus was depoled. One may almoit ſmell the 
wind that blew Matthias hither ; for he was Brother to Galfr+ 
dus Ridel the Kings Chief Juſtice, ro whom Marthias gave the 
Mannor of Pighteſly, belonging then to his Church ; Whar 
conveyance Abbot Matthias made to his brother Galfridws, I can- 
not determine, but Galfridzs reſolved to hold the Mannor of 
Piehtefly, as his own, and not of the Monaſtery of Peterbargh, 
which cauſed a long ſuit betwixt them, until at length an agree- 
ment was made betwixt the Abbot ( not this Matthias, but one 
of his Succeſlors ) and Ga/fridzs, that he ſhould hold the ſaid 
Mannor for his lite, paying to the Abbot the yearly rent of 
four Marks, and that x1, Na\rny the Mannor ſhould re- 
turn again to the Church of Pererburgh, which it did, not long 
after : for Calfridas was drowned at Sea, with William Son of 
King Henry. Not long after, Abbot John de Saw gave the King 
60 Marks in Silver, to contirm again the Mannor of P:ohreſly to 
his Monaſtery. Matthias held his Monaſtery of Peterburoh but 
one year, for on the fame day he entred thereon, on the ſame 
day twelve month he died at Glouceſter about the year 1105. and

For King Henry be- 
ing to paſs over the Sea, and waiting for a wind at Bowrn,he ſent to 
Peterburgh for Ernalfus tocome unto him to conſult about weighty 
| Aﬀairs, he being the Kings Confeſſor ; but being come, the K1 
with Rawlfus ( {Sour Pererburgh writers call him, but Biſhop G 
win Rodolphus ) the Archbiſhop of Camterbury importuned him to 
take upon him the Biſhoprick of Rocheſter, which Ernulfas did, 
though much againſt his will, the Monks alſo taking it very 
heavily, wept for the loſs of their Abbot. Ernulfas being Biſhop 
of Rocheſter wrote a Book in anſwer to certain queſtions 
pounded by Lambertns Abbot of S. Beytine, as allo another book of 
inceſtuous Marriages, although Pzrſexys makes no mention of 
him.

that he was compelled to withdraw. Having an Abbey beyond 
Sea, he got a Commiſſion to come over into England to gather 
up Peter pence, which gave him opportunity toeſpy out ſome 
preferment or other here : therefore coming to the King,and much 
complaining of the troubles in his own Countrey, whoſe Wars,

by reaſon of his age, he could not endure, he beſought the 
King to conferr upon him the Abby of Peterburgh, which was 
then vacant, which he (=s allyed to the King ) obtained, 
notwithſtanding that both Archbiſhops and Biſhops oppoled it, 
telling the Ring ® was not lawful for him to hold two Abbeys. 
But the King afterwards perceiving his fraud, and covetouſneſs, 
commanded him to depart the Realm, when he had held the 
Abbey of Peterburgh 5 years, and ſo Anno 1133. he returned to 
his _ De Angeli. In the firſt year that this John came to 
be Abbot here (as Witzleſey writes ) there were heard and ſeen 
in the night time th Lent, inthe Woods betwixt Sram- 
ford Peterburgh, Hunters, with their Horns, and Dogs, 
all of them of black, and ugly complexion, ſome riding upon 


black Horſes, and ſome upon Goats, they had great ſtaring eyes,, |

This 
Martin built a Gate of the Monaſtery, but which I cannot fay. 
He likewiſe changed the ſituation of the Village to the Weſtern 
fide of the Monaltery, for before, it was on the Eaſt ; he ap- 
pointed the market place as now it is, and built many houles about 
it. He changed alſo the place of Wharfage for Boats coming to 
the Town, to that place which is now commonly uſed. He re- 
moved the Church of S. John Baptiſt, ( which before ſtood in a 
Cloſe ſtill known by the name of S. John's Cloſe) to the place where 
now the ſaid Church ſtandeth. And as he was a great builder, fo 
was he alſo in ſome ſort a demoliſher, for he pulled dowa a 
Caſtle ſtanding near the Church, which perhaps was Mount 
Therold formerly mentioned. He planted the Vineyard, and ad- 
ded many cm rn own dwellings. He entertained King 
Stephen who came hither, to ſee the Arm of S, Oſwald, ro whom 
he offered his Ring, hn Dre a Church 4o Marks which 
it ought him, confi many other Priviledges. Abbot 
Martin, in the time of his Government, took a journey to Rome, 
and along with him the Charter of King Echelred, that the then

Heor- 
dered, and diſpoſed the Quire of the Church, in that manner as 
it lately ſtood, and in ſome ſort continues ſtill, He founded 
the Cha of Thomas Becket, which was finiſhed by his Suc- 
ceſſor, and is now ſtanding in the middle of the Arch of the 
Church-Porch, as you enter into the Church. He built a C 
alſo in his own Houſe, and other neceſſary Offices. At length 
e was accuſed by his Monks to the Archbiſhop, ſo that he was 
depoſed without conviction, or his own confeſſion (as our W ri- 
ters ſay) of any crime delerving that cenſure, when he had 
held his Abby twenty years, Anno 1175, being the 21 or 22 
ear of King Henry the Second, And although our Peter. 
ran Writers are ſilent in the cauſe of his depoſition, yet others 
have taken notice of it. Johannes Brompton Jornallenſis relates it 
thus, that Richerd Archbiſhop of Canterbury came to the Abby

there; for that he againſt the will of the Monks, entred with a 
band of armed men into the Church, and took from thence ſome 
Reliques, and the arm of S. Oſwald, pro denariis ad Judeos inva- 
dendos : the Monks ſanding in defence of their Reliques, many 
of them were grmny wounded. _ Hoveden relates ano- 
ther reaſon as the moſt principal, which he addeth to thar of For- 
zallenſis, that this Abbot William was fallen into the Kings diſ- 
favour for his brothers ſake, one Walter of Watervile ( 1n the 
Pariſh of Achrich in the County of Northampron;, where anci- 
ently was his OY VICS Abbot wen received with others 
of that party being then in Arms againſt the King, which ſhewed 
that Abbot William was not ſo Loyal to his Mater the King as 
he ſhould have been, but abetting with his brother, it might 
cauſe his own depoſition. 


22. BENEDICTVUS. 


Williem being depoſed, the King held the Abby in his hand 
two years, and then Benedi& Prior of Canterbury was thought 
the fitreſt for it, and made Abbot Anno 1177. in the Twenty 
fourth of King Henry the Second. He was a very Learned man, 
and, as Pitſews (who gives hun very high commendations) doth 
certific, wrote two Books: Vitam S. Thoma Cantuarienſis.

He was firſt a Monk here, then Prior, and afterwards for his 
many vertucs was choſen Abbot. The Villages of Alwalton, and 
Fletton, which then belonged to him, he gave tothe Monks Kit- 
chin for the augmentation of their Commons. Having been Ab- 
bot about five years, he died the ſame year with King Richard, 
which was Anno 1199, He was buried in the South Ifle of the 
Church at the back of the Quire, in the ſame Grave where two of 
his Predeceſſors had been buried before, as the Epitaph on the 
Wall over his Monument will teſtifie, which was lately in anci- 
ent Szxon Letters, but now in the ordinary, renewed.

Whom FHoweder calls Zacharias, was Prior of S. Albanes, and 
eleted thence to be Abbot here, Anno 1200, He by his care and 
providence much enriched his Church, and built many buildings 
in ſeveral Mannors belonging to it. He maintained ſuit with the 
Abbot of Croyland for the Marſh of Singleſbolt, and recovered it, 
letting it again to the Abbot of Crey/and for a yearly acknow- 
ledgement of four ſtone (Petr) of Wax. He added to the 
number of Monks that then were, two and twenty more. And 
when he had happily governed this Abby the ſpace of ten years, 
he died Anno 1210. being the 11 year of King John. And there

25. ROBERTUS de Lindeſey, 


Who was Monk, and Sacriſtary of Burgh, and now Abbot, 
unto which he paved the way by his good deeds towards the 
Church : for whereas the windows were before only ſtuffed with 
ſtraw to keep out the weather, he beautified above thirty of 
them with glaſſes ; and his example brought the reſt, by degre 
to the like ion. He built alſo the Chancel at 0 ;being 
choſen A he was preſented tothe King at Wincheſter 
had his eleCtion confirmed : And at Northampton he received E- 


piſcopal benediCtion from Hugo the ſecond, then Biſhop of Linco/n,

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in the year 1214. for after the death of Acharius, the King held 
the Abbey in his own hand three years. He {ztled the Hundred 
of Naſſaburgh in peace, and quietnels : for in thoſe days the Fo- 
reſters with their Cattel over-ran all, {ſo that the inhabitants of 
the Towns therein were much endammaged by them, and their 
domineering in thele parts by vertue of Foreſt Lands ; therefore 
Abbot Robert made a compoſition with the King, giving him 
1320 Marks for the diſ-foreſting that part of the Country. He 
covered the Abbots Hall with Lead. He made in the South 
Cloiſter a Lavatory of Marble for the Monks to waſh their hands 
in when they went to Meals, their Hall being near, on the other 
ſide of the wall, the door leading into it being yet ſtanding, 
though the Hall be long ſince demoliſhed, only ſome ſmall re- 
mains on the wall ſide, are yet to be ſeen ; but the Lavatory con- 
tinued entire until the year 1651. and then, with the whole 
Cloiſter, it was alſo pulled down. Abbot Robert at his entrance 
into his place found but ſeventy two Monks, to which num- 
| ber he added eight more, aſſigning the Mannor of Bellafiſe for 
their maintenance, having built a fair Mannor-houſe there, which 
partly is now ſtanding. He built alſo the Hall at his Mannor of 
Collingham. 

In the time of this Robert, the fourth Laterane Council was 
held under Innccent the fourth, Pope of that name, Anno 1215. 
Abbot Robert was cited, and went thither, and received injunRti- 
ons for his Convent concerning ſeveral times of faſting, and other 
duties, which at his coming home, he put into exccution. 

In his time there aroſe great diſcords betwixt the Civil, and 
Eccleſiaſtical States, that the Land ſtood interdifted by the ſpace 
of ſix years. Then followed bitter Wars betwixt King John, and 
his Barons , wherein, how the Monaſtery of Pererkurgh beha- 
ved themſelves, I find bur little in any of our Writers : Only by 
what Matthew Paris relates, it may be conjeEtured they were none 
of the =_ friends, though their Patron. Ludovicus (faith he) 
beſieging the Caſtle of Dover a long time in vain, at length the 
_ -m over into Suffolk, and Norfolk, and miſerably waſted 
thoſe Countries : And coming to Peterburgh, and Croyland, he 
plundered the Churches there, his Officer Sawvaricus de Mallo Leone 
with his accomplices committing many outrages in the Country 
thereabout. At Croyland he fired all their ſtacks which the in- 
habitants had newly gathered in, and fo returned to the Town 
of Lyan with great ſpoils; But afterwards the King taking his 
journey from Lyzx Northward, all his Carriages, and T MR 
were caft away, and periſhed, as he paſſed the River Welleftre, 
Yer afterwards the Abbot of Peterburgh was ſummoned to aſſiſt 
King Hepry the third, in the fiege of Rokingham Caſtle ( which 
was then the Abbots) and the Abbot himſelf went in perſon in 
that exp2dition, till at kngth that Caſtle was reduced to the 
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Kings obedience : but whether it was this Abbot Robert, or ſome | +

Who was firſt a Monk, then Prior, and laſtly Abbot of 
this place after the death of Robert, A great builder he was, 
and buil the Hall at his Mannor of Owndle, that alſo at Caſtre 
Eyebury and other places. Having been Abbot here only tour 
years, he died on the day of his entrance, November 20. 1226. 
and of King Heyry 3. the Eleventh. Theſe were his Books.

27. MARTINUS ae Ramſey 


Being a Monk of Peterburgh, was eleQted Abbot after the 
death of Alexander: And on S. Andrew's Eve the King ratifhed 
his Eleftion, which was alſo confirmed by 5x harm iſhop of 


Lincoln in the Chappel of S. Katharine at Weſtminſter. =_ _ 
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Feaſt of S. John the Evangeliſt following he received the ſaid 
Biſhops bleſhag at Tizghurſt, and on the Eve of Epiphany tollow- 
ing he was received at Peterburgh. In his firſt year he paid to 
the Kings Exchequer 5 Marks for the disforelting of Naſſa- 
burgh, and 28 more to the Chancellor. In that year died one 
Briaxns de la Marc the Kings Foreiter in the Marſh of Kefteven, 
and Holland, and the King paſling by that way towards ork, 
ſeized upon all the goods of the ſaid Brian : But Abbot Mar- 
tin procured the Kings Writ to Hugo de Nevile then Jultice of 
the Foreſt, to enquire, if the ſaid Brian was not enteoffed in 
certain Lands belonging to the Monaſtery of Peterburgh, which 
being examined at a Commiſhon holden at Berne, and found 
to be ſo, the Heir of the ſaid Briax was awarded ( as Ward ) 
to the Abbot of Peterburgh : But Abbot Martiz gavethe faid 
ward to Radulfus de Nevile, then Biſhop of Chicheſter, and the 
Kings Chancellor. This Abbot Martin in the year 1228. re- 
ceived a grand priviledge from Gregory the Ninth, Pope of that 
name, wherein this particular, that, whenſoever there ſhould be 
a general interdiction of the Land, the Monks of Peterbargh, 
nl they ſaid their Service, might ſhut the Church doors, ring 
no bell, nor ſay their Service aloud but with a low voice to 
themſelves, that the people might not participate thereof. But 
I have not found that ever this was put in practice. In the year 
1231, Hugh Biſhop of Lincoln viſited this Monaſtery, and gave 
Articles to be obſerved, both by the Abbot, as alſo by the Con- 
vent. 

Martin having been Abbot the ſpace of fix years, died ; His

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And that the Abbot. and Convent might conſent to this, pro- 
viſion ( or rather peraicious compact, Sunony and ſecret Fraud) 
demanded by the Pope,the Pope wrote Letters to certain Foreign 
Monks then well Beneficed in Exglazd, that. they ſhould et- 
fettually admonilh the Abbot and Convear therein, and to com- 
pel them, if need were. Thele Monks coming to Peterburgh, 
called the Monks together, and belpake them atter this manner, 
Behold, Friends and Brethren, a great Pontifical kindneſs is 
offered to your hand, tor the Pope requires that of. you, which, 
with bended knees, and-joyned hands, ye ought-to requeſt of 
him: And when ny explained the bulineſs, they pro+ 
miſed to accompliſh the buſineſs on the Popes part, ſo that the 
buſineſs might be ſecretly carried without ſcandal. But the 
Monks of Peterburgh anſwered, that they could do aouung 
without the Kings permiſſion, who was their Patron,and F 

er. The Popes Meſſengers ialiſted, that the buſineſs might - be 
done privately, hoping alſo that other Churches would follow 
their example, and do the like. The Monks of Peterburgh 
would not be circumvented by their Speeches, but deſired 


reſpite of the buſineſs until - their Abbot came home ( being | 


then abſent ) that they might have his aſſent : In the mean time 


they ſent to their Abbot, acquainting him with the whole | 


buſineſs: The Abbot ſends a meſſenger to the King, intima«. 
ting the er of ſuch a donation. The King relenting the 
buſineſs, and how it would redound to the damage of that and 
other Churches whereof he was Patron, and Detender, and des 
teſting the ſecret ſnares, and covetouſneſs of the Rowan Court, 
{tritly forbade ſuch an horrid donation. Thus far Matthew Pars. 
How this refuſal of the Popes demand by the Abbot of Peter- 
burgh was reſented at Rome, may appear by the ſame Author in 
another place, where he writes thus. - But the Abbot of Peter- 
burgh, a man without exception, who had more eſpecially re- 
ſiſted the +4 uh Mandate, being arrived at the Romax Court, 
was accuſed by Martin the Popes Agent then reſident in Englaxd, 
for that he would not conferr a Church upon a man fitting for 
the place, to the uſe of the "In kin{man : So that the Abbot 
appearing in the Popes Court, the Pope rebuked him in very op- 
probrious terms, and commanded that he ſhould be expelled 
the Court, which was done fo ſhamefully, and wreverently 
that the poor Abbot taking it to heart, fell into an incurable diſ- 
eaſe, and the ſame year died, to the great detriment of his 
Church, which he had prudently governed. And in another 
place the ſame Author recites it again, telling us the name of 
the Abbot. The ſame year on the eleventh of the Calends of 
January, after many vexations, and tribulations, which he ſuf- 
tered by the Court of Rome, and an infirmity which himſelf 
had contrafted, to the great loſs of his Church, died Walter Ab- 
bot of Burgh. of This 
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This: tory makes good the Etymology that ſome of the 
Romauiſts themſelves give of Rowe; Roma, quaſi Rodens Manns.

Wiſfliam of Hotot, or Hoteft ( why {o called I know not, for 
Wittleſey faith he was born at Carlton, near Cottingham in the 
County of Northampton ) being a Monk of this place was choſen 
Abbot, the ſixth of February, Anno 1246. the 31. of King Hemry 
3. (He procured from the King a Charter tor a Fair to be kept 
at Oxeney to begin an the Eve of the Nativity of Mazy, and to 


favour of his Monks, as that he would not let any of his Ab- 
by Lands, ordo any thing of himſelf as Abbot,withour their con- 
ſent... When he had held his Abby about the ſpace of three 
years, /he voluntarily gave it up, on S. Nicolas day, Anno 1249. 
And there was athgned unto him the Mannor of Colixgham,where 
he abode for a tune, until he was called thence by Joby his Suc- 
cefſor, who appointed him his abode at Oxerey, allowing him the 
portion of four Monks : 'Then William died, and was brought 
tothe Church of Peterburgh, and buried before the Altar ot S. 
Beneditf. Thus writes Wtr/eſey, not naming the occaſion of his 
receſs, which Mathew Paris \upplies. In the year ( faith he) 
1249. there aroſe great diſſenſion berwixt Wikiaw Abbot of 
Pererburgb and his Convent concerning dilapidations, for that the 
Abbot had enriched his Kindred (whereot he had multitudes 
ſwarming about him ) to the great detriment of his Church ; but 
William being reproved, would not reform thus errour : ware 
the Monks appealed to the Biſhop of Lixcolz,and complained of the 
Abbots extravagancies, who heing convicted thereof, and foreſee- 
ing the danger of his being depoſed, of his own accord reſigned 
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his place into. the Biſhops hand, and there was aſſigned unto 
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him a Mannor for his livelyfood. So that having been Abbot 
only three years, he ſurceaſed. Perhaps he had not time enough 
ro gather more Books than theſe into his Library, Antsſ- 
ſtodorenſis abbreviatus.

« So called from the place of his birth in Normandy. He was of 
noble extraftion,and beinz made a Monk at the age of ſevenyears, 
was brought into Ergland, and placed in the Church of S. Swithune 
in Wincheſter for his education , where growing un. piety and 
wiſdom as he did in years, he was made Prior of Wincheſter, and, 
, upon the recels of Abbot Wll. elected Abbot of Peterburgh, . Anno 

1249. which was the 33 of K. Henry 3.Hewas allied to Q. Elianor 
wife of K.Hepry,andſuch a ray of Grour ſhined upon him through 
that relation, that he was made one of the Kings Chief Jultices, 
and rode in the Circuit to execute Juſtice in the Kingdom. At 
Page?s5s, | which, though Matthew Pars ſeems to be much teved, as 

that which was not allowed by the rule of S. Bened;F ( the firſt

were relieved, to whom he gave Alms with his own hand, as oft 
as he came thither, He was careful in adding to the _—— ings , 
| of the Monaſtery, and built that goodly building called the Infr- 
| The Farmary. | mary ( commonly the Farmary ) lately pulled down, and at the 
Welt end of the Cha pel of S. Lawrence : This he appointed for 
ſick and impotent Folk, providing for them out of the Church 
demeſns. He wasallſo liberal ro his Convent, giv for every day 
to the Monk that ſhould ſit Preſident in the Refettory, a gallon 
of Wine, aud halfa gallon to the reſt of the Society, and to rhe 
Monk that celebrated high Maſs a gallon of Wine: for which 
he aſſigned ten pounds yearly to be paid from his own Cham- 
ber out of the Lands of his Mannor ot Polebrook. He gave alſo 
a great Bel] ro the Church, whereon was written, 


Jon de Caux Abbas Oſwaldo conſecrat hoc was. 
In 
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leave to the Monks, that, in conſideration of the coldneſfs 
of Winter in theſe , the Monks ſhould perform their ſervice 
in the Church, with their Hoods on their heads. 

Abbot John having held the government of this Church the 
ſpace of thirteen years , died at London, Anno 1262. the 46 of 
__ the third, and was brought to his Church at Peter- 
burgh, and fcied in the Iſle on the South ſide of the Quire. The 
King after his death challenged his Palfrey; and his Cup, but 
upon what _m_ I know not, unleſs it was becauſe John had 
been his Officer : the Cup he had, after ſome urgent demands, but 
the Palfrey he had not. 

Some write that this Abbot John was alſo made Lord Treaſu- 
rer by the Barons in the 44. year of King Hexry the third , and 
according to this account he held that Office to his death, which 
was two after. His Secular employmentes might take off 
his mind hom Books, and plead for the poorneſs of his Library.

He received benedition from Richard 'Biſhop of Lincoln, and 
ve him his Cope, which ſome demanded as a fee : the Arch- 
eacon of Northampton demanding alſo his » as his vale, 
Abbot Robert made him go without it. The Earl Marſhal recei- 
ved five Marks for his Palfrey, when he took the Oath of Alle- 
;ance to the King, But it was not long ere Abbot Robert 
his Oath, for in the Wars of thoſe times the Town

Burt the Town of Northampton __ re- 
duced, Abbor Robert by mediation of friends tothe Ki ved 
both himſelf and Church, but was forced to pay for his delinquen- 
cy, To the King zoo Marks, —_— 20 pounds, to Prince 
Eaward 60 pounds, to the Lord Souch 61. 135. 4d. After this hap» 
ned the Batrel of Lewes, wherein King Henry, with Prince Ea- 
.ward, was taken Priſoner ; then did the other ſide fleece the Abbot 
of Peterburgh for his contribution to the King ; the General, and 
ſeveral Barons, and Commanders forcing = Abbot to compo- 
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ſition,by ſeveral ſums of mony. Afterwards at the Battle of Ewe- 
ſham, Prince Edward overthrew the Earl of Leiceſter with his whole 
Army, and the King having recovered himſelf, called a Parlia- 
ment at Wizcheſter, whercin he required large benevolence from 
the Church: Farricularly, the Abbot of Peterburgh, becauſe he 
had held with the Barons, was again conſtrained to purchaſe his 
peace at theſe rates: The King had of him, 333/. 6s. 8d. The 
Queen 3 3/. 65. 84, The Prince, Prince Edward 2001. He paid 
alſo to the Earl of Glouceſter 13 31. 65. 8d. Earl Warres had of Ab- 


bot Robert tor his Mannors of Caftre, Tinwell, and Try 100l, | 


Warin Lord of Baſſingburn 421. The Commander of Fotheringay 
Caſtle 100/. 6s. 8d. Lord Thomas T yprot for the Mannors of F:/- 
kerton and Scotter 651. 135. 4d. The Lord of Faxecourt for the 
Mannor of Collinzham 12/, Lord Robert Picot for {everal Man- 
nors 14/. 6s. 8d. Thomas of Bulton 61. 13s, 4d. All which fumms 
of mony he carrigd to Wincheſter and there paid them. Theſc, 
and other payments which he made at other times, exhauſted 
from him, amounted to the ſumm of 43237. 18s. 54. Having 
paid thus deas for Is diſloyalty, he became more obedient to his 
right Maſter, and when King Hepry ſent to him for aid againſt 
the Caſtle of Kenilworth, Abbot Robert did what the King requi- 
red for that ſiege. "Re © 

In theſe times Prince Edward having occaſion for mony, he bor- 
rowed a great ſumm of certain Merchants ; tor which the Abbot 
of Peterburgh, and his Convent became Suretics : And the Prince 
granted unto them his Mannor of Graham, until he ſhould repay 
that mony unto them. Edward was no ſooner King, but in the 
firſt year of his Reign, he came to Pererburgh, where he was en- 
tertained by this Abbot Roberzr., And from hence he dated a 
Charter which he granted to the Church of E/y, as the cloſe 
thereof teſtifieth, Teſte meipſo apud Burgum Santt; Petri 13 die A- 
priliz, Anno regni noſtri primo. This was in the year of our Lord

Born there in the Pariſh of S. Parecratins; He, having run 
through many Offices in this Monaſtery, at length arrived 
at the Abbot's, when he was aged ſixty years : And ſobeing of 
much experience he governed his Monaltery caretully, and hap- 
ily. contended in Law with Gz{bert Earl of Clare for the 
7 [i of Biegins near Oundle, wherein he had good ſucceſs 
through the wiſdom and diligence of William Woodford one of 
his Monks, who being a man of great judgment, -and good elo- 
cution, when he came to plead at Northampton betore the Judge 
of Aſſize, when his time was to ſpeak, he craved his Abbots bleſ- 
ſing, and ſpake ſotothe purpoſe, that the Earl went, as W:ztle- 
ſeys phraſe is, Sine die, without the day : and although the Earl 
brought the buſineſs to the Kings hearing , yet there William

Who for two years before had been Coadjutor with Abbot Ri- 
chard in the time of his infirmity. Writerrcommend him for a 
man of excellent parts, and diligence in his government. Being 
but Sacriſtary he purchaſed the Mannor of Soathorp which, when 
he came to be Abbot, he aſſigned rothe Monks : He ſettled a dai- 
ly pn of bread upon ſome inferiour Officers; added much 
to the buildings of his Monaſtery, and was careful that dependant 
Eleemoſynaries might receive their dues : particularly he inquired 
into the Hoſpital of S. Leonard, now commonly called by the 
name of The Spittle, the original of which I muſt let alone till I

Was a Monk, and the Celerarivs of this Monaſtery, and upon 
the death of Wilizmelefted Abbot, Anno 1299. which was the 
27 of K. Eaw. 1. It ſeems this Godfrey was much in King E4- 
wards favour, for at his eatrance into his Abbatical government, 
the King ſent him a fair ſilver Cup, gilt : And when the Treaſurer 
Walter de Lang:on demanded of Godfrey a thouſand Marks for his 
Confirmation, the King remitted it, and would not ſuffer an 
more than his Exchequer fees to be taken. In the firſt year it 
hapned that certain perſons were fled for ſanctuary into the Chap- 
pel of Thomas Becket , whither they were purſued, and, againit 
the priviledge of the place, haled out from thence, and ſome bloud 
| was ſhed, fo that the Chappel for ſome time ſtood ſuſpended, 
and no ſervice therein to be performed : The Biſhop of Lizcoln 

fling that cenſure upon it, until the # ns ſo raken awa 

ſhould again be reſtored to the liberty of the place. At lengt 
the Biſhop ſends his abſolution, appointing that the Abbot, and 
| ſome others with him ſhould with the ſprinkling of holy water, 
| and ſinging of the Penitential Pſalms purge the ſaid Chappel, and 
{© it ſhould return to its former uſe, 
The ſame year being 1300. A marriage being intended betwixt 
| the heirs of Ufford, and Southorp, King Edvard ſuppoſing him- 
{elf to be concerned therein, appointed Inquiſition to be made; 
whether the diſpoſal of that marriage belonged to him or the Ab- 
| bot of Peterburgh, his Letters bearing date February 23. and the 
| rwenty ninth of his Reign: And it being upon the Inquiſition 
certified, that thoſe heirs, and their progenitors held rheir Lands 
| of the Abby of Peterburzh, the right of diſpoſal of thoſe heirs 
did therefore belong to the Abbot, which the King underſtanding, 
deliſted. 

I find rhis Abbot Godfrey famous for worthy ations, that 
there was ſcarce his like, either before him, or after. In his 
third year, faith Wirtleſey (who recounts the aRions of every 
year, bur I ſhall name only the principal) he entertained Kin 
Edward with his Queen, and their ſeveral retinues. Not long at- 
ter came Prince Edward with his favourite Peter Gaveſton to Pe- 
terburgh , where Abbot Godfrey entertained them very nobly :; 
the Abbot preſented the Prince with a rich Robe, and the Prince 
asked the Meſſenger if the Abbot had ſent one to his friend Peter; 
the Meſſenger anlwering, No, the Prince then would not accept 
his: the Meſſenger returning to the Abbor, certified him of the 
Princes refuſal, and the reaſon : whereupon another rich Robe 
was ſent to Peter, whoſe mediation the Meſſenger ſolicited for the 
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Prince's acceptance of his Robe alſo : whereupon Perer ſends to 
the Prince and bids the Meſlenger ſay, Yolo, I will that thou re- 
ceivethe Abbots gift; which was done accordingly, and the Ab- 
bot had thanks returned to him. 

In his fourth year, the 32 of King Edward, Galfridus de 1s 
Mare then Lord of Northburzh, had procured from King Edward 
a Charter to hold a Market and Fair at Nor:hburgh, but Abbot 
Godfrey conlidering how prejudicial the fame would be to his 
Town of Peterburgh, compounded with Galfridus, who quitted 
his Charter to the Abbot of Peterb»rgh, and his Succeſlors for ever. 

In, his fifth year the Church of Wermingtion was made-an Ap- 


Propriation. 


Godfrey was alſo a great builder, adding much to his Monaſte- 
ry, but we cannot ſay which, for they are long ſince demoliſhed, 
Kolghs Chamber, i yer Gaming, the Chumber oaly bing lje 
K C r, Is yet ing, the Chamber only being late- 
ly tranſlated into on? faſhion ; about it were the Pictures of 
Knights upon the walls who held Lands of the Abby, and the 
very Rafters were adorned with Coats of Arms. Godfrey allo pur- 
chaſed the Mannor of Lullington, or Luddington for 11 31. 65. 8d, of 
Gregory then Lord thereof, allowing him, above this ſuram, a Cor- 
rody in his Monaſtery, «that is, maintenance during his life, for 
himſelf, two ſervants, and their horſes. He ſetled a yearly ſti- 
pend of five pound _ the Chaplain of Northolme : And upon 
a certain number of Monks then reſiding at Oxney, he ſerled a 
weekly portion of Victuals, thirteen ſtone of Cheefe, which they 
were to receive out of the Mannor oft Eye, and every week from 
May 3- to September 13. three pounds and an half of Butter, He 
procured a Fair to be held at Northolme yearly on S. Matthews 
day, anda Weekly Market every Thurſday.

The King ſent the fourth time for a ſupply 
of Carviages, and the Abbot ſatisfied that with 304,” The King lent 
the fifth time to borrow four hundred Marks, which the Abbot al- 
ſo ſatisfied with the free gift of an bundred pounds. 

About that time the King ſeized upon all the Lands of Walter 
de Langton his Treaſurer, and amongit the reſt upon Thorp Wa- 
tervile belonging to the Abbey of Perterburgh, whuch, by advice, 
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and a {mall in{cription in the Verge.

'| Godfrey being dead, there came an extent from the King againſt 
Phe gt der: ; 


- Decretalium cum apparatu. Legenda Santtorum. Summumn bonum. 
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and aſſiſtance of John of Milton the Abbots Seneſchal or Steward, 
was recovered by the Abbots paying to the Kings Excliequer tor 
the ſame 5o/. But John of Milton having taken the ſaid Mannor of 
the Abbot, and ſhortly after dying, the King gave that Mannor 
to Earl Warren, ſothat the Abbot was brought to a new compoli- 
tion of 120 Marks. 

The King at that time impoſed 40s. upon every Knights-fee 
throughout the Realm, towards the marriage of Elianoy his eldeſt 
daughter, and then Abbot Godfrey ſent the King 1 27/. Howbeit 
I find in another Regiſter, that the King ſent his Breves to the 
Sheriffs of Northampton, Lincoln, Nottingham, Leiceſter, War- 
wick, Huntingdon, and Bedford, that they ſhould not levy any 
ſuch moneys upon the Lands of the Abbot of Peterburgh: where- 
by it may ſecm that this 127/. was rather the Abbots tree gitt, 
than a tribute of duty ; the Abbot ſtanding upon his exemption 
from ſuch demands, by the Charters of the Kings predeccilors 
from the firſt foundation of his Abby, 

Abbot Godfrey entertained the King the ſecond time, when, for 
duties to the King, and free gifts to his tollowers,the Abbot expen- 
ded the ſumm of 1 (4 31. 13s. 44. Heentertained alſo two Cardinals 
which were travelling towards Scorland to mediate for a peace 
betwixt King Edward and the Scots: And the Abbot prelented 
one of them called Gauce/mas with a Pſalter curiouily written with 
golden Letters : And thoſe Cardinals in their return coming hi- 
ther again, the Abbor preſented Gaucel/mus with an embroidered 


Cope, of the value of 100 Marks : And the other Cardinal Lu- 
cins de Aysk, with a filver Cup gilt, and fifty Ells of Scarlet. $0 
that the moneys expended by Abbot Godfrey, for Veltments, and 
ornaments of the Church, tor Lands purchaſed to his Abby, and 
for gifts to ſeveral perſons, amounted to the ſumm of 3646/. 
45. 3d. 

Abbot Godfrey made him a Paſtoral Staff of Silver, gilt over, 
and in the head of it was the image of the Trinity ; which is the 
firſt and laſt aff that T find amongſt any of the Abbots. When 
he gs his Abby the ſpace of twenty two years, he dicd, 
and lieth buricd at the upper end of the Quire betwixt William 
Genge, and John Deping : The Braſs of his Monument was dt-

8d. towards the Kings —_— into Scotland with 
200/, more. In his fourth year the Mannor of Torpel, and Upton 
came to the poſſeſſhon of Edmund ſurnamed Woodſtock, half bro- 
ther to King Edward the ſecond now reigning, and there ariſing 
great troubles betwixt the Earls Officers, and the Abbots Tenants, 
all was = by the Abbots becoming a Tenant to thoſe Lands, 
paying the yearly rent of 106/. 13s. 44. In his ſeventh year 
which was the firit of King Edward the third, there aroſe a great 
contention betwixt him and John Bohun Earl of Hereford and E/- 


ſex, about the Son of Galfridas de 1a Mare, which Galfridus Lord 


of Northburgh died Anno 1327. holding three Knights-fees of the 
Abby of Peterburgh ; and was buried at Peterburgh in S. Maries 
Chappel amonglt bis Predeceſſors, And the ſaid Galfridus held 
alſo of the {aid Earl of Eſſex Lands in the County of Eſſex by 
Knights-ſervice. He had three Wives, and his laſt Wife, by name 
Marparet, he put away, when ſhe was great with Child, at Peter- 
burgh, where the Child being born, and baptized, was called by 
the name of his Father, Galfridas : this young Galfridas had two 
Siſters by his Fathers ſide, who charged him with being illegiti- 
mate, ſaying that Margaret his Mother was not their Fathers. Wife, 
but his Concubine, ſo that he had no hereditary right to his Fa- 
thers Lands. Abbot Azam as guardian to the Child defended the 
Cauſe three years in the Confiſtory at Lixcoln, and in the Ar- 
ches, conſtraining the Siſters ro delilt. But afterwards, Queen 
Philipp (Wife to King Edward the third, _— of William Earl 
of Henanlt, whom Roger of Northburgh Bi of Cheſter, (fo 
called by Witrleſey, though I cannot find any ſuch man elſewhere) 
the Kings Proxie, had, beyond Sea, e{pouſed tor the King) com- 
ing to Peterburgh on New-years-day, and the ſaid Earl of Eſſex at- 
tending on her towards Tork (where King Edward then was, ex- 
petting her coming for the ſolemnization of Marriage; which was 
rformed the 24 day of the ſaid Month of January 1327) the 
Fad Earl demanded young Galfridzs of the Abbot, and by threat-

bearing date February 12. the ſecond of his Reign : wherein he 
certified the Sheriff, that -- ancient Charters of Kings his Pre- 
deceſſors, the Abbot, and Convent of Peterburgh with all their 
Lands and Dominions ſhould be free from all works of Caſtles, 
Parks, Bridges, and Inclofures. 

The ſame day there was Inquiſition made concerning the 
Bridge leading into Pererburgh, which being gone to decay, the 
queſtion was, Who ſhould repair it ? for this there wasa Jury em- 
pannelled, fix of Northampton-ſhire, and ſix of Huntingdon-ſhire, 
who upon examination returned an 1zoramus after this manner : 
that there was none of right bound to repair, or ſuſtain the Bridge, 
ſeeing none had done it 1n former time : for there was no Bri 
there until Godfrey Abbot of Burgh, of his own good will, inthe

In the time of this Abbot there was an Indi&ment at Northam- 
pton againſt a ſtoppage of the Water at Upmell, fo that the River

I muſt not here paſs by a miſtake of Pirſeus, who, in his book 
of Engliſh Writers, pag. 445. makes mention of one Johannes 
Petroburgenſis, who, as he faith, was firlt a Monk, and atter- 
wards Abbot of Peterburgh, and lived about the year 11340. that he 
was a very learned man, and wrote Annales Anglorum, which he 
might do; Burt for his being Abbot here at this time, fure I am, 
there was none ſuch. And Poſſevine in his Apparatus making 
mention of one Johannes Burgenſis, who wrote ſuch a Book, 
faith, that he lived Arno 1200. but is not able to diſtinguiſh be- 
twixt this and an other Johz mentioned in the life of Henry of O- 
verton, although P:itſeus makes them two diſtin Johns. Voſſis 
contradifts Poſſevine concerning the time of this ſuppoſed John, 
but neither doth he agree with our account. Henry being dead

Who was made Abbot Arno 1361. or as ſome ſay a year after, 
being the 36 of King Edward 3. No memorable act of his is ex- 
tant upon any Record that I have ſeen; Only that he inſtituted a 
yearly folemnity for the Soul of William Courtney Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, of Mary Courtney his Mother, and of Hugh 
Courtney her Husband Earl of Devos, and for the Souls of 
Brethren, and Siſters of the faid Archbiſhop : And likewiſe for 
the Souls of the Abbots of Peterburgh his Predeceſſors, and Suc- 
ceſſors. For which annual folemnity, he appointed, by his 
Charter, bearing date 139o the ſumm of 1 5/. out of the Mannor 
of Thulby, and tome other Lands. But why Abbot Hemry 
{ſhould have the houſe of Courtney in ſo high eſteem, I find not. 

In his time great Commotions were railed againſt the Church 
in ſeveral places, which as Richardus Knighton, Canon of Lei- 


| ceſter, relates, in the year 1381. reached to the Church of Pe- 


terburgh, where the Countreymen, and Tenants aroſe againſt the 
Abby, with intention to have deitroyed it ; but by the hand of 
God, they were prevented. What the cauſe of theſe commotions 
was, or the manner of their pacification, as yet I do not find.

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| Aboutthis time flouriſhed a very learned man, one Johannes 
de Bargo, who wrote certain Books, Of the Sacraments, and a 
Book known to»this day by the name of Pupilla oculi.

41. FOHANNES DEEPING 


Was made Abbot in the year 1408. being the 10 of King Henry 
4. When he had been Abbot the ſpace of 3o years, he religned his 
place, accepting of a Corrodie for his lite, which was but one 
year more. He lieth buried at the upper end of the Quare at 
the left hand of his predeceſſors Godfrey of Croyland, and Wil- 
liam Genge. The brals of his Monument fared as other Monu- 
ments did in the year 1643. the Inſcription was this. Orate pro 
anima Johannis Deeping quondam Abbatis hujus Monaſterii, qui obiit 
5 die Decembris 1439. 


42. RICHARDVUS ASHTON 


Was, upon the reſignation of oh, made Abbot 1438. the 
17 year of King Heyy 6. and continued therein about 33 years. 
Throughout the whole ſuccefſion of the former Abbots, I find 
but ſmall, or no diſcovery what order the Monks of Peterburgh 
were of, orunder what rule they lived ( ſaving the forementio- 
ned in Johawnes de Caleto) but inthe time of this Richard enough 
is delivered by Roger Bird his Regiſter, telling us that they were 
Benedictine Monks or Monks of the black Order,and lived under 
— : = when this rule was oro here, I cannot poſi- 
el ID the beginning. In the time 
of this Richard ct in feion COTE = Diſcipline, 
how the Monks of this Order obſgrved the rules of their Founder, 
for which purpoſe, the Biſhop Of Lizcoln ſometimes viſited the 
Abby of Peterburgh, and ſometimes the Abbots of this Order 
viſited one anothers Monaſteries according to articles agreed upon 
in their General Chapter, which was commonly held at Nor- 
thampton. As the Abbot of Eyxeſbame in Oxfordſbire ſent his 
fummons to the Abbot of Per h, Tohannes permiſſione divi- 
na Abbas Mon. de Eyneſhame,Ordinis Santi Beneditti Lincoln. Dioc. 
ad viſit anda omnis, & ſinguls Monaſteria nigrorum monachorum 
diftt Lincoln. Droceſ. In Capitulo generals ejuſdem Ordinis apud 
Northampton, &c, Ando the A of Peterburgh, Bardney, 
rmey, | 
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Thorney, Ramſey, Trinity Monaſtery in Norwich, the Priory of 
S. Ethelreds in Ely, did mutually viſit each other, as occaſion 
ſerved. 

Many Corrodies were granted by this Abbot Richard, but the 
Abby tor diet got their Lands, or other Benevolences : Two 
were remarkable : the firſt ot Joh» Delaber Biſhop of S. Davids, 
who was muchatiected towards this Monaſtery, and 4or bettow- 
ing upon them his Mitre, Croſs, Dalmaticks, Sandals, Sabba- 
tines, Gloves, and Maſs Bgok, he received a Corrody, which he 
might take at his own choice, either at Peterburgh, or at the 
Abbots Mannor of Eyebury, with a yearly penſion of 32/. to be 
received during his lite out of the Abbots Mannor of Kettering 
in conſideration of -a great fumm of Money which the Abby had 
borrowed of him, 'and he forgave it.

Inthe 2 year of this Abbot Richard 1439. Lag oy 6 by his 
Charter bearing date July 14 and the 17 of his Reign, granted 
to the Abbor, and Convent of Peterburgh the keeping of a Fair 
for three days, viz. on S. Matthew's day, the day before, and the 
day after, and that they ſhould hold the ſaid Fair as well in Hun- 
tingdonſhire, as Northamptonſhire : which Fair is now commonly 
known by the name of Brjgge Fair. And in regard that a Fair was 
formerly granted to be kept the ſame day at Northolmin the time 
of Abbot Godfrey, as hath been ſaid, *tis probable that the Fair

there, either by reaſon of diſcontinuance, or ſome other inconve- 
nience, was ſetled here at Peterburgh. 

This Abbot Richard was ſummoned to fit in Parliament at 
Weſtminſter, and being unable to undertake ſuch a journey, he de- 
legated William Treſham, and John Kjrkby Clerk of the Parlia- 
ment, to fit in his place, and to a&t for him, and in his name, 
as if himſelf were preſeat, as appeareth by his Letter to the King, 
dated Febr. 12. 1444. 

He was ſummoned again toa Parliament at Coventry, where 
he took the Oath of Allegiance to King Henry in manner and form 
as followeth. 


Richard Aſhton Th' abbot of Peterburgh knowledge you moſt 
high, and mighty and moſt Cryſten Prince King Henry the 
Sixth, to be my moſt redoubted Severayn Lord, and rightwesſly by 
ſucceſſion born to Reign upon me, and all your lege People. Where- 
upon y voluntarily without cohertion promitte, and obliſh me 4 
the Faith, and Trouth that y owe unto God, and by the Faith, 
and Trouth, and ligeance that y owe unto you my moſt redoubied 
Soveraien Lord, that I ſhall be without eny variance, True, 
Faithful, humble, and obeyſaunt Subjet, and Liegeman unto you 
my moſt redoubted Soveraign Lord, And that y ſhall be unto 
my lifes end, at all times, and places, reay, and attending in my 
moſt harty wiſe , and mmaner, as euy Liegeman oweth to be unto 
his Soveraign Lord, patting me in my true, unaelayed Dewvoir to 
do all that that may be unto the wele, and ſuerty of your moſt 
Royal Perſon, of your moſt noble Eſtate. And the way conſer- 
vation and continuance of your moſt high Autority, prehemincnce, 
and Prerogatyf, to the wele, ſuerte, and preſerving of the Perſon,of 
the moſt high, and benigne Prynceſſe Margaret the Quecn my 
Soveraign Lady, and of her moſt noble Eſtate, ſhe berng your 
wife, And alſo to the wele, ſuerte, and honour of the Perſon of 
the right high and mighty Prince Edward my right redoubted 
Lord, the Prince your firſt begotten Sonn , And of the right 
high, and noble Eſtate of the ſame, And faithfully, truly, and 
obeyſantly in my moſt humble wiſe, and Maner, > +eue ſerve, 
obey, and bear mind Allegeance unto my moſt redoubted Sover aign 
Lord during your lyfe wich God Fadir of mercy, for my moſt Bo 
gular recomfort, preſerve, long in proſperity to endure : And if God 
of his infinite power take you from this tranſitory life, me bering 
if here in this World, that thin y ſhalk accept my ſaid redoabt- 
ed Lord the Prince Edward your ſaid firſt begotten Sonn for my 
Soveraign Lord, and bere my trouth, Feith, and Legtaunce unto 
him, as my natural born Soveraign Lord.

8. that he had ſuffered thirty 
Tenements in the ſtreet called Boongate-ſtreet to fall ro utter de- 
cay, and then emparked the ſame ground, and made it a place 
for his own Deer. Bur-notwithitanding theſe conteſts, Abbot Ro- 
bert forgat not to enlarge, and beautihe the buildings of his Mo- 
naſtery ; for he built that goodly building at the Eaſt end of the 
Church, now commonly known by the name of The New Building 
wherein he placed three Altars, oppolite to three pair of Stairs 
deſcending from the back of the great Altar : The places of thoſe 
Altars are yet diſcernable, though their uſe be not known. He 
buile a Chamber in his dwelling Houſe, calling it Heaven-gate- 
Chamber, which is extant, and retaineth its name to this day. 
He made in his great Hall that goodly Bow window overlooking 
the Cloyſter, the memory whereof 1s freſh to this preſent 
He ſet up in the Church the Crucifixerium or Rood-loft, now 
ſtancing at the entrance into the Quire , though placed ſome- 
thing lower than it was at its firſt erection. He ſet up the Gate 
leading to the Deanry which 1s yet ſtanding, and retaineth the 
memory of the Builder, in his ___—_ of a Crolier, with 
the letter R, and a Church or Kirk placed upon a Tun ; which 
muſt be conſtrued with the alluſion thus, Abbot Robert Kjrk- 
Tun, and fo Kjrton.

And when he had been Abbot about thirty two years, he was 
buried in the ſaid Chappel. His Monument was in the year 1651, 
levelled with the ground, above which it was erected ſome four 
foot, and placed upon an hollow Arch where his body lay, and at 
the head thereof was a fair Stone lying even with the pavement, 
which covered a pair of ſtairs going down into the Sepulchre.

45. JOHN CHAMBERS 


Was born in Peterbureh, but what he was, or upon what ſcore 
made Abbot, Records are wanting to inform us : His advance-

| came to Peterburgh, where he kept his Eaſter, upon Palm-Sunday

the cet of fifty nine poor people, and having dried them, he gave 
| to every one of them 124. and three Ells of Canvaſs for a ſhire, 
he gave alſo to cach of then a pair of ſhoes, and a portion of red 
herrings. On Eaſter-day he went in eſſioa im his Cardinals 
| Veſtments, and ſang the High-Maſs limlelfafter a ſolemn man- 
' ner, which he concluded with his benediQtion'and remiſſion, 
| upon all the hearers. 
' In the ſeventh year of this John, Katherine the firſt wife of 
' King Hey. 3. and Mother of Queen Mary, died at K:mbolton Ca- 
{tle 1n the County of Huntingdon, Jax. 8. 1535. and was buried 
in this Church, betwixt two pillars on the Northſide of the Quire, 
near to the great Altar, her Hearſe being covered with a black 
Velvet: Pall, croſſed with white Cloth of filver, which how it 
came to degenerate into one of meaner value is unknown to us, 
yet this changeling was alſo taken away Anno 1643. with her 
Spaniſh Scutcheons affixed thereunto.

He had alſo anorher more ſtately Monument at the head of this, 
made of white Chalk-ſtone, with us Statue exquiſitely carved, 
lying on the top (perhaps being Abbor, and Biſhop he might 
have a Monument for each) bur theſe Monuments (habent ſua fa- 
ta ſepulchra) were demoluhed Anno 1643.

Who was firſt Fellow of All-Souls Colledge in Oxford, after- 
wards Dean of the Arches and Chancellour of the Diocels of Lick- 
field, and made Biſhopof Peterburgh 1556. But I find not his 
nomination thereunto by Queen Mary, only the Pope's in the do- 
nation and conhrmation of him in this Riſhoprick, For it is fuf- 
ciently known, that this Church and Kingdom of Exzland began 
again to ſubmit to the Roman yoke, trom which they had been 
delivered in the time of King Edward 6. under which relapſc I 
find the Popes power in reference to the Church of. Peterburgh to 
have bcen more practited than ever it was betore ; for, throughout 
the whole Series of Abbots tormerly recited, I tind not any Papal 
cleCtion, ratification, confirmation, or any other writing, where- 
by the Pope contributed any thing to the eſtabliſhment of any 
Abbot, cither to the Convent cr any other perlons; but all was from 
thc King alone, who either himlclt nominated the perlon, or accep- 
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firmed in the Abbey. But now (and J ſuppoſe through rhe {uccum- 
bency of Q. Mary and K. Philip to the Roman Chair) this Dav.d 
| was preſented unto, and confirmed 1n this Biſhoprick by Paul 
the fourth Pope of that name ; whoſe Letters in the behalt of B:-

To theſe Letters was affixed the Common Seal of Lead. But as 
peremptory as they were, they could not ſecure David in his Bi- 
ſhoprick from the juſt Authority of the Q. E/iz.who, in the ſecond 
year of her Reign, ejeQted him, and placed another in his room. 
What became of him after his ezetment, let the late Learned

Whom ſome will have to have been firſt a Secular Prieſt, which 
we will not ſtand upon. He was when he was nominated to this 
Biſhoprick, but Batchelor in Divinity, as appeareth by the Queens 
Letter to the Church for his EleQtion, bearing date November 11. 
and ſecond of her Reign, 1560. He was Authorized to hold in 
Commendam with his Biſhoprick of Peterburgh a Prebendary in 
Tork, and another in Weſtminſter, for the ſpace of three years by 
Commiſſion from the , —_ May 13. Anno Eliz.z. 
And from Matthew Arbiter of Canterbury, bearing the ſame 
date. But he was made Biſhop ſomething relive February (lome 
lay January) 16. being the year of our Lord 1 560. 

What he was for Learning, nd integrity of Religion in the 
now reformed Church of Exgland wherein he was a Bilhop, may 
appear by theſe DoQtrinal Articles, which in his firſt Epiſcopal 
Viſitation he preſcribed to the Dean and Prebendaries of his 
Church, requiring their ſubſcription thereunto. For as yer the 
general Articles ot the Church of England were not formed, until 
you two years after, Jay.

to them, letting them know what Legacies ſhe had bequearhed. 
Then did ſhe apparel her ſelfafter this manner, In borrowed hair, 
a Bourn, having on her head a dreſſing of Lawn edged with bone- 
lace, and above that, a vail of the ſame, bowed out with wire, and 
her Cuffs ſuitable : about her neck a Pomander chain, and an Ag- 
»us Dei hanging at a black Ribband, a Crucihx 1n her hand, a 
pair of at her girdle with a golden Croſs at the end. Her 
uppermoſt gown was of black Satin, printed, training upon the 
ground, with long hanging ſleeves, trimmed with Akorn buttons 
of Jet, and Pearl, the (leeves over her arms being cur, to give light 
to a pair of le Velvet underneath ; her Kirtle, as her Gown, 
was of black printed Satin : her Boddies of Crimſon Satia un- 
laced in the back, the skirt beingof Crimſon Velvet : her Stoc- 
kins of Worſted, watchet, clocked and edged at the rop with {il- 
ver, and under them a pair of white : Her Shoes of Spaziſh Lea- 
ther with the rough ſide outward. 

Thus attired ſhe came forth of her Chamber to the Commiſſi- 
oners, who were ready in the paſſage to receive her, and to ac- 
company her to the Stage whereon ſhe was to act the laſt ſcene of 
her life, making as yet no ſhow of ſadneſs, until Melvin her fer- 
vant preſenting himſelt 'on his knees , bewailing not only hers, 
but allo his own misfortune, that he was to be a fad reporter to 
Scotland of her death : then with ſome flux of tears ſhe comforted 
him, that he ſhould ſhortly ſee the troubles of Mary Stuart have 
an end ; ſending by him her commands to her Son, and bidding 
him tell him, that ſhe had done nothing prejudicial to his King- 
dom of Scotland. Then addreſſing her ſelf to the Commiſſioners, 
ſhe told them that ſhe had certain requeſts to make to them, wiz. 
that a certain ſumm of money might be paid to one Carle her 
ſervant, which Sir Amyes Pawlet had knowledge of, That her 
ſervants might enjoy ſuch Legacies, as,by her Will ſhe had bequea- 
thed unto them. That they might be fairly uſed, and ſafely ſent 
into their own Country : To the firſt Sir Aymas Pawlet gave his 
teſtimony, and promiſe : The reſt were alſo promiled and per- 
formed. Yet ſaid the Queen of Scots, I have one requeſt more 
to make, that you would ſuffer my ſervants to be about me at my 
death, to which the Commiſſioners returned a refuſal, the Earl 
of Kynt ſaying, that their preſence would be a diſturbance to her, 
and beſides he feared there would be ſome ſuperſtition practiſed 
in preſſing to dip their handkerchiefs in her bloud. My Lord, 
{aid che Queen, I will paſs my word they ſhall do no ſuch things, 
Alas poor ſouls, it will dothem good to bid their Miſtreſs farwell : 
Your Miſtriſs (meaning Queen Elizabeth) being a Maiden Queen, 
tor womanhoods ſake would not deny me thus courtelie, and I 
know ſhe hath not {ſo ſtraitned your Commiſſion, but that you 
might grant me more than this, if I were of a tar meaner condi- 
tion Whereupon the Commiſſioners conſulted, and granted her 
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four men , Melvin, her Apothecary, her Chirur gcon, and another 
old man : And two women which uſed to lic in her Chamber. 
After this ſhe proceeded towards the great Hall in the Caſtle, Me!- 
vin bearing up her train, rwo Gentlemen of Sir Amyzs Pawlets, on 
each hand one, and Mr. Andrews the Sheriff going before. The 
Scaffold at the upper end of the Hall was two toot high and twelve 
foot broad, hanged with black, and ſhe ſeemed to mennt it with 
as much willingneſs, as caſe, and took her ſcat, the Earls of Shrews- 
bury and Kent (tanding on her right hand, Mr. Andrews the She- 
riff on her left, and the two Executioners oppoſite before. her, 
Then was the Commiſhon read by Beal Clerk of the Council, 
which ſhe ſeemed as little to regard, as if it had not concerned 
her at all : After the reading of the Commiſſion Doctor Fletcher 
Dean of Peterburgh addreſſed an Exhortation to the Queen of 
Scots, that ſhe would conſider her preſent condition, and withal, 
the vanity of her Religion,which he belought her to renounce, but 
ſhe refuſ'd, profeſſing her readineſs to die therein. "The Lords 
deſiring her to joyn with them in prayers, the alſo refuſed, alledg- 
ing the difference in their Religions, and ſaying ſhe would pray by 
her ſelf : But the Dean was by the Commuſſioners deſired.co pray, 
which he did in theſe words.

The Queens aſſent and attention to this prayer were withdrawn

either he was ignorant of this her manner of interment, or elſe 
he undervalued it, as not ſuitable to her quality. 

This relation was atteſted in a Church Regiſter by Dean 
Fletcher himſelf, ſubſcribing his name thereunto : to which 
( eſpecially that of the Sermon) we may give more credit than 
to Martin Mar-Prelate, who, to ſlander the Biſhops of England 
with Popery ina railing Pamphlet which heentituled an Epiſtle, 
charged the Biſhop of Lincoln with praying at thi$ ſolemaity, 
That his Soul, and the Souls of all the reſt there preſent mig 
be with the Soul of that unrepentant Papiſt departed. Though 
the Biſhop, as became a charitable Chriſtian, might hope well 
of her Salvation, yet who but Martin again would accuſe him of 
being ſo credul as to bind up his own Salvation in ſo conh- 
dent an aſſuranch of hers ?

nament of our age and truly Royal lmght, is extinguiſhed, B 
the ſame unrighteous judgment, both Mary Queen of Scots, wit 
natural death, and all ſurviving Kings ( now made common 
perſons ) are puniſhed with civil death. A ſtrange and unuſual 
kind of monument this is, wherein the living are included with 
the dead : For, with the ſacred aſhes of this bleſſed Mary, know 
that the Majeſty of all Kings, and Princes, lieth here violated, and 
proſtrate. And becauſe Regal ſecrecy doth enough and more ad- 
moniſh Kings of their duty, Traveller, I ſay no more. 


This Table continued not long, but was taken away, and caſt 
alide, by whole hand, or order I know not, yet the Royal En- 
ſigns of an Helmet, Sword, and Scutcheon remained to the year 
1643. hanging high over the place of her burial, yet did not 
their height ſecure them from the ſtorms, which then fell upon this 
Church, and Monuments. 

After that the body of this had reſted in this place the 
{pace of 25 years, her Son King James being minded to remove

I have now no more to do to the body of our ſtory but to preſent 
the Reader witha relation of ſome few Monuments witi their 
Inſcriptions, not yet mentioned, and then the ſtory of this 
Church will arrive at its period. 

Bur before I give the relation of the Monuments of this Church, 
I ſhall letthe Reader know when, and by whom they were de- 
ſtroyed. Inthe year 1643. the Town of Croyland was, by the 
inhabitants thereof, made a Garriſon for the King, which they 
had great reaſon to do, not only to ſhew themſelves good Sub- 
jets, but good Tenants, they holding their Lands of him. In 
the month of April, on the 18 day, came the Parliament-Forces to 


 Peterburgh in order tothe beſieging of Croyland, and here having 


{ettled themſelves in their Quarters, they fell ro execute their fu- 
ry upon the Cathedral, deſtroying all things as the malicious Eye 
of cach Seftarian Varlet prompted him to do miſchict, beatin 
down the Windows, defacing the Monuments, tearing the Braſs 
from Grave-ſtones, pl ing of Veſtments, Records, and what- 
{oever elſe came to hand, which nothing could refiſt : Their Com- 
manders, of whom Cromwel was one, if not aCting,yet not reſtrain- 
ing the Souldiers in this heat of their fury. 

But ſome two or three days after, a finger of divine vengeance 
touched Cromwel, ( although his rabble and he would not ſee it ). 
For, being at that time quartered in the houſe of Mr. Cervington, 
commonly called the Vineyard, at the Eaſt end of the Cathedral, 
out of the Court of which dwelling, there was a paſſage into the 
Churchyard (which ſince is mur@ up) aſcending by 3 or 4 Stone- 
ſteps, Crommwel, (as others did} riding up thoſe ſteps, his Horle fell 
under him, and rifing ſuddenly under the lmtels ot the door,daſh- 
&d his head againit the lintels, To that he fell to the ground as dead, 
was {0 nu into the houſe, and it was about a fortnight ere he 
could be recovered : thoſe who were 'eye-witneſſes affirmed that 
the blow raiſed ſplinters in his Scalp near a fingers length. Bur 
yet the ſiege of Croy/and went on, and on the 28 of April the 

_ . L T own | 
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Town was taken, on the 5 of May. Crommel with his Forces 
marched to Sramford, and other places, leaving the abomination of 
deſolation in this Church behind them. And now I ſhall givean 
accompt of ſuch Monuments as were in the Church before their 
coming, and have been added fince. 

T ſhall begin at the Nave, or body of the Church, where 1 
ſhall omit ſuch as are broken, and worn out, as not to be compleat- 
ly rendered : Many alſo as bear only names, and dates of burial, 
which will give but little content to any that ſhould read them. 

As you enter into the Church, high above, on the left hand, 
ſtands the figure of R. Scarlet once a Sexton of this Church, one 
that was famous in his generation, as 'may be collected by what 
is under written. 


You ſee old Scarler's picture ſtand on high, 

Bur at your feet there doth his body lye. 

His graveſtone doth his age, and time ſhow, 
His Office by theſe tokens you may know.

On either ſide, betwixt the two formoſt Pillars, were two 
Chappels, but oblivion hath ſequeſtred them trom our account. 
Proceed we now to the Quire, but by the way a ſmall Inſcription 
ſtays our foot, in the paſſage. Hic jacet Jornandes deTringham Prior 
hujus loct : Cujus anime propitietur Deus. Amen. 

The Quire preſents nothing legible in the pavement, more 
than what hath been already-mentioned : only the wooden lides 
did very lately retain ſome memorial of their antient ornaments, 
both paintings and writings, — their deteCts be now ſupplyed 
with the gilded ceiling of the Ladies Chappel. It was ( as hath 
been ſaid ) in the time of Abbot W. of Watervile near five hun- 
dred years ſince, ordered as we have lately known it, and the 
faſhion of both Pictures and Letters, might plead ſuch antiquity. 
For the Paintings, they were not to be commended, neither here, 
nor in other places of the Church, for it hath long ſince been found 
fault with, that in Peterburgh-Minſter, may ſee Saint Peter 
painted, his head very near, or altogether as big as his middle. 
Their Subject was __—_— ſtories, and underneath Latiz Di- 
ſtichs, ſome whereof (though ſomewhat different) were written 
in the windows of the Cathedral Church of Canterbury, as the 
Surveyor thercof hath left Recorded. Many of theſe Verſes are 
periſhed with age, theſe were lately legible.

Thereſt is worn out. But who this Reginald was I know no 
more than the ſtone, whereon the word Egregius is much abated 
by oblivion of the Perſon. 

But the greateſt ornament of the Quire (and indeed of the 
whole Church) was the High Altar , a {trufture of ſtone moſt 
exquiſitely carved, and beautified with gilding and painting ; it 
was aſcended unto by about a dozen ſteps, and trom its bafis reared 
after the manner of a comely wall ſome fix toot high, upon which 
were ſeveral curious Pilaſters ſupporting a fair arched Roof 
whereon were three goodly Spires reaching almoſt to the top of 
the Church, the whole frame dilating it ſelf to each fide, all gil- 
ded and painted, RO void plain places, which were an- 
cieatly filled up with Plates of ſilver, as hath been mentioned in 
the Inventory. I wiſh I could prefentthe Reader with the Ef- 
figies of it, as Mr. Somner hath done that in the Cathedral of 
b anterbury. 

But were it never ſo glorious and beautiful to the eye, for that 
it had been built and uſed in times of Popery, and ſuperſtition, it 
was adyidged criminous cnough fo as to deſerve demolition. 

The Altar or Table it ſelf was a goodly free-ſtone, which was 
long fince removed, and laid in the pavement adjoyning, and a 
Table of wood ſet in its place, notwithitanding which change, 
the Abbots Chair of ſtone adjoyning to the South end, ſuffered no 
alteration, but continued to our times. It was, as tradition hath 
derived it tous, the repreſeatative of S. Peters Chair, where the 
Abbot himſelf fate at appointed times. 

But muſt an honeſt Convert be hanged becauſe he was once a 
Thicf? muſt a regenerate perſon be damned becauſe he was once 
carnal ? might no reformation, purgation, or alienation of this 
Altar to a more honeſt, and better uſe (as Alrars1n the Primitive 
times of Chriſtianity were) reprieve it from the violent hands 
of anenraged multitude? yet it would not : for in the year 1643

was ordered that the remainder, with the whole mound whereon

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Now, as was ſaid of Phattons overthsowing the Chariot of the 
Sun, Aliquis malo fuit uſus in illo, There was ome good from that 
evil, for the world had the more light: So the removal of this 
Altar brought ſomething to light which had long been concealed : 
viz. a certain Iron like the Beam of a Balance paſſing through that 
part of the Altar tothe Abbots Chair, which for whar ulc it ſer- 
ved, I cannot ſay. Oa the right hand, that is, on the South ſide, 
appeared theſe two Verſes written on the Wall in ancient Sexo 
Letters, now to be ſeen. 


Partus, & integrit as, diſcordes tempore longo

On the other fide alſo in two hollow places of the Wall were 
found two Cheſts of about three toot long a piecc, in each of which 
were the bones of a Man , and of whom appeared by a Plate of 
Lead in each Cheſt, whereon the name of the perſon was - 
ven; in the one was Elfricw, on the other Ky»fiss, both which 
had been Arch-Biſhops of Tork, and being dead, their bodies 
were interred in the Monaitery of Peterburgh, where formerly 
they had been Monks. 

in thoſe time, Epitaphs, and Inſcriptions on the outſide of Mo- 
numents, were, cither not yet, or, not commonly uſed, but a plate 
of Lead was put into the Coffin having the name of the deceaſed 
party, and ſo it was done to, Dunſtane Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, 
as Matthew Paris witnefleth. 

But El/fricws, and Kynfius could not have their repoſitories ſo 
ſhort, from the beginning, but it is probable they had a removal, 
from under ground to lie above ground, in this Wall ſo near the Al- 
tar ; their hrit places of Sepulture being not thought fit to contain 
them any longer. The place of E/fricwe burial I cannot tell, but 
| for Kynſius, 1 have heard my Father who was well read in the 
Antiquities of this Church, ſay, that the Marble Monument now 
lying on the Northſide of the Quire , was his. It bears the Por- 
traicture of a ſhaven Monk lying on the top. 

Beyond the Quire, the molt Eaſtern part of the Church, is the 
New Building erected by Abbot Robert Kjrton, as hath been ſaid. 
The windows therein are fair, and lately beautified with painted 
glaſs, which contained no great matter worthy of recital, fave 
only the piQtures of Saints, largely expreſſed. 

In the South end of this bailing lie many of the family of 
Ormes interred, Sir Humfrey Orme, Frances his Lady with their 
Children. In the Wall adjoyning was placed a fair and comely 
Monument, with their Statues : which Monument was hit ere- 
Qed upon the burial of a vertuous Gentlewoman of the ſame 
name, born in Sommerſet-ſhire, whom Humfrey, the eldelt Son of 
Sir Humfrey, had taken ro Waite, who, though by her Marriage ſhe 
changed 
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not her name, yet ſhe did her Countrey, and here died. 
Under her Figure was written this Epitaph. 


Miſtake not, Readex, I thee crave, 
This is an Altar, not a Grave, 

Where Fire rak't up in Aſhes lies, 

And Harts are made the facritice 

Till time and truth, her worth, and fame, 
Revive her embers to a flame. 


I cannot tell, whether this Monument fared the worſe for the 
Statues, or the word Altar in the — but it was defaced, 
And Sir Humfrey Orme, his Lady, and eldeſt Son, lived to ſee the 
_ of what was erected to continue their memories after

Near towards the midſt of this building, lieth interred the bo- 
dy of Frances, Wite to Dr. John Coſin Dean of this Church, who 
died (not long after her Child-buth) March 25. 1642. A Gen- 
tlewoman well deſerving a Monument to perperuate her name, and 
jnnr/ for which purpoſe her honoured Husband made ſome 

reſs in one upon the pavement with black and white Marble 
che Juered, but before it could be compleated on the Wall, by a 
Statue or Inſcription, it was blaſted by an Eaſtern wind. The 
day of her burial was remarkable in this, that, whilſt the Child 
(a Daughter Chriſtned Anne) was at the Font to be Baptized, the 

Mother lay by upon the Bier to be carried preſently to her Grave. 
A y accident (if we may call it an accident) fell out the day 
of png It being the Eve of the Annunciation, (and none making 
the leaſt queſtion but that this Gentlewoman was in a fair way of 
recovery atter her delivery, and all things prepared for the Chri- 
ſtening of the Child ) the Chanter, whole Office it was to ap- 

int the Anthems, appointed to be ſung that part of the Burial- 

hvien Compoled by Mr. Wilkinſon, 1 am the Reſurrettion, &C. 
Dean Coſfin, being then at Church, and having the Anthem 
brought him, asked the Chanter, why he appointed this Anthem ? 
The Chanter replied, It is a good Anthem and you have not yet 
heard it. The next morning this Geatlewoman died, and 5 as 
day the ſame Anthem was ſung again at her Burial. Dean Coſin 
afterwards obſcrved the Omen. 

As you pals out of this building on the Northlide of the Church 
there was lately a paſlage iarothe now demolithed Ladies Chappel, 
in which pailage was a little Chappel on the right hand, Archt over 
with'Stone, having a tair Ealt-window, and on the Northſide lit- 
tle windows looking into the Ladics Chappel : Over head, were 
two Chambers, wiuch common tradition tfath told, to have been 
the habitation of a devour Lady, called Ages, or Dame Agnes, 
out of whole Lodging-Chamber there was a hole made a-skew in 
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| the window walled up, having its proſpect juſt upon che Altar 
' inthe Ladies Chappel, and no more. Ir ſeems the was devour in 
her generation, that ſhe choſe this place for her retirement, and 
was deſirous that her eyes, as well as ears, might wait upon her 
public' Devotions. I could never yet ſee any Record to intorm 
me who this Dame Agnes was: And ſurely, this Churc!1 owes 
the world a better account of her than I can give, in regard the was 
a great Benefattorels to it, giving that, which at this day is com- 
monly known by the Name of Dame Agnes Wood, nar far trom 
Peterburgh. Over againſt this, on the lett hand, was a little Chap- 


\ pel, but what, or whoſe, we cannot ſay. 


Iu the Ladies Chappel were many fair Graveſtones, but few 
Inſcriptions, only theſe. Hic jacet Helens nomine Engliſh quondam 
, uxor,, Willielmi Gunton, que obiit 9 Ottobris 1613. : 
| Near unto this was buried Simon Engliſh, who was of great 
' eſtcem in his generation, for a School- , undzr whom the 
late famous, and learned Antiquary Sir Robert Cotton and many 
' others of his time, and quality, received education. 'T he Iin- 
| {cription in Braſs upon his Monument, was this. Simont Ergliſb 

Archididaſcalo Petriburgi celeberrimo Epiphanie die, Anno Domini 
1592. mortuo , Diſcipulus "Thomas Green Hieronymi filius, Grati- 
tudinis ergo, poſuit. 

The Eaſtern window of this Ladies Chappel was the faireſt, 
and goodlieſt in all the Church, ſcarce a fairer in any other Ca- 
thedral. It was adorned with painted glaſs, containing many 


ſtories, amongſt the reſt, of Ju/ran the Apoltate, and theſe rwo 
Verles.

At the Weſt end of this Chappel were two ſmall Chappels of 
wooden incloſure, in one of which (the Northern anciently the 
Chappel of S. John the Baptiſt) are interred the bodies of Chri- 
ſtopher Swinſcoe Gent. and Alice his Wife, their Monument of 
Marble is {till extant, but the Inſcription loſt, 

This Alice was a good BenefaCtoreſs to the poor of the Town. 
In this Chappel I have often ſeen a Stone in the pavement, hol- 
lowed like a ſhallow Platter, which tradition hath faid ro have 
been ſo worn by the frequent kneeling of a devout perſon there- 
on, which might be, it being at that end which was next to the 
Ladies Chappel. But now that ſtone is gone. 

In a Pillar near, was a pretty {mall Monument of John Awnge- 
er Dr. of Law and Prebendary of this Church , but this Pillar 
could not ſupport the Monumeat longer then 1643. Near ad- 
joyning to tlus Pillar, was the Chappel of S. James.

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Now we are in the North Croſs Iſle, where W. Parys, who 
(as hath been faid) built the Ladies Chappel, and Kiſhop Dove, 
are interred. At the North end of this Iſle was a Monument of 
wood affixed tothe Wall, lexting ſurvivers know that it was in 
remembrance of Richard Worm, whole quality and condition may 
appear by the copious Laſcriptions thereon.

At the South end of this North Iſle, near the Quire, is a Vault 
deſcending intothe ground by ſtairs of Stone, and at the bottom 
a low arched paſlage going under the Church, wherein any might 
go ſome hve or ſix yards, and there find the way ſtopped with the 
tall of the Earth over head, but how far further this Vault went, 


or to what end 1t was firſt made, I could never learn.

The pavement preſents but one Monumental Stone of 1William 
Exton Prior, the Plate of Braſs accompanied his fellows in the Mo- 
numental year of this Churctes Monuments.

Ingulphus makes mention of Radinus the great Earl of Hereford, 
whomarried Godaa lifter to King Edward, that he was buried at 
Burgh, but in what place of the Church, is not known. 


On the Weſt ſide of this Iſle ſtands the Chapter houſe, where 
the Church Records were kept, and (lept ſecurely until 1643. 
when _y were roughly awakned, or rather caſt into a dee 
ſleep of oblivion, moſt of them being torn, and the reſt diſperſed, 
to the great prejudice of the knowledge of this Churches ancient 
aFairs, and particularly of this our Story. Anciently this place was 
the Chappel oft the Oftrie : As for the old Chapter-houſe that was 
in the Eaſtern Cloiſter, a goodly building, founded by King Pea- 
da, but now demoliſhed : In it were buried three of the Abbots, 
but no Inſcriptions to inform us which they were ; their Marble 
ſtones with their Pourtraitures or Statues exquilitely carved on 
them are now to be ſeen removed into the South Iſle, not far off in 
this Ifle is to be read rowards the Cloyſter door, Hic jacet Georgi- 
us Fraunceys Monachus & natus in Burgo Santti Petri, quonadam Sub- 
prior hujus Monaſterii, cujus anime propitietur Deus.

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Hus doth Walter of Wittleſey give us but a mixt relation 
of King Ethelred's ( harter, whom Thave choſen to follow, 
rather than a later Copy, he being of greater antiquity may 0 
paſs for aut hority alſo. Now Ro as hath been ſaid before 
in our Fliſtory, that Abbot Martin going to Rome took along 
with him this Charter, which was not approrved by Pope Euge- 
nius who granted him one of another ſtrain, T ſhall (if it be no 
trouble to the Reader) preſent that alſo, as the ſame Author hath 
left it upon Record, that the difference may be ſeen.

HISIORY. 


H E ancient name of this place all agree was 
Medeſhamſtede or Medeſhamſtud ( as it is cal- 
led by Symeon Dunelmenſis, and the Abbot 
Medeſhamſtudenſis Abbas, by Roger Hoveden ad 
An. 992. ) or Medeſhamſtide, as it is in Ra- 
dulphus de Diceto, ad An. 1051. But whence 
it had this name is not {o certain. 'The deri- 

| vation which Mr. Guxton gives of it, is out 

of Swapham, or rather Hugo ( as I have ſhown in the Preface ) 
who ieh that as El; had its name from the abundance of Eeles 
taken in the Waters there ; and Thorney from the Thorns and 

Buſhes wherewith it was overgrown ; and Croyland from the 

Terrs Cruda, moiſt and moriſh Ground on which it ſtands; 1o 

| this place from that Yorago or Guarges, ( as he terms it) in the 

middle of the River called anciently Medeſwel/. W hoſe won- 
derful propertics he derives from Springs perpetually — ; 
which kept it trom being frozen when the reſt of the River 
was, and yet made it ſo cold, that when the Sun was hotter than 

a Chimney fire {/ as his words are ) no Swimmer could endure 

it. And' it mult be confeſſed that Bede derives El: ab anguilla- 

rum copia, from the plenty of Eeles there ; conſentiens communi 
notitie, faith Will. of Malmsbury (L. ult. de geſtis Pontif. Angl.) 
agreeing to the common. notion: For it is known toall, there 
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was ſuch abundance of all other Fiſh, and Fowl alſo in that 
place, ut prowno aſſe, 8c. that for one farthing, five men and 
more might not only drive away hunger, but hill themſelves to 
ſatiety. And Thorzei alſo other Writers will have ſo called 
propter dumorum condenſit atem, from the thickets of all forts of 
Thorns, and Briers, &sc. which Achelwold cauſed to be cut up, 
ſaith the ſame Malmsbgry ; intending in the very beginning of his 
Epiſcopacy, to go and lead an Hermute's life in that place : Which 
he magnities to the Skies. That place alſo which we now call 
Crowland or Croyland, is called Cruland both by Hugo and by | 
Henry of Huntingdon. John Prior of Hexham, Gervaſe of Canter- 
bury and many others: And Crulant by Symeon of Durham or 
rather Twrgotus ad An. 1075. and Cruiland by Roger Hoveden , 
in Hey. 2. p. 547. and, more ancient than _ King Edgar 
in his Charter to our Church of Peterbureh, S it Crulond : 
Which may make that derivation okebla from crude Land 
which Ingu/phus himſelf, who was Abbot of Croy/and, gives of it ; 
crudam terram & canoſam ſignificat. But for all this, I ſee ao 
reaſon to think that Medeſbamſted had its name from the Medeſ- 
{1 ; there being no ſuch deep pit in the River ; and Hugo him- 
elf reporting it, with an «t dicunt, as they ſay ; and another 
lainer derivation offering it ſelf, from the fair Meades or 
eadows, that lie on both ſides of the River Nez, upon which 
this place ſtands. Which in thoſe days were the more conſide- 
rable, becauſe all the reſt of the Country thereabouts which was 
not Fenn, was Woods. | 
So I find in the Book called Swapham fol. CCXCV. that all: 
the Naſbum, or Naſſa as it was termed, afterward called the L-: 
berty .of Burgh, was ſolitary, and full of Woods, without any 
Inhabitant : And ſo continued till the time of Adu/phus, who. 
did but begin neither to clear the Country, by cutting down the 
Woods ; and to make Mannors, and Granges. Preſently after 
which, the place being new built, its name was c into 
Barch or Bure ( as ſhall be then more largely ſhown ) which{ 
during all the time of the firſt Monaſtery, before it was nan 
by the Dares, had been called Medeſhamſtede, and uent] 
Medhamſted : As much as to ſay, the Ham, 5. e. Villageor _ 
ſtanding upon the Medes. And was ſometime ſimply called 
Hamſtede ; as I find in Matthew of Weſtminſter. Who ſpeak- 
| ing of the inrode made by the Dazes, under the conduit of 
Hinguar and Hubbs in the year 870. and ſhowing how they de- 
{troyed the North Country, and then paſſed over Humber, and 
ſo went forward till they came to the Fenns, where they burnt } 
the Monaſteries and killed their Inhabitants, he adds Horwn ax- 
| rem noming Canobiorum ſunt, Croulandia, Thorneia, Rarveſcia , 
Hamſtede, quod nunc Burgum Santti Petri dicitzr. Which is no 
| miſtake in the Printed Book ; for in a MS. now in a 
0 
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of the Church of Weſtminſter, I find the fame words without 
the leaſt difference, but only the letter e in the end omitted, it 
being written Hamſted. 

W here I doubt not there was another Well, as Mr. G. gb- 
ſerves by the way, called St. Laurence his Well ; and very 
probably was near the Chappel bearing his name ; which was 
dedicated to the uſe of the Infirmary. As appears by a Char- 
ter of Willichmus de Midilton, a lervant in the Infirmary, who 
gave tothe Abbot and Convent of Burgh and to the Infirmary 
of that place, a Noble of annual Rent, ad ſuſtentationem uninus 
lampadis continue ardentis, in capells Saniti Laurentii ejuſdem 
Infirmarie ; for the maintaining of a Lamp perpetually burning 
in the Chappel of St. Lawrence belonging to the ſame Infirmary. 
Swaph: fol. CLXXXIX. 

'The Superſtitious reſort to it, was the cauſe I ſuppoſe of its 
being ſtopt up, {o that now there are no footſteps of it. For that 
moved Olzver Sutton Biſhop of Lincolz to fend his Inhibition to 
reſtrain that kind of devotion, which ( as Mr. Gu«ztox obſerves 
out of Dr. Hammond) was uſed both here, and at St. Edmund's 
Well in Oxford: and, I may add, in other places allo ; as ap- 

rs by the Records of the Church of Lincoln. Where the 
Regiſter of the Acts of this Worthy Prelate, ia the ten firſt 

ears of his Government ( which was twenty years in all ) are 
olt ; and therewith this Act abourthe Church of Pererburgh : 
But there itHill remain the Acts of the other ten ; In the firlt of 
which he condemned that fuperſtitious devotion, which many 
people paid at St. Edmund's Well, inthe Fields near St. Clment's- 
Church, without the Walls of Oxford, as tending to introduce 
the error of the Gentiles among Chriſts-worſhippers ; and in 
the laſt the like fooliſh devotion at another Well ; in the fields 
of Lincelad, wn the County of Buckingham : Requiring the Arch- 
deacons of Oxon and Bucks lolemnly to excommunicate all ſuch 
perſons as ſhould preſume hereafter, to frequent thoſe places , 
under the pretence of Miracles done there. Both which m 
worthy Friend, Dr. James Gardiner, Sub-Dean of the Churc 
of Lincoln, having at my requeft, tranſcribed for me, out of 
the Book of that Biſhop's Memorandums, 1 have thought good to | 
communicate to the Reader ; but that I might nor too much 
interrupt the courle of this Hiſtory, have placed them in the 
end of this Supplement ; together with ſome few other 
Records 

I ſhall only note here, that there had been long an inclinati- 
on in the people to this ſuperſtition, appears by the Conſtituti- 
ons made in the Council held at St. Pau/s London MCII. by 
Anſelm Archbiſhop of Canterbury. Where among other things 
it was ordained, that none ſhould dare to give Foly reverence 
to the bodies of dead Men, to Fountains, and other things 
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: \ ( which ſome had done ) withour Epiſcopal authority. The words 
i are theſe both in Maimsbury L. 1. de Geſftis Pont. Angl. and Ead- 
merus L. 3}. Hiſt. Ne quis temeraria *novitate corporibus mort uo- 
run, aut fontuus, aut altis rebus ( quod contiviſſe coonovimus ) 
ſine Epiſcopali autoritate, reverentiam ſanttitatis exhibeat. But 
within a few days almoſt all the Conſtitutions of that Council 
were broken ; and the principal tranſereſſors were the Law-makers ; 
as William of Malmsbury's words are, in MS. Copy of that Book 
in w—_ Cotton's Library : Whichare wholly omitted in the 
Printed Book among the Anglicarum rerum Scriptores ; MDCI. 
Eadmerus \aith the fame, ( without mentioning, particularly the 
prevarication of the Law-makers ) in the concluſion of thoſe 
Conſtirutions. Ez hic quidem Lundonienſis Concilii textus eſt, 
qui non poſt multos inſtitutionis ſue dies, multos ſui tranſereſſo- 
res in omni hominum genere fecit. And therefore no wonder U/:- 


ver Sutton found the people ſtill poiſoned with this error, _ 


moſt 200 years after that Council : Which he honeſtly indea- 
voured to remedy, by his Epiſcopal Authority. 

But it is time to return to our Hiſtory : And to give a ſhort ac- 
count of the Founder of this M and the time of its tound- 
ing. The firſt Founder all agree was Peada Son of Penda King of 
the Mercians. Whoſe ſtory is thus diſtintly told by Hedda 
Abbot in a MS, Relation, ſtill remaining in the Book called 
Swapham. There was a great Friendſhip between Peads Son of 
Pends, and Alhfrid Son of Oſwin King of Northumberland ( Bro- 
ther to the great King and Martyr Oſwald) in ſo much that | 
they made an interchangeable Marriage : Alhfrid taking Kynes- 
burga Siſter to Peada, and Peadataking Alfeds ( as he calls her ) 
Siſfer to Alhfrid unto Wite. Whereupon Peada by the perſwa- 
ſions of his faithful Brother-in-Law, and of his own pious Siſter, 
was made a Chriſtian, and baptized in Northumberland by that 
famous Biſhop Finanus. From whom he received alſo four Re- 
ligious Preachers of the Goſpel, to carry with him to his own 
Country ; whither he returned, plus jam gaudens de aterna ſa- 
lute, quam de petita Virgine, rejoycing more in the eternal Salva- 
tion, than in the Virgin he had gotten in Northumberland. Symeon 
Dunelmenſis {peaks of this converſion, in the very beginning of 
his Hiſtory my 4. and John Bramptgp names the *place where 
he was baptized, wiz.

Bur tema un ; for Peada died in the year 656. ( as 
the forenamed re few "o Jos Abbot tells us; A. DCLYL 
Peada mortuo Wiferns uper Mercios, & erat Biſſexto, 
&c.) and left the obs amp to be perketted by his Brother Wol- 
feras. Who, as Hugo ayes, was no leſs in love with this work 
than Peada had hon burpurtend ivwich great zeal till he had 
finiſhed it, by the help of Saxeifss, and the affiſtance of his Bro- 
ther Ethelred and his two holy Kyneburga and KyneJwiths : 
And having indowed it with Lands and other Revenues, dedi- 
cated it to St. Peter. 

This is all that Hugo fayes (fave only what belongs to his Char- 
| ter, &c.) in whom I find not a word about his revolting from

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Yet i cannot lay that Walter of Witthſea deviled all that 
ficry winch tollows in Mr. G. about him, lus Steward, his rwo 
Sons, and St. Chad and the Hart : but he had it nodoubr out of 
antienter Writers. For Leland begins his Second Vol. of Col- 
leEtions out of a Book of an Author withour name, bur as he 
gathers, of the Church of Peterburgh, whoſe title is De Marty- 
rio Wulfadi & Rufini filiorum Wulferi Regis. And there is an 
old MS. in Sir Fohn Cotton's Library, intituled Paſſio Sauttorum 
Wifadi & Rufuni fillorum Wifert Regis : in which the whole 
ſtory 15 told more amply, with the Speeches made by all parties 
concerned in it, as may be ſcen inthe 2. Vol. of the Monaſticon 
p. 119. Out of which I ſhall tranſcribe nothing ; bur only note 
a few things wherein theſe two Writers agree, and wherein they 
differ, or which are omitted by the one, but related by the 
other. 

Leland's Author faith, that Werbbrd was tanqguam ſecundarius 
in Regno; prime Minifter of State, as we now ſpeak. And fo 
ſayes the other Writer, but explains it thus ; he was Secretary 
to Wifere; having beena Privy Counſellor to his Father Pends : 
who eſteemed him as David did Achitophel, and let him govern 
the whole Kingdom under him, as Hamas did under Ahaſueras. 
Which puffed him up ſo much, that they both fay he aſpired to 
the honour of _ the Kings Da r Werburg : only Le- 
land's Author layes, that he Courting her for his Wife, was de- 
{piſed by the Virgin,. by the counſel of her Mother Ermenild ; 
the other Writer fayes, he askt her of the King for his Wite, 
when ſhe was bur a little Child, and the King conſented : Bur 
the Queen denyed it ; and the rwo Brothers were fo incenſed at 
the mans infolence ( eſpecially becauſe he was a Pagan ) that 
they oppoſed his Petition to hus face. From which time Wey- 
bord meditated revenge, and- contrived their ruin ; which fol- 
lowed*in ſuch manner as is related by-Mr. G. Wolfere ( fayes 
the Writer now mentioned.) being hke his Father Penda, na- 
turally fierce and prone to anger ; and, when the fit was upon 
him, more furious than any wild Beaſt. 

They both ſay that, upon their —_—_— both the Bro- 
thers perſwaded St. Chad to remove his Cell nearer to their 
Fathers Court, at Wferceſtre, in St oraſbire ; to give them the 


advantage of more trequent con with him : and that, 
upon their being ſlain by their cruel Fathers own hand, he. re- 
treated to his old Oratory again. But Le/and's Author fſayes, 
they ſuffered upon the tenth Kaland Avguſti ; the other upon 
the ninth. 

They both that Werbord ran mad, as one poſlelled with 
2 Devil ; and the latter of them faith, he rore his own fleſh from 
his arms wich his own teerh ; and fo died diſtracted. They

the name ot Stanes. And the King, when he had in cool blood 
conſidered of the fat, was pricked in Conſcience, or rather 
miſerably tormented in mind, like a man upon the rack : 
and was thereupon admoniſhed to ſeek for caſe, by confeſſing 
his Sin to St. Chad, and doing whatſoever he enjoyned. Who 
commanded him inſtantly to deſtroy all Idolatry, and the Tem- 
ples of Demons; to build Churches, found Monaſteries, get 
Clergy men Ordained, cauſe the Laws of Chriſt to be obſerved, 
&c. which he did, and among other things, i/lud nobile C eno- 
bium in Medeſbamſtede prediis I poſſeſſionibus ditavit, &c. quod 
hodie Petresvburch 1. e. Civitas Santti Petri nominatur, (aith the 
laſt named Author. By which paſlage it appears, that he lived 
after the Reſtauration of the Monaſtery by King Edgar : 
and that what follows in Leland concerning the Procurator of 
the Colledge at Staxes ( which Wolfere alſo founded for Canons 
Regular) going to Rome ; to get the two Martyrs Wulfade and 
Rufixus putinto the Catalogue of the Saints, was done alſo, if 
the ſtory be true, long after their death. They both ſay, he 
carried the head of Wulfade with him, though much againſt the 
will ( faith the latter Writer ) of almoſt all the Brethren. For 
he hoped thereby the more eaſily to obtain his Petition. And 
to prove their SanCtity, though the Records of the Miracles done 
by them, nere deſtroyed by the fury of the Pagans, he voluntari- 
ly offered to paſs th a great hire ( made by a pile of Wood ) 
with the head of Wulfade : which he faid he had brought with 
him for that very end. But the Pope anſwered as Chriſt did 
the Devil, Thow ſhalt not tempt the Lord thy God. For the Sa- 
cred Canons did not appoint ſuch trials by fire or water, nor 
deciſions by ſingle combate ; but they were invented by ſuper- 
ſtitious men. Yet taking compaſſion upon the great wg he 
had taken in- ſo long a journeys he granted the requelt ; and 
commanded their names to be put into the Sent won of the 
Saints. 

'The Procurator and his Companions returning home with 
great joy, left the head of St. Wulfade at Viterbium 1n the Church 
of St. Laurence, as Leland concludes the ſtory. Which the other 
Author explains thus ; that in their _ they lay one night in 
the City Biterinum (as he calls it) and, for greater ſecurity , 
committed the head to be kept for that night, in the Church of 
St. Lawrence the Martyr : but in the morning when they came 
to take it again, they could not with all their might, remove it 
from the place where they had laid it. And fo with ſhame and 
confuſion of face came to their own Country, with the _—

that Treaſure : it being apparent that their carrying it from 
Kingdom to Kingdom, through various places ( and perhaps for 
gain, or honour, or favour ) was not a thing pleaſing to God 
and the Holy Martyr Wulfade.- 

But what truth there is in all this, is hard to ſay : Cedada or 
Chad being gone from thoſe parts as far as Tork, before Wul- 
fere's Charter to this Church ; which, by the ſtory, mult be ſup- 
poſed ro have been granted immediately upon his going to 
St. Chad: who in Iis Penance injoyned him, fayes the laſt 
Author, -/ub omni celeritate with all ſpeed, to cauſe Monaſteries 
to be founded, &c. For it bears date DCLXIII. and Cedda, 
fayes rhe Chronicon Litchfeldenſe *, was conſecrated Biſhop of 
York DCLXIII. Where having governed three year he retired 
to his Monaſtery of Leſtingay, where he had been Abbot, be- 
cauſe Theodore Archbiſhop of Canterbury was not ſatisfied, that 
he had been duly conſecrated. It may be ſuppoſed indeed that 
before he went to Tork, all thoſe things hapned, between the 
years DLVI. and DLXIIM. But then here is the miſchief ot 
it, that Jarmannus ( one of thoſe who ſubſcribes Wulfere's Char- 
ter) was not then Biſhop of the Meycians, i.e. of Litchfield ; 
for he was made fo the ſame year Cedda went to Tork DLXII1T. 
and the ſtory layes, that when MWulfere was troubled in 

ind, his Queen wiſht him to be adviſed by the holy Biſhops, 
Termannum & Ceddam, Which —_— this to have been at- 
ter Cedda was come back to his old Cell or Monaſtery ; that 
is after the year DLXVI. or in that year : For Jarmannus ha- 
ving governed four years, faith the Chronicon Litchfeldenſe, 
dies, and Theodore made Cedda Biſhop of Litchfield Anno 
DLXVII. 

And there is ſtill one difficulty more, that Cedda, ſayes the 
ſtory, commanded Wulfere immediately to deſtroy all Idola 
throughout his whole Kingdom : and yet that was not done, if 
we may believe the Chronicle of our Church per Johannem 
Abbatem, till the laſt year of his Reiga DCLXXV. Where his 
words are Wifernus Rex Merciofum omninm Tdoloram cultam ex 
regione fugavit. 

Leaving theſe things therefore in uncertainty, let us pals to 
what follows; that Walferss dying Anno 675. ( as Bede faith 
in his Epitome ) after he had reigned 17 years; left his King- 
dom to his Brother Ethe/ared, or as he calls him Edilredus; who 
Reigning longer, had more time to add what was wanting to 
the perfeCting- of this .Monaſtery. To which he was the'-more 
inclined, - becauſe he ſoved this kind of life ſo much, asto ex- 
change his Crown for'a' Cowl. ' So Mer, G. hath obſervedout of 
Malmsbury ; and 1 find the ſame in the Chron. Joh. Abbatis, An. 
DCCTI I. Ethelredus Rex Mertiorum fattus 'Monachas," apud 
| Bardeney. - When he was made Abbot of that place it dorh not

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many types and rules wſed as there are Monaſteries and Cells. In 
ltaly, it might be ealily ſhown, there were ſeveral Orders at that 
very time when Asſtiz came hither ; and had been fo a good 
whlule before that : Out of which great variety they afterward 
formed the Regulares Conſuctudines ; which were in ſuch 
high eſteem, that they always had regard to them, in the re- 
formations which, in proceſs of time, were made in Monatitical 
Orders ; as ſhall appear hereafter. 

All that is | wy; 7 for this you is to inquire what Rule was 
obſerved by the Monks in the North : from whence he came 
who converted Peads, and ſent Preachers to convert the Mey- 
cians, Which would prove fo long a buſineſs, and yer leave us 
in ſuch uncertainty, that I thiak fit wholly to omit it ; and re- 
turn to Sexulph. 

When he wes advanced to the Epiſcopal Authority the fore- 
named Author doth not tell us : but we learn it from the Chyo- 
nicon Litchfeldenſe, which mm S was DCLXXII. Sexulfus 

depoſutionem Winfridi odorum, Epiſcopus Litchfeldie 
ho Sik eſt An. Dina DCLXXIIL whit, pace oy ena 
able to the account given of theſe Matters by V. Bede who calls 
his Predeceſſor by the name of Wirfridss, whom other later 
Writers call Wilfrid#s, and Wolfridus : who was depoſed, they 
all ſay, by Theodore, ob meritum cujuſdam inobedientie ; but do 
not tell us what that diſobedience was, which deſerved fo great 
a puniſhment. For he was eſteemed a good man, and had 
been Deacon to St. Chad, as Bede tells us : and thought worthy 
to be his Succeſſor in the Epiſcopal See; to which he was 
promoted An. DCLXX. and within three years time removed. 
Radulphus de Dice:o indeed faith it was not till the year 
DCLXXX. Where he hath theſe words, Offenſus Wilfrido 
Merciorum Epiſcopo per meritum cujuſdam inobedienti« Theodornus 
Dorobernenſis (ng ; Eum de Epiſcopatu depoſuit, & in 
loco ejus Saxulfum Epiſcopum ordinavit, C = oo & Abba- 
tem Monaſteri: quod dicitur Burch, in regione Girviorum. 

Whenlſoever this was, it is certain Sexu/fwus was his Succe(- 
ſor; and is reckoned the Sevexrh Biſhop of the Mercians, or 
of Litchfield. For Dinas a Scotch man was the firſt Biſhop 
of the Mercians, as well as of the Lindifararians ( as my Au- 
thor ſpeaks * ) the paucity of Prieſts in thoſe days com- 
pelling them to ſet one Biſhop over divers people: who having 
—o_— two years, dyed DCLVIII. and had another of the 

me Nation his Succeſſor, called Cellach ; who left it preſently 
and returned to his Iſland Hi: DCLIX. And then came Trum- 
here an Engliſhman, but ordained by the Scots, who dyed 
DCLXII. And then Jarmannus who dyed DCLXVII. to 
whom ſucceeded Cedda, or Ceadda ( as Bede calls him ) who 
was the fifth Biſhop ( not the ff as Mr, G. hath it ) and 
h 2 dyed 
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| of Northumberland to St. Cutbert and his Succeſſors, and of the 
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dyed DCLXX. And then, as I have faid, followed Winfrd, 
and. after him Saxvulf, who flentibus & murentibus ( as Hugo's 
words are) ejus Monaſteri fratribus, eligitur ad Epiſcopatum Me- 
diterraneorum Anglorum, & Merciorum, ſimul & Lindisfarorum. 
By which it appears that the le of thoſe different regions 
ill continued under the ſame Biſhop. But in Szx«/ph's time a 
great and happy alteration was made, by the increaſe, 1 ſup- 
poſe, of Prieſts ; and of ſuch Prieſts as were fit to be advanced to 
the — ha For the Biſhoprick df the Mercizns (to lay 
nothi Lindfn) was in his days divided in quinqgue Payo- 
chias, ( into five Dioce Hercherdenſem, 


ſſes, as we now ſpeak ) in 
Wigornenſ em, Lichfeldenſem, Legeceſtrenſ em, & ons at em. 
Two of which, 'it ſhoul — forenamed Chronicle, Sex-! 
ulphus governed, viz. Litchfield and Leogaſtre ; which were di-, 
vided his death berween two, Hedas and Wilfrid : but; 
upon the death of Wilfrid again united in Hedds who governed 
both Dioceſſes. By which Heddz the Church of Lichfield was, 
built ſecwndo Kal. Januarii An. DCC. and the body of St. Chad' 
cranſlated into it. | 

By all which it is evident that paſſage in Mr. G. p. 3. muſt 
be correfted, that S. Chad was firff Biſhop of Litchfield, where 
he founded the Cathedral Church. Bede faith no ſuch thing in 
the place quoted in the Margin, but rather the contrary ; that he 
had his Epiſcopal See at Litchfield , where he dyed and was buried 

wh the Church of St. Mary, and afterward, ( viz. by Headaa as 
I have ſhown ) the Church of bleſſed St. Peter being built, his 
bones were tranſlated thither. 

How long Saxulf governed this Church is not certain. The 
forenamed Chronicon faith he dyed DCLXXIIII. bur it ſhould 
be DCLXXXIII. I make no doubt. For all agree he was 
alive when Edilred, waſting the Country of Kent and prophane- 
ing Churches and Monaſteries, made Pstt« Biſhop of Rocheſter 
ſeek for ſafety elſe where, and at laſt betake himſelf a4 Sex- 
ulfum Merciorum Antiſtitem, as Bede tells ( L. IV.C. 12.) and 
this ve the your -- mr = _ _ alſo to the 
Privi _ y Apatho, as re ; which 
was DCLXXX. in which o—_ the forementioned diviſion of 
the Kingdom of the Meycians into five Dioceſles, was made, as 
we lcarn from the MS. Chronicle of Joh» Abbot. Whoſe words 
are An. DCLXXX. Regio Merciorum in V. Parochias eft diviſa ; 
per Theodorum Archiepiſcopum, & Johannem Romanum Archicanc, 
& Legatum. And Symeon Dunelmenſis rhentions him ad Ann. 
DCLXXXIII. where ſpeaking of the Towns given by the King 
Witneſſes to this grant, he makes Saxu/f one of them, who thus 
lubſcribes : Ego Sexulfus Merciorum Epiſcopus ſubſcripſi. In the 
next year, I ſuppoſe, hedycd ; and left his See to Hedds, whom 
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other Authors call Erheldus, and Bede L. IV. C. 12. ) Eadbe- 
dus : for I find no ground for what Marth. of Weſtminſter writes, 
who makes him to have lived till the year DCCV. 


CUTHBALDUS. 


Sexulf being promoted tothe See of Litchfield An. DCEX XII. 
Cuthbaldus was choſen by all the Monks to be their Abbot ; 
and that Saxulfi conſenſu & voluntate, by the conſent and the 
deſire of Saxulph, as Hugo writes, Who gives him this Cha- 
ratter that he was a moſt religions and moſt wiſe perſon: in (0 
much that his reliques were preſerved in the Church after his 
death ; he being reputed a Saint. 

I obſerved betore out of Hedda's relation, how other Convents 
{| began to ſpring out of this, as Daughters from a fruitfull Mo- 
| ther, in the time of Sexulf. Which grew ſo conſiderable in 
the time of Cuthbaldas, that they could not any longer be well 
governed by him ;. but defired, as many other places did , an 
Ablot to be appointed over them out of this Monaſtery of Mede- 
ſhamſtede. So Hugo reports it (not as Mr. G. fays, that they deſi- 
red to have him tor their Abbot,he being ſo already,bur) that they 
thought themſelves happy and blefſed, who could receive either 
Abbot or Monk, from their firſt Mother ; who might dil:- 
gently inſtruct them and preſide over them. Whence it came 
to pals, faith he, that from this Monaſtery many others were 
built, and both Monks and Abbots appointed out of the ſame 
Congregation, viz. at Ancarie, al. Thornei, and at Briccleſworth 
and the relt of the places mentioned by Mr. G. p. 6. 

Which is not to be underſtood, as if _ became wholly inde- 

ndant upon this Mother Monaſtery ; tor they ſtill continued 
ubject to it, as the manner was, in after times, for {mall Ab- 
beys, which had been drawn, as Colonies, out of a greater, to 
be under the command of that from whence were derived : 
being as ſo many Cells, and members of it. Such were thele, 
and (everal other, mentioned by the ſame Hugo : which in the 
time of Pope Agatho had their dependance upon this great Mo- 
naſtery, viz. Bredun, Reping, Cedenac, Swinneshead, Hehanbyrig, 
Lodeſhale, Schuffenhalch, Eoberford, Streford, Weteleburn, Luſgerg, 
Ethelhuniglond, Barchanig. Which were places not very far 
Medeſhamſtede, it appears by ſeveral Charters, which ſtill remain 
upon Record in the Book called Swapham. Where I find fol. 

XXX.& XXX[1. that in the time of this Cutba/d, the glorious 
King of the Mercians, Ethelredus, or Adilredas ( for he 15 called by 
both names) came to viſit the ſervants of God in this Monaltery of 
Medeſbamſtede ; and, to obtain their prayers for the reliet of 
his Soul, and out of a delire of Eternal life ( as the words of 
his Charter are ) gave tothe Friers there, all that land called 


Lengtricdun, 
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' Leugtricdun, triginta manextes habentem. Not long after which,

Bur I 
luppole he is the ſame CEOLRED who in the year 
DCCCXLVIIII. ſubſcribed toa Charter of King Berthwalfus

And though they 
were leveral timeseaten, yet As. DCCCLI. a great Army of 
them, in 350 Ships, came up the River Thames, and pi 
Canterbury and London. An. DCCCLIIL the liſh 
againſt them in the Iſle of Thanet ,nagno diſpendio. An. DCCCLYV. 
they wintered in the Iſle of Schepie : and in the year DCCCLAXLV. 
in the Ifle of Thanet, having made peace with the Cantwarians. 
In the year DCCCLXVI. they did great miſchief in the North ; 
rook York ; depopulated the Country of the Eaftangles ; entred 
into Mercia ; and wintred at Nottingham. Three year after An. | 
DCCCLXIKX.they left Mercia, and yent back to Tork, and win- 
rered there.

Huntingdon and Wiſbeck into his own hands : giving thoſe that 
lay more remote, to his Souldiers and Stipendiaries. The ſame 
he did with the Lands belonging to St. Pege, at Pegekyrk : ſome 
of which he kept himſelf ; and gave the relt to his Stipendiaries. 
'{ Which are the very words of Izgu/phus, from whom, its like- 
ly, they were tranſcribed into that Chronicle. 

In which we find nothing concerning this place, till al- 
moſt an hundred years after. Edredus, he faith, in the year 


DCCCCXLYVYIL. cleared and reſtored the Monaſtery of Croy- 
Ii 2 land, 
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land, by the inſtigation of Surketwlns : who turning Monk, the 
King made Abbot of this place. Which Ing»/phns faith was 
done the year after, Ar. 948. and ſets down the Charter of that 
King z in which there is no mention ( as in former Charters ) 
of the Abbot of Medeſbamſtede conſenting to it, and confirming it : 
though in the boundaries of the Lands of Croy/and Aver de Me- 
deſhamſted is there named *. Nor in King Edgar's Charter to 
the ſame Monaſtery of Croyland An. 966. is there any mention 
of his Subſcription : though, among other Royal Woods, there 
is mention made of Medeſhamſted-W ood. p. 42. 

For, though Adelwaldus, who by the aftiftance of King Ed- 
gar, reſtored many Monaſteries deſtroyed by the Pagans, as 
Burgh, Eli, and Abenddon ( they are the words of John Abbot ) 
was made Biſhop of Wincheſter An. g61. yet he did not apply 
himſelf to the rebuilding of this of Medeſbamftede till nine years 
after ; if we may credit that Writer ; who ſaith it began to be 
reſtored juſt an hundred years after its deſolation. His words 
are theſe An. 970. Santtus Adelwoldus Epiſcapus Wint. tranſtulit 
de Comiterio in Eccleſiam, reliquias Santti Surthuni predeceſſoris 
ſui ; & ante altare Santti Petri honorifice collocavit. Monaſterium 
etiam de Medeſhamftede reſt anrare cepit, & Burgum San'li Petri 
appellavit. Anno deſolationis ſue equaliter centeſimo. In another 
Tifereat hand, there is this Animadverſion given, that, i clau- 
ftro ditti Monaſterii notantur anni deſolationiss LXXXXVI. the 
time of its defolation are noted in the _Cloyſter of the ſaid Mo- 
naſtery to have been bar 96. years.

This great man Adelwold was at firſt a Monk in the A 
of Glaſtonberry : where, as William of Malmsbury relates *, the 
Abbot had a dream repreſenting to him, how excellent a 
this Monk would prove, For he thought he ſaw a Tree (pring- 
ing up within the Walls of the Abbey, which ſpread its 
w_ the four - of the World; lrg 0 ng ar ys 
V over with Cowles; a Cowl bei at 
the top of all. At which being , conctary —— man, he 
thought, told him, that the great Cowle was 4thetwold ; and che 
reſt were innumerable Monks, whom he ſhould attrat by his 
example. Conſonant to which was a viſion his Mother 
had, when ſhe was with Child of him ; with which I ſhall 
not trouble the Reader, but only note that it ſignified the 
large extent of his mind in this fort of Charity : which reach- 
- [ed to no lefs than forty Monaſteries, as all our Writers report. 

Particularly W. of Malmsbury, who faith * he built ſo many and 


ſuch 
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ſuch noble Monaſteries, that it ſcarce ſcemed credible in his dyes, that a 
Biſhop of one City 4 do ſuch things, as the King of all Eng- 
land could not eaſily effetf. But he himlelt in another place makes 
this wonder ceale, by telling us that he could make King E4- 
gar do what he pleaſed. So his words are in the Book betore 
named { of the Acts of the Biſhops of Exg/and ) it might ſeem a 
wonder he ſhould de ſuch things, »iſf6 quod Rex Edgar ommnino 
ejus voluntati deditus erat, 4 quo ſuper omnes infra Dunſtanum di- 
ligeretur. And therefore the Abbot of Rieval * laith exprelly 
that Edgar himſelf cauſed forty Monatlteries to be built ; amon 
which he reckons this of Burch; as it now began to be __ 
Which Arhelwold({aith Malmsbury L.1V. de geftis Potif. Ang. built 
{0 ſumptuouſly and endowed with ſuch ample poileflions, uz 
pee tota cirea regio illi ſubjaceat ; that almolt all the Country round 
about was ſubject to it. And this account allo John Bromton Abbot 
of Jortval gives of this matter, who having ſaid that King Edgar 
built and repaired above forty Monaſteries, adds, Intty que, con- 
filio & monitione Sanitti Ethelwoldi Wintonienſis Epiſc. Abbatiam 
Glaſtonie & Abendonie compoſuit & Abbatiam de Burgh prope Stam- 
fordiam ſtabilivit, &C. 
So that the very truth, in ſhort, is this, Athelwold was to Ed- 
gar, as Saxulf had been to Wulferws ; a truſty and diligent Ser- 
vant, who managed his pr bounty in theſe magnificent 
Works: And therefore is called by King Edgar in his Charter 
( as Saxulf was by Wolfere in his ) Conſtrudtor, the builder of the 
Churches before mentioned ; particularly of this, formerly called 
Medeſhamſtede,but now ſua ac noſtra inſtantia reſtauratum, WBurth 
wr. Which by Ingulphusis called Burgum ; and by Mat- 
thew of Weſtminſter ad An. 564. is ſaid to be Urbs Regia a Roy- 
al City. Which this famous Bi lived to fee flouriſhing un- 
der Adulphus, about thirtees year, for he dyed not till the year 
. Ar which I find eb-wank in the Chros. of John Ab- 
» Santtus Athelwoldus Wint. Epiſcopus, qui Monaſterium 
Burgi reſtauravit, Kal. Auguſti migrevit ad Dominum. There 
were ſome reliques of him preſerved in this Church ; particu- 
larly of his Heurs.

Roger 
Hoveden allo ſpeaks the ſame language ; and Symeon of Darharr, 
in his Hiſtory de geſtis Regum Angl. where he calls him Adul- 
phns , and ſpeaking of Oſwald, faith, cus Venerabilis Medeſham- 
ſtudenſis Abbas Adulphus ſucceſſit. And 1n that See he lar till the 
year 1903. Which John Abbot concludes thus. Adulphus Ar- 
chiep. Eborac. quondam Abbas Burgi obiit. In the year before 
which ( 1002, as I find in the Chron. of Mailros)) he took up 
the Bones of St. Oſwald out of his Tomb, and honourably placed 
them in a Shrine.Of which there is a larger account given by 
Thomas Stubbs ( in his A. Pontif. Eboracenſ.) which ex- 
plains alſo what Mr. G. faith about his being tranſlated 
to Worceſter : and therefore -I ſhall tranſcribe ſome of it.

vour of King Adelredus held the Biſhoprick of Worceſter in his 
hand, as his Predeceſſor St. Oſwald had done. Whom he ho- 
noured ſo much that in the 12h year of his Epiſcopacy, his 
Brethren the Biſhops, with the A and many other Relipi. 
ous men being gathered together, he took up the Bones of St. O/- 
wald out of his Tomb, Anno Regis Agelred: X XV.

(ſage is much to be obſerved, for it appears thereby the Churches 
he vitited were already under Rules and Inſtitutions before he 
came tothem : who only bettered them by this Rule of St. Benner, 
but did not bring thoſe Churches under it. And asthis was all he 
did, ſo what he did was in the Kingdom of Kt alone,not all Exg- 
land over.

is Son, and Egwin Biſhop of Worceſter tor the Monaſtery of Eve- 
ſham : which faith the Monks were to.live under the rule Patris 
Benedifti, que minus in illis partibus adhuc habetur. 

And ſoit continued to be little known for above cwo inndred 
years. For Oſwald ( whom Adu/phus fucceeded in the Sc: of 
Tork ) wh6 had been Biſhop of Worceſter, before he wear to 
Tork, was the man who brought it hither from the Abby of 
Fleury in France, where he had a Monk. So W. of Malms- 
bury exprelly teſtifies in his Third Book de geſts Pontif. Angl. 
where, not far trom the beginning, he faith that Oſwald, being 
Nephew to Oas the Archbiſhop, was bred upin his Youth apud 
Floriacum in Gallia, taking upon hum the habit of a Monk, as 
the cuſtom of that time was for all that were pioully diſpoſed, 
in the Benediftine Convent. A quo ( viz. Oſwald) Religionis 
hujus manavit exordium, as his words are in the MS. Copy, in 
Sir F. Cotron's Library. Whichare the more remarkable, be- 
cauſe the very ſame W. of Malmsbury had a little before menti- 
oned Wilfrid, bragging that he was the firſt who commanded 
the rule of St. Bennet to be oblerved by the Monks. 

Bur after all this there was no general Conſtitution for our 
Monaſteries, till the Second Reformation of the ancient Engliſh 
Monkery , which was in the Council of Wincheſter An. 965: un- 
der King Edgar the great reſtorer, as hath been ſaid, of Mo- 
 oaſteries. When there was framed a general Conſtitution ; part- 
ly out of the Rule of St. Fenner, and partly our of the antient 
cuſtoms before mentioned ; which was called Regularis Concordia 
__ and may be found in Mr. Selden's Spicilegium

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poſed, was called Oſwald's Law (as Sir H. Spelman obſerves )' 
he being then Biſhop of Worceſter ( ro which he was promo- 
red at the inſtance of St. Dunſtan An. 960 *; and tranſlated 
to York not till 971.) and had not long before, as I have ſaid, 
brought the Rule of St. Benner from Flewry, From which Mo- 


1 naſtery of Fleury, ſeveral Monks alſo were called and adviſed with- 


al in the drawing up of the Conſtitutions of this Regwlaris Con- 
cordia, So King Edgar himlelt tells in his Preface to it : . where 
he relates how that upon his Exhortation to all under his care, 
to come under the ſame Rule, which many Abbots and Abba- 
tifſes, with the Colledges of Brethren and Siſters ſubje&t unto 
them, had taken upon them to obſerve ; that {o there might 
not be divers u in one and the ſame Country ; thereupon 
the Biſhops, the and Abbarifſes, being wonderfully thank- 
ful that God had beſtowed upon them ſuch a Dodor ( who is 
there called Paſtor Paſtorum, ſuch was the language of rhoſe 
times, concerning Kings ) lift up their hands to Heaven, and con- 
ſented to what he ___ And immediatly fent for ſome 
Monks of Fleury and trom Gert, to adviſe withal about this 
matter : who,as {uck their honey out ob ſeveral Flowers, com-! 
poſed theſe Conſtirutions out of ſeveral former Rules. And 
more particularly took care about the finging uſed in Monafte- 
ries * ; that zt d not be hadled, wor too ſwift : but be ſo di- 
ſtint, that the mind -might accompany the voice; and they might 
fulfill that of the Apoſtle ; Sing with the Spirit, and ſing with the 
Underſtanding alſo. 

All which conſidered, I look upon it as highly probable , 
that this Monaſtery of Peterburgh, now became ſubje& to this 
Rule, being one of thoſe reſtored by King Edgar. And yet it 
was not the very Rule of St. Benzert, which was eſtabliſhed in 
this Council ; but many ancient Orders and Cultoms, impro- 
ved by rhat Rule and accommodated to his P 

For long after this when there was a Third Regulation of 
'Monaſteries under Laxfraxc. An. 1075 in the Council of Lon- 
-don, when ſeveral things were reſtored ( as the words are )-which 
had- been defined by ancient Canons, the Council ( after con- 
lideration of Epiſcopal. affairs ) decrees concerning Monks, ex 
Regula Beneditti, Dialogo Gregorii, & antiqua- R 1m loco- 
"rum conſuetudine, as Baronius obſerves : From which Sir John 
 Marſbam yudiciouſly concludes ( in his large Preface before the 
Menaſticon ) that even in the Norman times, the Monaftical 


Laws were:mixed ; and that the Benediitine Rule was not fo 
admitted, 'as that the antient cuſtoms of the Monks were there- 
by abrogated. vi 
| I havenotedalready theday and year when Ad«/phus dyed ; but 
' there is a miſtake-I fince find in the day ; which if the Records 


of our Church be true, was Jaume 5. when he was ſolemnly com- 
memorated

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memorated in this Monaſtery : and is the very firſt Abbot of 
whom there is any mention made inthe Kalender of this Church ; 
| which is ſtill preſerved in the Library of his Grace the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury at Lambeth ; of which T ſhall give an ac- 
count in its proper place. Where over againſt rhe f/:h of Tue 
are theſe Words, Depoſirio Adulphi, & Anniverſarium Ricard: 
de Lincolnia & Agnetis uxoris ejus. Of all the foregoing Ab- 
bots, there is not the lealt memory, little being certain- 
ly known of what paſſed in the time of the firſt Monaſtery, 
before its deſolation by the Dares. Bur it's like they were all com- 

hended in that general commemoration, which was made in- 
Whitſon-Week, Specialium Defunlorum : and was repeated in the 
two Ember-Weeks following ,” in September and December. 
Where I find the fame Order, with this addition ; that there 
ſhould be a Miſſa ferialis, cum de Profundis : and the names of 
thoſe ſpeciales defuni; were then read. 


LENULPHOUS. 


The Charafter which Hugo gives of this Abbot ( who was 
cholen by the unanimous conſent of the Friers,' and the favour 
of King Edgar ) is that he was, Flos literalis diſcipline, torrens 
eloquentie, decus & norma rerum divinarum & fecularium ; which 
was the cauſe of that general concourſe from 'all parts ad ecjus 
Magiſterium ; which Mr. G. hath obſerved. Andait's likely that 
he brought this Monaſtery into the'cvedit, wherein it continu- 
ed for ſeveral years. For Ing *, tells us that in the Rei 
of the Conqueror the Monks of Burgh werefd famous, and t 
World had fuch an high opinion. of them, «t rotus mundus abi-

That he ſurrounded the Monaſtery with a Wall, 1s certain : 
but that it was thence called Burch or Burgh as W. of Malm- 
bury writes, Mr. G. juſtly doubts : For King Edgar in his Char- 
ter calls it upon its reſtauration, by this name of Burch. Yet not- 
withſtanding this name Barh, and Burgh, and Byrigh, ſignify- 
ing any place which was walled about, and particularly a City, | 
or Caſtle ( from the Saxon word Deorgan, which ſignifies to 
defend, or take into fafery ) JW. of Malmsbury might mean that 
the place did not delerve the name of Burch till his time. His 
K k words 


of Edgar in theſe words *, Ego Athelredus Ang imperio ſubli- * Swap 
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| words I confels imply more ; for he faith the place formerly 
| called Medeſhamſtede being now incompalſed with a Wall by K#- 
| nulphus, 4 fimilitudine Urbis, Burch wocatuseſt, was called Burch 
| from its likeneſs to a Giry. 

Upon the trantlation of St. E/phege to the Sce of Canterbury, 
Kenulphus ſucceeded bim inthe Biſhoprick of Wincheſter, as Ab- 
bot John, among others, remembers ad Ax. 1006, Who {ich 
not a word of - his Simony, with which William of Milmsbur 
boldly charges him *, Went anum enim Epiſcopatum Kgnulphus A 
bas Burgenſis nummis nundinatus fuerat © Sed non diu ſacrilego auſule- 
tatns, ante duos annos hominem exuit. For which caule, it is likely, 
there was no commemoration made of him in this Church : his 
name not being 4n the Kalender before named ( as his prede- 
ceſlors andall bis Succeſſors are except one guilty of the fame 
crime, and another guilty: of-the like) though he was ſo grear 
a benefaQtor, and famed alſo for his Wiſdom and Learning. 
Hugo faith he governed molt admirably and ſweetly, till he 
was promoted to Wincheſter.

Called alſo Elfaws, and Alfinus : between whom and Kenul- 
fas, there was another Abbot, viz. KINSINVUS ifwe ma 
believe the MS.., Chron. of John Abbot of this Church, whi 
I have fo often cited. For though he ſay ad 4. 1006. thatu 
on Kenulphus his' removal, Elſinus ſucceeded him, and was ho 
third Abbor after the reſtauration : yet ad Ar. 1048. ſpeaking | 
concerning the ſute which the Abbot of Peykyrke had for the 
Lands of his Monaſtery ( which by the judgemeat of the Court 
of Hardecnute, as I ſhall ſhow hereafter, were given away from 
him ) he faith it- was contra Kznulfum & Kjnſinum Abbates 
Bures. EINE IT we may learf from his 
remark upon the year 1051, where he faith expreſly, Elfzus ſuc- 
ceeded him in this Monaſtery. Alfricus Eboracenſ. Archiepiſ. 
obiit, & apud Burgum ſepelitur ;, cui ſucceſſit Kjnſinus Abbas Burg : 
cut ſucceſſit Elfinus in Abbatem promotus, Monachus ejuſdem loci. 
And again ad An. 1060. obiit Kjnſinus Eborac. Archiep. quondam 
Abbas Burgi, &C. 

What truth there is in this I am not able to ſay, from any 
other record ; but that he was a great man and Archbiſhop of 
Tork, and here buried, it will appear more hereafter, when I 
come to that time : and we have gained this piece of knowled 
from John Abbot,that Alfians was a Monk of Burch; and choſen to 
| be Abbot, ſaith Hwgo,by the unanimous conſent of the whole Con- 
; gregation, whom he governed fifty year. By which account Kjn- 
/iaus mult cither never have been Wbbor here ; or but for a few 
| days or months. |

Mr. G. hath related how he laboured to inrich this Clurch 
with Reliques (and Hvgo ſaith, many other ways } but is mi- 
ſtaken I think in his conjetture about his procuring the Arm of 
St. O/wald to be brought hither. For Hugo mentions it among 
the benefits which the Church received in the time of Leofr:- 
cus and thereabouts ; when Winegotus apport avit brachinm Sant; 
Oſwaldi de Bebeburch. There it was preſerved in Bede's time, 
in urbe regity” que 4 regina quondam vocabulo Bebba cognominatur, 
as his words are L. IT. on 6. and thence, the ancient Seat 
of its reſt, it was furtim ablatum taken away by ſtealth, if 
we may believe Wilttiam of Malmsbury ; who relates what was 
pretended by the Church of Burzh, which in his dayes faid 
they had Oſwald's Arm : but doth not ſeem to give credit to it 
himſelf, 

How they came to have his Arm at Bebbeburch ( a place in 
the North ) I cannot imagine, if it be true which the MS. Chron. 
of John Abbot fayes, ad An. MLX V. that his body was not till 
then taken out of his Tomb. Azgelwinus Dunelmenſis, Epiſcopus, 
Ofſa beati Oſwaldi Regis & Martyris apud Tynemutham, de tumulo in 


ſerinio cum honore levavit. But perhaps Oſwaldi is there falſe 


written for Oſwini ; for Symeon of Durham faith it was Oſwin's 
body that was taken up by that Biſhop. 

From the ſame Chronicle we learn alſo when it was that Elfinus 
went into Normandy, and upon what occaſion : and bought there 
at Bonavalle the body of St. Florentine pro centum libris argenti. 
Which was not till the year MXII9I. when Szaxzus comin 
with innumerable Danes into England, and exerciſing Karr, 
of crueltics, King Erhelred hardly eſcaped his hands, and ſent 
away his Wife per Abbatem Burgi and another perſon, unto R;- 
chard Duke of Normandy : he himielf tollowing her preſently after. 
In the ſame year Iogu/phus * tells us this Monaſtery was again 
burnt by the ſame Swans, or Swanw: and many Lands were ta- 
ken away from the Church (as Hugo relates) while the Abbot was 
with the Queen in Normandy ; the Englith paying a valt Tribute 
to the Daniſh Army, which waſted the Kingdom forty years 
together. But he procured from Cannrus the confirmation of 
their priviledges in as ample manner, as they had been confir- 
med to Kznulphus by King Ethelred. In theſe words, Ego Cant 
Rex Anglorum, Deo favente & Elfino abbate deprecante ;, hoc Pri- 
vilegium cum opt imatibus corroboravi. And in the dayes of Har- 
decanutus. got a Judgment againſt Wolgatus Abbot of Pegekyrke : 
both for . > Seat of his Monaſtery and all the Mannors belong- 
ing thereunto, which Elfiaus claimed ( as Kenulphus had done ) 
to be part of the poſlefſions of Burgh. How jult a fute this was 
I am not able to lay ; Inzu/ph condemns it molt heavily, as a 
monſtrous piece of oppreſſion : and it will not be amils if 1 not 
only relate che whole ttory, bur give an account of this Mo-

St. Pege, as Ingu{phus informs us, was Siſter to St, Guthlac, 
a perſon deſcended of a noble Stock, both by the Father and 
Mother ( as Matthew of Weſtminſter writes) who being in love 


where no body durſt dwell : becauſe they were terrified, as his 
words are, with phantaſies of Devils there inhabiting. "This 
was in the year DCXCIX as the often named Chronicon of John 
Abbot tells us. Santtus Guthlacus apud Croylandiam witam An- 
choreticam ducere cepit. Anno zratis luz XXVI. About XV, year 
after he dyed, as the ſame Writer informs us, DCC XIII. obirt 


Pega \etled her felf in a Cell about four miles Weſtward, di- 
{tant from his Oratory of Croy/and : which afterward improved 
into a Monaſtery. "The place from her, was called Pegekyrke, 
now Peykirk : and had Lands beltowed upon it by Edmund 
Athebinz ( which of them doth not appear ) who gave for the 
redemption of his own Soul, and of his Wives, and of Siwerrhus 
a little Country gift, as he calls it, of Land in a place called 
Pegecyrean, to the new Monaſtery, of the Holy Trinity, and 
our Lady, and all the Saints, #z. one Manſa and a half in that 
Village, and three Perches in Waltun, &c *, Ttgga very remar- 
kable Charter, both for the Preface, and for t "Bleſſings and

W hat other- benefaCtions they had to that Monaſtery ddth not 
a ; but they were all ſc: as was ſaid before, by Beoy- 
Te akon 871. after the firſt defolation made by the Danes. 
And it was again deftroyed by Swans the Dane in the fore- 
named year 1013. And fo lay waſte till the time of Wlzatus ; 
when, in the year MXLVIII after a long fute with the Ab- 
bots of Peterburgh, he loſt the ht of his Monaſtery which 
was adjudged to belong to Barch.

Which a from an agree- 
ment made between John de Sxys Abbot of Burgh and Godfrey 
Abbot of Croz/and in the year MCXVI. in cemiterio* de Per- 
chirche, in the Church-yard of Peykyrke : where there were com- 
laints on both ſides de Sochemannis. For the Abbot of Croylande 
had antiently ( as the ment acknowledges)a certain Court in 
that Village, in which were his Houſes, de qua nulla ſors Ec- 
cleſie Santti Petri de Burgo reddi debebat. But all the reſt of 
the Land in the Village, 4 ſoca Santi Petri de Burgo erat, & 
conſuetudines ſoce Abbati + Monachis reddebat. Now the Monks 
of Croylande complained that ſome did unjuſtly 1tr« ſepta ſue 
carie hoſpitari, W they ought to have in that Court, offs 
hoſpitum domos quietas, & ſine ſoca. And therefore they came at 
to this concluſion, that it was acknowledged npon Oarh, 
that all the Land was i» /ocs Santti Petri ( except that antient 
Court, and the eight houſes therein ) the Houſe of the Abbot of 
Croyland himſelf not excepted.

Who out of too much ſimpliciry 
changed the Royal Vi of Holneie, which was in the De- 
mean of St. Peter, ( as the writings of the Church witneſs ) 
for that of Stokes : for no other reaſon, but becauſe it was a ncar- 
er way unto his own Farm, to. go by Stokes. In this private 
Farm it was, I ſuppoſe, that he hoſe to live, rather than 1n 
this great dignity ; wherein. he continued a far lefs time than 
yag G. mentions. For it}, the Conqueror came into Sage |

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the XIrh year (it ſhoald be the IX2h. ) of Leofricns, as Hugs 
ſaith, then Arewynus could not poſſibly be Abbot here eight year. | 
For Elfinus dying, as hath been ſhown 1055, there paſſed trom 
thence till the coming in of the Conqueror, which was 1066, 
no more than Eleven year. He reſigned therefore his place at- 
ter he had been two year Abbot 4n. MLVII. (as it is in the 
Margin of Hugo ) and after that lived ezzht year. So the words 
of Hugo run very plainly, Hic in proſperitate vite ſux volun- 
tarie dimiſit Abbatiam ſuam; VIII. poſtea feliciter wivens annos. 
And ſo Ifind it in the MS. Chron. of Abbot Johe ad An. 1057. 
Arewynus Abbas Bur, i demiſit ſe de Abbatia: cui ſucceſſit egregins Pa- 
ter Leofricus. He dyed it appears by the Kalenaer on the 30. 
of May ; where are theſe words, Depoſitzo Arewyni Abbatis. 


LEOFRICUS, 


Called in the Kalander of this Church Lefricus, and by Hugo 
Lenricus, and by the Annals of Burton Levericus, was choſen 
by the whole ſociety, with the conſent of the King and of Are- 
wins, being pulcherrimus Monachorum ( as Hugo delcribes him ) 
flos & decus Abbatum: deſcended of the noble Stock of the Angles, 
and more Noble for his behaviour, moſt nobly governed and 
inriched this Church: and as it 1s written, orz4a%4 tempora ſua 
wſque ad conſummationem vite. For he purchaſed much Land, ad 
beltowed divers Ornaments upon it : particularly the great Cru- 
cifix upon the Altar, of marvellous work, of Silver and Gold ; 
Gold and Silver Candleſticks, a great Table before the Altar, all 
of Gold and Silver and precious Stone, and ( belides other things 
mentioned in Hugo) Caſulam ex purpura optime de auro & pre- 
tiofis gemmis ornat am, CF alias mult as caſulas, & cappas, & pallia, 
OF alta ornaments : plus quam ullus ante eum fecit, aut fot eum fa 
Furus eſt. In ſhort this place, he faith, was inri o incre- 
dibly in his time, that now it was called not ſimply Burch, but 
Gildinburch 1. &. aurea civitas, the Golden City. At his petiti- 
on Edward the Confeſſor confirmed all the Grants of his Ance- 
tors to this Church ; and made him the more able to inrich it 
by letting him hold four other Abbeys with it. Which, 

h mentioned by Mr. G. I take notice of again, becaule 
he hath omitted the reaſon, =y the ſecond of them, wiz. 
Coventry was granted to him : which was becaule it had been 
founded and indowed by his Uncle of the fame name. So Hu- 

o relates, ſpeaking of the King and Queen, whoour of love to 
fm, gave to himgand St. Peter other Abbeys, viz. Birtune, 
& Coventre, quam Comes Leuricus, avunculus ipſins, conſtruxerat, 
& nimis in auro & argento ditaverat , &C. 


Yet 
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Yet he did not give all he could/vo this Church, for in an 
antient explanation of Lands (as it is called *) I tndthat he 
gave a forfeited Eſtate to his Brother Leowinus. The words are 
theſe, Reteford occidit quendam Tlkytelum, & pro hac forisfattu- 
ragterra & ſilva ſus Franewude perventt in manus Abbatis de Burch:Sead 
Leofricus prepoſitus Santti Petri pI eam [uo fratri Leowmo. 

He was Abbot of Burton before he was Abbot of Brgh ; 
unleſs there was another of that name ; for the Annals of tiat 
Church ſay Az. MLI. * wvemt Levericus Abbas. The account 
indeed they give of this Lewvericus his death is ſo widely dittc- 
rent from what Hugo faith of Leofricus his, that it inclines me 
to think it was another perſon. For they ſay MLXXNXV. obirt 
Levericus Abbas ; whereas ours dyed, as > Aw. {aid, almoſt rwen- 
ty year before. 

In his time there were three great BenefaCtors to this place, 
Ezelricus, Kjnſinus, and Wulſtanus. , 

Ot the firſt of which Mr. G. hath given ſome account ; but 
to make his Hiſtory more compleat, I mutt let the Reader know 
how he came torile to the dignity he held in the Church. Which 
Symeon Dunelmenſis relates in this manner * ; Eadmandns being 
choſen Biſhop of Durham, would firlt be made a Monk, betore 
he was conſecrated by Waiſtaz Archbiſhop of York, who was 
then at Worceſter. From whence returning home, he diyerted 
into the Monaſtery of Burch ; where being mightly plealed, he 
r&ueſted the Abbot to beſtow a Monk upon him, skilful mn 
Eccleſiaſtical Offices, and in regular diſcipline ; to be his con- 
ſtant companion, and teach him the way of the Monaſtical lite ; 
— the Abbot appointed this Monk Elzericus, or Al- 
gericus ( tor he is called by all theſe names ) to wait upon him : 
who, as Hugo writes, was wir Santtiſſimus a moſt holy man, 
and thought fit for the Archbiſhoprick of York, to which he 
faith be was conſecrated. Bur being there rejetted ( as Mr. G. 
out of him relates ) fattus eſt Epiſcopus Dunhelmie, he was made 
Biſhop of Durham ; and there received with love of all, both 
Laicks and Monks. "This was in the year 1042, as John Bromp- 
tos informs us: where he continued twelve years, laith Hago : 
but it ſhould be foxrteen : for both the Chrox. of Mailros, and 
the Chron. of John Abbot of Burgh ſay he rcligned in the year 
1056, the words of the laſt namedare theſe MLYT. quinta feria 
Kal. Auguſti, Monachns fattns eſt Dunelmenſis Epiſcopus Epelricus ; 
Epiſcopatu ſponte relifto ad Monaſterium ſuum de Burgo, ubi quon- 
dam Monachus erat remeavit. Apelwino fratre ſuwo & Monachs 
ejuſdem Monafterit in locum ſunm, conſecrato. 

John Brompton places this reſignation in t1@ year 1057, (the 
very year Leofricus was made Abbot ) which agrees with Sy- 
meon Dunelmenſis ( who ſhould beſt know ) who faith after he 
had been Biſhop ffteex year, he returned to his Monaltery ; 


whither 
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whither he had ſent his Gold and Silver, and other Goods of 
the Church of Durham before. The Gold and Silver, he ac- 
knowledges, was found as he was digging very deep to lay the 
foundation of a Church of Stone, in honour of Sr. Cutterd , 
which before was of Wood : bur he faith it had been formerly 
hidden there by the Church of Durham, becauſe of the Coveroul- 
neſs and Tyranny of Sephelmus. And therefore thoug!1 he did good 
Works with this money (which he — lent away to 
Bergh, inteading to follow it himſelf ) making Highways with 
Wood and Stone in the fenny Countries ; building Churches, and 
other things ; yet in the Reign of the Conqueror he was accuſed 
for cargying away this Treafure, which he would not reſtore ; 
and being brought up to Loxdon and committed tocuſtody, there 
he died in captione Regis, as Symeon of Darhamtells the ſtory *. 

It was in the year 1072.when death delivered him out of Cuſto- 
dy : and he was buried in the Chappel of St. Nico/as in the Abby of 
Weſtminſter ; but conltantly commemorated here at Burgh on the 
1 5th of Ofober over againſt which day I find in the Kalander theſe 
words Depoſitio Domini Eylrici Epiſcops & Memoria Benefattorum. 
Which no doubt was this Egelricus, or Elpericas : tor ſo names ate 
wont to be contratted ; as the Abbot of Rieval, Adilredus, or E- 
thelredus, is not only called Aluredus,but Ailredus allo and Eilredus. 
But beſides this, Hugo * expreſly calls him Ezlrices ; and the rode 
he made in the Fenns for Travellers, was called Elrich-rode. 

Whence Biſhop Godwin hath it that he was accuſed of Trea- 
ſon by the Conqueror I cannot yet find.: Perhaps he was thought 
to be confederate with his Brother Age/winus whom he left his 
Succeſſor in Durham. Who, as the forenamed Symeon Dunelmenſis 
relates, not long after the Conqueſt (wiz. Ar. 1070 *) being wea 
ry of the troubles of Exgland, took Ship at Weremuth, with many 
other great perſons, and went into Scot/and. Bur returned the next 
year, with Hereward de Wake and the reſt, tothe Iile of E/;.Where 
they wereall in a manner taken(except Herewardand a few others) 


and Azelwings being ſent priſoner to Abbendon, there in the Win- | 


ter ended his days 1071. one year before his Brother. 


The ſecond of theſe great men, wiz. Kjnfinus, who had been 


Chaplain ro King Edward the Confeſſor, as was faid before, 
and ſucceeded Aluricus ( as Radulphus de Diceto calls Elfricus ) 
in the Archbiſhoprick of York 1051. after he had fate there 
nine years, dyed at Burg, if we may believe Joh» Abbot's 
Chronicle, in the year MLX. where his words are Xy- 
ſinus Archiepiſcopus apud Burgum obiit, & jacet tumulatus = 
rio juxta magnum Altare in parte Boreali, And there the Scri- 
nium (till remains ( juit above thar of Elfricus who lies at his 
feet) with theſe words on the ſide, Hic poſita ſunt Ofſa Kynſini Ar- 
owe Eborac. 1059, which by the CharaCQters appear to be a 
late Inſcription, and hath miſtaken = year, For all agree it 
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was 1060. t none but he mention his dying at Burgh, 
bur all fu he dyed' ar' Fork. - Particularly \Rover Hoveden, 
who faith he was brought from Tork to this Monaſtery, of Burcbrto 
/be buried, . & honorifice tumularus eſt They agree 'alſo thar he 
dyed on the: XIrh of the Kalands of January : and accordingly 
I find in the Kalandey of the Church : Decemb. 20. Depoſitio K yn- 
ſfini Archiepiſcopi & Radulphi Comitis. It is poſſible that Chro- 
nicle may mean Burch which was in the North, and 
bel atterwards to the Church of Tork. For Tho. Stabbs 
ſairh Girardas obtained of King William the ſecond'fix Churches: 
Five of A Noe gave to St. Peters Church of Tork, i. &. de 
Dyrfeld, de R yllum, de Pokelymon, de Pykerynga,de Burgh, where, 
perhaps Ayaſians dycd. F 5 ELON 

Fhe fame Thomas Stubbs * faith, the. vulgar opinion of him 
was, that he was not born, but cut out of his Mothers Womb. ; 
He gave to this Church the Village of Lizewelle as Huzs tells 
us, with the rextum Evangeli excellently wrought with Gold ; 
and ſo many Ornaments, that _ were 6.1 tome three hutz- 
dred pound : which with his were all brovwght hirher : 
| But Queen Eagit he adds took them all away. The Charatter he 

gives of him is this ; that healways lived like a Monk, moſt 

abſtemiouſly and Holily. So that when his Clergy, and Fa- 
mily hada ſplendid Table, he contented himſelf with coarlc and 
Barly Bread ; and with the viler ſort of meat and drink. And walk- 
ing on foot from Town to\Town, Preaching and giving Alms, 
he often went bare-foot : . and commonly travelled in the nights, 
that he might avoid vain-glory. Which makes him call him 
Santtus Kjnſimus. 

Thelaſt, Walftaxxs wasalfo Archbiſhop of of Tork ; and Suc- 
ceſlor to Adulphns : holding the Biſhoprick of Worceſter toge- 
ther with the See of Tork, as he and Sr. Oſwa/d before him had 
done. Who, if we may believe Hugo, gave himſelt and all that 
he had to this place : but going to vilit the places where other 
Saints lay buried, and coming to E{; ; there he tell ſick and dyed 
and was buried ; in the year MXXIII. V. Kal. Juni 3. feria 
( as Thomas Stubbs relatcs ) after he had been Archbiſhop ewenty 
year. He and Radulphus de Diceto differ from Hugo, in the place 
of his ſickning and dying ; for they make him to have been 
brought to Elz to be buried, according to his own prediction 
( as the latter of them affirms ) upon a time when he came thither 
for devotion ſake. 

The mention of him puts me in mind of another of that name 
who was bred in this Monaſtery ; and theretore ought not to 
be here omitted. For though he dyed a good -while after this 
time, yet he was advanced to the See of Worceſter in the days 
of rb mu viz, MLXILT. So John Abbot, Venerabilis wir IWt- 
ftanus Buret Monachus, Wigorn. fit Epiſcopus. Roger Howveden 
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al; who faith that literis & Eccleſiaſticis Officiis imbutus in No- 
bili Monaſterio quod Burch nominatur. The very ſame hath Sy- 
meon Dunelmenſis & John Brompton. But the largeit account 1 
find of him is 1a his Life written in Three Books *, by Bra- 
vonius a Monk of Worceſter 1170. who relates at large, all that 
he did both before and after the Conqueſt. 

He was born at Jceritune in Warwickſbire ; his Father Athel- 
ſftanus, his Mother Wifgens, who put him to School at Eveſbam, 
where he received the firſt Elements of learning ; and then 
ſent him hither to be perfetted in it ; fo his words are, perfett;- 
ori mox apud Burch ( which I ſhewed before was famous for 
learning ) ſcientia teneras informavit medullas. Here he gave 

t indications of his future Vertue ; when he had ſcarce ta- 
en the firſt ſtep out of his Childhood. He had a Maſter cal- 
led Eruentus, who could Write admirably, and Draw any thing 
in Colours; Who made Wiſtar, when he was buta Boy, Write 
two Books, Sacramentarium & Pſalterium; and Flouriſh the 
Principal Letters in Pictures with Gold. The former of which 
his Maſter preſented to King Cxute, the Plalrer to Queen Emma. 
After this he went from Burch to his Parents ; who 
themſelves into Religious Houſes at Worceſter, he alſo became 
Monk. And in a ſhort time was made Maſter of the Boyes ; 
then Chanter, and then- Sacriſt; and afterward Prepoſitus, ut 
tunc Prior, ut nunc dicitur, Monachorum- conſtitutus : and at laſt 
made Biſhop of Worceſter , though againſt his will, upon the 
preterment of Alredus to Tork, Who preſuming upon the ſim- 
plicity of 77am, committed great rapine at Worceſter, and kept 
trom him a conſiderable part of the Poſſeſſtons of that Church ; 
which he could not recover as long as Alred lived ; 'but, though 
William the Conqueror ſciſed them at his Death, yet Wiſtar 
never left till the cauſe had a fair hearing, and his Church 
had all reſtored to it, which its firſt Founders had left unto 
it. The ſtory is told at large by John Bromton *, who ſayes 
Lanfranc would have depoſed him for inſufficiency : but by 
a Miracle was moved to reſtore him his Staff his Ring, 
which he had reſigned. And indeed he was not fo ignorant 
as many imagined, but knew all that was neceffary for him to 
be acquainted withal : only was not learned in the Fables of the 
Poets, and in the perplexities of Syllogifms ; which perhaps he 
did not vouchſafe to know, as not worthy his notice. So Henry de 
hton, in thelc remarkable words *, Sed ille magis virtute quam 
literts fretus,yes Eccleſie defenſabat : Quanquam non ita hebes in literis 
fuerit, ut put abatur ;, quippe qui cetera neceſſaria ſciret, preter fabulas 
poetarum CF tortiles heriſmes ; que forſan nec noſſe dignabatur. 

He pulled down the old Church of Worceſter, built by St. O/- 
wald, and made the new one we now ſce : Weeping, as Malms- 
bury faith, when they began the Work. For which he gave

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this reaſon ( when he was told he ought rather to rejoyce at 
the eretion of a more magnificent Strufture ) Alas ! ſaid he, 
we miſerable ſinners deſtroy the Works of the Saints, that we 
may get glory to our ſelves. That age of happy men did not 
mx ef). how to build pompous | Sy but under any 
kind of Roof offered up the elves to God, and attracted their 
Subyefts by. their examples : We, on the contrary, negleCting 
the Cure of Souls, heap up Stones, and raiſe ary Piles, &c. 
He lived till he was almoſt yo years old ; dying in the year 
MXCV. where John Abbot writes ; Sanitus Wiſtanus obiit. 


BRANDO, 

While he was only a. Monk in this Church, he was not only 
a Coadjutor to Leofricus in all the good things that he did ( as 
Hugo his words are ) but alſo a great Benefattor ro the Mona- 
ſtery, out of his own Patrimony, and rhat of his Brethren. For 
he and his rwo Brethren, Askatiflus and Syricess, purchaled Wal- 
cote de proprio, patrimonio ;, and gave it to the Church, in per- 
petual inheritance, gerber with Scotere, Scotune and other places 
mentioned by Mr. G. 'This was in the time of Edward the Con- 
feilor ; who. confirmed this Grant by his Charter, rogatus 4b

TUROLDUS, 


Or THUROLDVS (as he iscalled in a Charter of King 
Henry the Firit) was no ſooner fetled in the Monaſtery, but 
all manner of evils ( as Hugo's words are ) came to it. For that 
very year ( 1069) the Dazes returned to infeſt Exg/and, under 
the condutt of Swexus ( Abbot John faith the Sons of Sware ) their 
King, with a very great Army. Part of which under Osbern» cante 
to E/;, and was prelently re-inforced by Hereward de Wake and 
his aſſociates, who came and joy with them. He was a 
very great man, called by one of our beſt Hiſtorians, wir Se- 
reniſſimus * ; who at his return out of Flanders ( where he had 
been for a while) hearing how much his Family and Kindred had 
ſuffered by the Normans, and finding Ivo Talbois the Conqueror's 
Siſters Son, poſſeſſed of his Eſtate ( the Conqueror having gi- 
ven Ivo large poſſeſſions in Holland) was extreamly inraged 
thereat : and reſolved by force of Arms to recover his own, 
though with the havock and ſpoil of other people. I cannor 
ſay that this place felt the firſt effets of his fury, but here he 
diſcharged it after a moſt terrible manner, as Hugo relates the 
ſtory. For he it was that invited and incited alſo Osbern» and 
his Danes to go and plunder this Abby : where he heard the 
Abbot his Uncle was dead, and the place filled with a Normas 
( whom he accounted an intruder ) and he a very ſevere man; 
who lay then with ſome Souldiers at Stamford. They came 
therefore with great ſpeed ; though not ſo haſtily, but the 
Monks of Burgh had ſome notice : ſo that the Sacriſt, called 
Twarws, by the Counſel of the Monks carried away all that he 
could, wiz. the Texts of the Goſpel, with the Cheſibles, Copes, and 
Albes, &c. and went with them tothe Abbot 7 arol/dus at Stam- 
ford. - The very ſame morning came Hereward and his compa- 
ny in Boats; againſt whom Monks maintained the Cloſe 
ſo ſtoutly ( as is obſerved out of him by Mr. G. ) that he had 
no way but to ſer fire to the Houſes near the Gate ; by which 
means his Forces centred, and burnt all che Offices of the Mo- 


naſtery and the whole Town, except the Church and one 
Houle. 


ace, Where he dyed 2. Ka-, 
land. Decembru, faith Hugo, agreeable to the Kalander which faith 
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The Monks therefore belought them to be favourable to it ; 
but they, not regarding their cries, entred armed, into it, and 
indeavoured to carry away the great Croſs, bur could not. Yet 
they took the golden Crown from the head of the Crucitix ; with 
the pretious Stones, and the Footltool under its feet, made of 
pure Gold and Gemms : together with duo ares feretra ( two 
_ or gilded Bears whereon they carried the Saints Rez 
liques and other ſuch like things in Procefſion ) and x1ze 
Silver ones, and twelve Croſſes, ſome of Gold, fome of Sil- 
ver. And beſides all this, went up into the Tower and took 
away the great Table, which the Monks had hidden there ; 
which was all of Gold and Silver and pretious Srone, and wont to 
be before the Altar : with abundance of Books and other pretious 
things, which were invaluable ; there being nor the like in all 
England. And they pretended to do all rhis, out of fairhfulneſs 
to the Church ; for the Danes, they told them, would preſerve 
theſe things for the ule of the Church, better than the Fraxks 


would do. Nay, Hereward himſelt was Homo Monuchorum a | 


lover of Mon«s, and therefore {ome believed what they faid ; 
and he alſo afterwards ſwore, that he did all thi with a good 
intention ; becauſe he thought Wiliam the Conqueror would 
get ir all, Away they went therefore with their Booty, and 
made all the haſt chey could to their Ships ; fearing the Normans 
might fall upon them : and coming to E/i, they committed all 
their ſpoil into the hands of the Dares themſelves. 

What became of it, Mr. Guntoz hath largely enough rela- 
ted out of Hugo. Which doth fo little agree with what I find 
in the life of Hereward de Wake, that we muſt ſuppoſe all this 
to have been done ( if he was not miſtaken in his ſtory ) 
in thc year 1070, and that he came again and ſpoiled this 
Church after the Goods, which remained were reſtored ; as I 
ſhall ſhow preſently, when T have, finiſhed the foregoing Hi- 
ſtory.

the place laid deſolate ; all being burnt both within and withour, 
except the Church. Inſomuch that the Ciry not long ago, 
called aurea, was now made pauperrima. But the Abbot being 
come, the Monks, who had been ſcattered, returned ; and per- 
formed divine Offices, which had been diſcontinued ſeven dayes. 
He ſtrengrhened himlelf alſo by Stipendiary Souldiers, upon whom 
he ſetled rhreeſcore and two Hides of Land ; that they might 
defend him from Hereward. So John Abbot ad An. 1069, Tu- 
roldus vero lxit hidas terre de terris Eccleſie Burei, dedit Stipen- 
diariis militibus qui enum contra Herewardum le Wake tuerentur. He 
built a Caſtle alto hard by the Monaſtery ( as I ſhall note anon 


our 
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| led Siwardus Albus, who had honourably entertained him out of 


out of the ſame Chronicle!) and had the pleaſure to fee Hereward 
the nexr year, 1071. hardly eſcaping out of the Ilic of Eli, 
where molt of his accomplices, as I have ſaid were taken : And 
yet notwithſtanding that great man rallied again, and came 
into theſe parts with Forces, againſt which a great Army was 
raiſed out of Northamptonſhire, Cambriazſhire, Linoclnſhire, Hol- 
land, Leiceſterſhire, Huntendone and Warwickſhire : while Here- 
ward lay with a few Souldiers, in compariſon, skulking in the 
Woods nigh unto Burch. 

This I learn out of a Treatiſe at the end of Swapham, inti- 
tuled de geſtis Herunardi inclyti militis, gathered out of ſuch frag- 
ments as could be found of a Book written in the Engliſh tongue, 
by __ Diaconns, who was Hereward's Prieit at Bran: Who 

ſays this great Army gathered out of thoſe ſeveral Counties, 
was lead by Turoldus Abbot of Burch, and TvoT albois ; who in- 
compaſſed Hereward and his men fo ſtrictly, that they greatly di- 
ſtreſſed them. Bur he, nothing terrihed, placed all his Sagirta- 
rii and baliſtarii among the Trees, which they had there for their 
ſecurity : and from thence iſſued out, as he ſaw his opportunities, 
and having made great flaughters, retreated under their ſhel- 
ter again. "This he continued to do, after ſeveral manners, all the 
day Tong, till he had tyred the oppoſite Army, and made them 
raiſe their Siege. And then Hereward, with all his men, ruſh- 
ing out upon their Rere all at once, put them into ſuch a con- 
fulion,that he took many of them Priſoners ; and among the reſt 
Abbot Turoldss. Whom he kept in Cuſtody till he redeemed him-| - 
ſelf, and other conſiderable perſons with the ſumm of rhree 

thouſand Marks of Silver. So that writer faith * with whom 
John Abbot agrees ; but mentions a far greater ſumm. MNihil- 
ominus tandem cum multis alits magnatibus ( ſpeaking of Turoldus ) 
ab Herewardo captus quonſque pro ſua redemptione XXX. marcas 
argenti ſolveret, cum alits ſuts conduttitiis in cuſtodia detentus eſt. 

But after this ranſome of himſelf and his Nephew and others, 
whom he received from the hand of a Coſin of Herewardss, cal- 


reverence to the Abbot ; he forgot both his Covenant, and the 
benefits he had received ; renewing the War againſt Herewars. 
For the carrying on of which, he gave away more Goods of his 
Church, and many Poſleſſhons to Souldiers : ut haberet ſem 
per militare auxilium ad expugnandum Herewardum. Which cora- 
ing to the Ears of Hereward, who ſaw he was like to ſutter for 
his kindnes, he made no delay ; but the ſame night marched with 
all the force he could make to Burch ; and burning the whole 
Town ( which it ſeems by this ſtory, began to be built again ) 
carried away all the Treaſure of the Church ; and purſued the 
Abbot himſelf, /icet latit ando cum ſuis evaſerit. 


| 
But 
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But the next night ( if we may believe this Writer) Hereward thought 
he ſaw in his dream an old man, of ineſtimable beauty, and in brighter 
habit than he had ever beheld or imagined, with a terrible countenance, 
threatning him ( with a gu Key he held in his hand, and with a dread- 
ful voice ) that he ſhould immediately reſtore all he had taken our of 
the Church, if be loved his life. Whereupon he roſe up the very ſame 
hour, and carrying back all that he had pillaged, iummediatcly departed 
from Burgh. Burt loft his way in the night, and wandred up and down 
in the Woods, not knowing whither he weat ; till a vaſt Wolf appear- 
ed, who marched before them like a houſhold Dog , and led them into 
their right way : As they ſaw by lighted Candles which appeared up 
on every mans Shield ; which none of them could pull off or blow our. 
But when morning appeared, both Wolt and Candles vaniſhed, and they 
came whither they aclired beyond Stamford. 

He relates many other wonderful atchievements of this famous War. 
rior ( who was accounted the Heftoy of his time ) and at laſt ſhows how 
he was reconciled to the King, and ſerved him faithfully : having all his 
Fathers Lands and Poſſcſſions reſtored to him ;, and living comfortably and 
peace ably with his Countrymen and Friends, dyedin peace, after he had li. 
ved many Years. Other Writers ſay, he having taken Ivo Talbois in Bat- 
tle, would not dcliver him, until the King (to have his Nephew 
preſerved ) promiſed by Oath unto Hereward Reconciliation, Pardon , 
his former dignity, with full reſtitution of all that had been his. Which 
was done in the year 1076. Until which time from the death of Brarde, 
not only this Monaſtery but others alſo ſuffered much. For in the 
year 1070. many Abbots as well as Biſhops by the Kings procurement, 
were depoſed or cjefted, upon ſlight ſurmiſes, that the Engih might 
be deprived of all dignities. So John Abbot; who after he had related 
how Stigandus was depoſed, to make way for Lanfranc, adds, Plures 
co anno tam Epiſcopi quam Abbates vel nullis vel levibus ſuſpitionibus depo- 
nuntar, aut ejiciuntr , procurame Rege , ut Angli nullis dignitatibas pots- 
rentur, 

In the year 1072 the Monks of El; were Outlawed, having afford. 
ed ſuccour to ſome Great men who were in Rebellion againſt the King. 
[| ſuppoſe to thoſe, who in the year before were in that 1fle, and in that 
Church in open rebellion, with Hereward. So Abbot John MLXXI. He» 
reward le Wake Eccleſia intra paludes Helienſi, cum multis ali Anglis exle- 
atis reſiſtit. And then it follows, An. MEXXIIL. Monachi Helienſes, qui- 
Taſelam Anglia Magnatibus contra Regem rebellantibus ſuccurſum prebentes, ex- 
legati ſunt. Et mults Monachi Anglics per totam Angliam male trattati & 
mum vexats. eMulta Monaſteria tam de propriis pecuniss quam de alio- 
rum apud ipſos depoſitis ad quadrantem ultimum ſpoliats. Walfngham * 
writes much to the ſame purpoſe; telling us the Conqueror made all the 
Abbeys in England to be ſearched, and cauſed all the money, which the 
Ricker people had there depoſited, to be brought into his Coffers ; only 
he places this in the year 1070. 
In the year MLXXV. Comes Northampt. Santtus Walterus apnd Wyn- 


ton decollatus, as the ſame Abbot Fobn writes. Which was done he ſaith, 


notwithſtanding that LZanſranc pronounced him innocent, and that it 
he was put to death he would be a Martyr. And accordingly he was 
honoured by Wifketulws Abbot of Croyland: who gave him an honour:+ 
ble Burial, and thereupon was violently depoſed. As indeed all the 
Biſhops and Abbots were, if they were Angligene, ( as he again re- 
peats it ) antroduttis in corum ſedes Normannis

\Which 1 the rather mention, becauſe this Wifkerwlss had .been bred 
up in this Church of Baygh 5, as we learn from what follows. For that 
C--cnicle faith, that Inguiphus ſucceeding Wifkerulus ( for though he was 
an Englilman born, he bad lived long among the Normans ) interceede« 
with ile King for his predeceſlor, that he might come from Glaftonbury, 
where he was ſhut up in the Cloyſter, ad Eccleſiam ſuam de Burgo. Which 
was granted, wbs poſt paucos dies morbo Correpto 1n Domino requievit. In- 
gulphns * himſelf, laith he was taken with a Palſy ; and that having been 
kept ten Year at Glaſtonbury, he dyed 1Q85, after he had been ( not a 
few days) but four Months at Burgh. While he was here, Ingulphus had 
ſrequent converſation with him; tor he procured leave that Wiſkerulus 
mignt come from Burgh to Croyland as often as he thought good to call 
him, Who informed Ingwslphus of the Eſtate of the Church of Croyland ; 
and brought back to it many rich things: but ſome, he faith, Itill re 
mained at Burgh. He was the more acceptable ; becauſe there were 
Lands concealed from that Monaſtery ; in the diſcovery of which he 
thought Wifkerulus might aſſiſt him, For one Alford Bailiff of the Church 
of Croyland had been notoriouſly guilty of it; and was called to an ac 
count for it by Inguipkus preſently atter he centred upon his Govern 
ment, But- as he was in the way to appear before the King's Juſtices 
at Stamford , he brcke his neck by a fall off from his Horſe : and was 
carried to be buricd at Bugb; according to the order he had taken 
about it in his life time. They that delight to read wonderful things, 
may look into Ingalphus * and find a ſtory he tells of a miraculous cloud 
about the Sun, as they were carrying his body thithcr, 

But ic is time to return to Taroldus: who, as Hugo writes, Was 2 
miſchief to this Church eight and rwenty years. Which is not tobe un- 
derſtood fo rigorouſly, as if he did no good; for firſt as he gave awa) 
much Land, fo he got ſome back again : particularly the Mannors that 
had been granted to Jvo Talbois z, which he was perſwaded to reſtore to 
the Monks in his life time, ſo that after his deceaſe they ſhould returi 
ad dominium Santt; Petri, This 1 find in a Charter of William Rufus, which 
runs thus, Galielmus Rex Anglorum Roberts Lincolmienſs Epiſcopo ( by this 
it appears this was William the ſecond, for he made Robert Biſhop of 
Linc. in the 6th year of his Reign 1092 ) & Oſwino vicecomite C* omnibus 
Baronshus ſuis & fidelibus ſalutem. Sciatis me conceſſifſe Santto Petro de Burgo, 
& Thurelds Abbats & Monachis ejuſdem Eccleſia ad wviltum corum, terra: 
illas quas Tos Talbois de praditto Abbate tenuit, C ipſe idem Y vO eiſdem Mona- 
chis in vita ſua reddidit : ita fc, ut poſt deceſſum ejus, ad dominium Santti Petr: 
redirent. Teſtamte Cyrographo ab codem Tone & Thuroldo Abbate conſcripts. 
Hec autem ſunt terrarum nomina, ſcil. Scotere & Walcote, cum omnebus appends- 
cs, Cc, 

And ſecondly,all theſe Soldiers who had feods given them out of the Eſtate 
of the Church for its defence, were bound by the original grant to ſerve 
the King alſo, when there was occaſion, in” his Wars. This 1 under. 
ſtand out of a deſcription of all the feods militum, ſtill remaining in the 
Book called Swapham * : where this account is given, why they were 
granted, Quia omnes milites praditti pro defenſione domus facienda, 
in exercits Domini Regis  & alibi cum neceſſe efſet » de dominico Abba» 
tis C conventus feodats ſurrant, There allo it appears how they ſewed 
in King John's time, and before that in Henry the ſeconds, nay from the 
time of their firſt Infeoffement, So the words are, Et ante tempus ejuſdem 
{ Henrici) poſtquam feadats ſuerunt, & 4 tempore dift; regis, uſque ad prejens ; 
> hac ratione, quia, &C. 
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And Thirdly, He and his Souldiers, not only built Towns in thoſe 
waſt places which Adulphus had cleared from Wood, and let the Lands 
out to Farm at a certain Rent, &c. ( ſome of which Towns were cal- 
led by their names, and remain to this day, as Ganhorp, Melton, Wal 
ton, Barnak,$&c.) but allo Churches and Chappels, the profics of which the 
Monaſtery received intirely for many years, till the time of Ermiphas.

He is called by Roger Hoveden, Bodricus de Burch : who was not depoſed 
in that Council mentioned by Mr. G. but only removed; for he was! 
barely elefted to the place, but not bleſſed, or conſecrated. So 
Eadmerns informs us, who tells this ſtory more exaCtly than any following 
Writers ; except William of Malmibury, who to a little agrees with him ; | 
and fays that in the year MCII. in the 4tb year of Pope Poſchal and the 
third of King Henry, there was a Council held by Anfelm with all the + 
Biſhops of England in the Church of St. Paul. Where a che firſt place, 
bmonice hereſis ſurreptio dampnata eſt. In qua culpa invents depoſui, ſc. Guido 
de Perſcora ( called by others Wido )) & Wimundus de T aveſtock, & Ald- 
winus de Rameſei. Et alit nondum ſacrati remoti ab Avativs ſuns, ſe. Goari 
cus dr Burgo, Hanno de Cernel, Egelricas de Mideltune. Abjque vero Sima- 
nia remots ſunt ab Avatiis, pro ſua quiſque cauſa, Ricardus de Heli, &

our Writers tel this ſtory ( though nor ſo diſtin{tly } particularly Florent- 
us Wigornen(is , and Gervaſmas Monk of Canterbury ( in the life of Anſelm ) 
who calls Goderice ElefFum de Burgo, agreeable tro what Eadmerus 1aith. 
And yet, notwithſtanding this depoſition, they tell us that Anſelm, go. 
ing to Rome the next year (1103 ) had two of theſe Abbots in his com- 
pany z, viz. Richard of Ely, and Aldwinus of Ramſey \, as both Florentins and 
Symeon of Durham report : which would make one think, he did not 
take them,- npon fugther inquiry, to be fo guilty as was pretended. And 
as ſor our Godrick it is very ſtrange he ſhould be tonched with this crime, 
who was choſen Abbot agaiaſt his Will, it we may give credit to Hugo: 
and had been before Eleft to an Archbiſhoprick in Little Britain , but 
refuſed the dignity. And therefore this is all he ſaith, of his being thruſt 
out of this place, that when Richard of Ely and Aldwinns of Ramſey 
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1 Abbot adds, at the end of [the year 1098. that the Church wan-

hands : and making no Abbots, the Monks went whither they liſt. 

The robbery Mr. G, mentions, was committed in Whirſunweek, by clicmb- 
ing up to a window over the Altar of St. Philip and Zacob, where 
thoſe Vagabonds broke in, While they were taking the things away, 
one of them ſtood with a drawn Sword, over the head of the Sa» 
criſt Turicus, who was faſt aſleep : that if he waked, he might inſtantly 
diſpatch him.

Jobn Abbot 'of Burgh, camprehends the moſt that can be ſaid of this 
Abbot in theſe words * MCIL Matthias Abbas fattus eft poſt Godricum Ab» 
batem, qui uno anno prefui Eccleſia Burgenſi, Et eodem die quo receptus 
eſt, anno revoluto ex hat vita deceſſin. Hic conceſſit fratrs ſuo Galfrido Mas 
nerium de Pyeriſlee 'ad firmam. Only we underſtand from Hugo, that he 
dyed at Gloxceſter, and was there buried : and that the day of his recep- 
tion and death, was Xl. Kal. Novemb. ( the Kalender faith 22. Oftob. De- | 
poſitio Domini Matthias Abbatis, &c.) and that he granted this Mannor of 
Pichlee unto bis Brether, to Farm, bur for one year : but after the Ab- 
bor's death, he kept the Village by force. And yet he ſwore, when he 
was accuſed before the King, for himſelf and for his Heirs, upon the 
high Altar and the Reliques of St. Petey ( promiſing he would compel 
his Wife and Children to make the ſame Oath ) that he would reſtore 
the ſaid Mannor with all belonging to it, unto the Church ( without put- 
ting them to the trouble of a ſute ) and for the time he had held ir, pay 
four pound a year Rent. 

This Oath he made to Ermiphus. But in the time of the next Abbat 
John de Says An. 1117. Godfrey came to him in his Chamber, and by im 
portunity procured a grant of it for his life ;, at the yearly Rent of four 
ponnd : provided that when he dyed, it ſhould without ſute at Law,

but- ater his death all this little profited. + .\. 

This Story is rold more largely in other records , which ſay 
that forty ſhillings of that 44 Rent, reſerved . upon Prbeſle (as it 15 
e called ) was for the uſe of the Monaſtery, and the other balf fox 
uſe of the Abbot. They fay alſo his: Wife and Children ſwore, as 
ell as he, upon the Text. of the Goſpel, that. the above named con- 
itiou ſhould be perforined. And the Witneſles to thele Covenants are 

Hervens Bilhop of Ely, Keginaldus Abbot of Ramſey, Robert Ab-

one of the Holy Innocents ( which with ſome other Reliques were kept 
in the ſame Cheſt with St. Oſ#ald's Arm ) and it breaking. between his 
fingers, blood iſſued out and fell upon the Cloth wherein it was wrapped. 
Which he relates as a great miracle, as indeed it was if it were true : but 
we have reaſon to think there was ſome trick in the bulineſls, whereby 
they impoſed upon Fgo's credulity, who faith he ſaw this, Quod & ocu- 
his noſtris vidims. 


E ANULPHYUS, 


Or Armelphus, after four years vacancy, was promoted to the Abbey 
1107. and molt willingly received, becauſe he was known to be a good 
and wiſe man, and a Father to Monks, In his days faith, Hugo, all 
went well, and there was joy and ©; becauſe the King and the No- 
bles loved him, and always called him Father. He was by his Country a 
Frenchman, bred a Monk in the Monaſtery of Ss. Lucian, at Belvacumn : 
where ſeciag ſome things, very full of infolence, which he could neicher 
amend nor indure, he reſolved to leave the place. Burt ſens firſt to Lar- 
franc (for his advice, (with whom he had a long time at Bece ) 
who knowing the 1nduſtry of the man, periwaded him to come over 
hither : becauſe, where he was, he could not ſave his Soul. He came 
therefore, and all Lanfranc's time remained a. Monk at Canterbury: but 
was preferred by Anſelm to be Prior of the Convent there ; and preſent- 
ly after to be Abbot of this Church : and then by Radu/phus to be Biſhop 
of Rocheſter. All which 1 have tranſcribed out of William of Malmsbury *, 
who gives the moſt diſtin&t account of him; and ſays it is not eaſie 
to tell, quan's probitatis & prudentie in omnibus Officus fuerit. 1n Kent, the 
fore part of the Church, which Larfraxc built, being fallen down, he 
raiſed fo ſplendidly, that nothing like it could be ſeen in England; both 
| for the light of the glaſs Windows, and the brightneſs of the marble 
pavement, and the variety of Pictures in the Root» of the Church. Ar

Two very able men, who for thirry year together feryed 
the Monaſtery faithfully, and did avundance of good. | Wittricas was the 
Elder, and growing infirm reſigned the place : but Remaldus ( wi om they 
called Spiritxalis, becauſe he was a little man ) continued in ibtill his death, 
for they would not ſuffer him to leave it, He was thought to have the 
Spiric of Prophecy z. being able to tell before hand when any of the 
Monks would dye, and having had other things to come, ſhown him by 
Viſions, which they took to be from God. Particularly, one aight he 
thought he was in the Porch of St. Andrew ( adbnc ſtante wetere Mo 
waſterio ) and that two honourable perſons appeared to him, and far 
down there ;, clothed in Albe;, and Cheſibles, and having on Epiſcopa! 
Palls, and Miters opon their Heads, Who called to him, and named them. 
ſelves Kynſinuws and Elfuricus ( who as I noted before lye buried rogether ) | 
bidding him call thither ſeveral of the Seniors of the Church ; Adelwoldue 
the Prior by name, and then divers other, all honourable perions : ( who 
Hugo ſaith he himſelf had ſeen) who being come before them, they bad 
Remaldus go out, for he could not yet come to them. And all thoſe who 
were thus called, dyed, one after another, in the ſame order wherein he 
had Jcen tham come to them. 

Other Stories ke tells of like nature, and then returns to Ermulfus, wiſh- 
ing he had not been ſo much beloved: for by this means they loſt him, 
and he was preferred to the Biſhoprick of Rocheſter, in the year 1115, 
Abbot John in his MS. Chron. faith 1114. and they agree well enough ; 
he being choſen one year and Conſecrated the following. So I learn

* P.110. 111, | merus [peaks of the ſame Conſecration, and calls him Abbatem Burchorun * , 

MY agd Abatem de Burcho, And by comparing this with what was now faid 
by Symeon, we may obſerve that Burb, and Burch, and Burg, are uſed in- 
differently when Writers ſpeak of this place. 

.In this year wherein he left this place, 1114. it was that he got a 
Charter from King Henry, I. for the holding a great many Lands there-

This was ſeconded with many other Grants full of great Prim» 
ledges : and at laſt in a diſtint Charter he gives to the Abbot, Afane- 
rium ſuun de Pichelee, quod Galfridus Ridellns de eo tenuit, cum tota inſt aut 
ratione que in maxerio erat, dit quo fuut ViUKs © mortunre 

This was confirmed by King Stephen ( that | may put all belonging to 
this matter together ) in following times ; that they ſhould have thcir 
Mannor de Pichelle, quod Henricus Rex es reddidit & conceſſi, & charta 
ſua confirmavit, quod oculis meis vidi, &c. And afterwards Hen. 2. confir- 
med the ſame in theſe words, Sciatis me concefſiffe Eccleſie © Abbati d: 
Burgo Manerium ſuum Piltiſlea, quod Galfridus Riddel de eo tennit, ſicut 
Charta Henrici Regis avi noſtrs teſtatur, &C. 

Two years before this, there was an alteration made in the Churches 
and Chappells built by the Afolres in the time of Taroldas, For now, 
in" the year 1112. ſome of them ( whoſe profits had hitherto been re- 
ceived intirely by the Monaſtery ) were aſligned to the uſe of thoſe that 
miniſtred in thoſe Churches, and ſerved in the Chappels. Who were there 
appointed to adminiſter the Eccleſiaſtical Sacraments to the people ; it 
being too far for them to come to Burg, and the ways alſo dangerous. 
But there werg referred to the Church of Burg, two parts of the predial 
Tythes ol thoſe Adixtes ;, and faved to the fame Church the Sepulture of 
the aforelaid Ailites, their Wives and their Children, and a certain 
portion of their Goods thereupon : ſaving allo to the Church of Burg, 
{rom ſome of the Churches ſo indowed, certain Penſions which had been 
paid ro it from the Foundation. 

Then followed the Convention made before Robert Biſhop of Lin- 
coln between Ermlphus and the Monks, and the Afiles of the ſame 
Church, that every Knight ſhould give two parts of his Tythes to the 
Sacriſtry of Burgh: and when hedyed, tertia pars ſubſtantie ſus ad ſe- 
pulturam, cum militaribus indumentis, tam in equis quam in armis, which were | 
to be brought to his Funeral with him. And then a Solemn Proceſſion 
was to be made by the whole Convent before him; and a plenary Of. 
fice celebrated, for him by all; and he was to partake, both himſelf, 
and his Wife, and their Children, of the benefits of the place for ever : 
vit.. in Eleemoſynit, in celebratione Miſſaram, in jejuniis, wn 1g #leis, in Pſal. 
modits, & un cateris boms que, Deo annuente, — mn Eccleſia Santts 
Petri fiant. ln like manner their Wives an$theirChildren, it was agreed, 
ſhould be brought, with their ſubſtance belonging to them, to the ſame 
Church in the end of their life: And the Divine vengeance they deſi» 
red might light upon them, who made void this agreement. | 

In the ſame year the dedication of the Church of Twrleby mentioned 
by Mr. Gunton, was made by the ſame Biſhop : In whoſe pretence and in 
the preſence of the whole Pariſh, Benceliza, Mother of Ralph de la Mare, 
granted to that Church, for the health of her own Soul and of her Pa- 
rents, dimidiam bovatam terre, © unam acram prati, &Cc. 

He lived after he _— Rocheſter ſome days above Nine years, and 
dyed kaving many M ents of his yertue, in the $4. year of his age. 
So Malmibury writes, Vixit in Epiſcopatu aliquot dies ſuper Novennum, dee 
ceſſuque quatuor & oftoginmta annos natus , multa probutatis ſus monumenta 
relinquens, Which doth not diſagree with Abbot Jobs ( if we remember 
he was clected the year before he was enſtalled) who ſays he was Bi- 
ſhop Ten years, and dyed An. 1124, So John Bromton allo 
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This Abbot ( whom our Writers call Join de Sais, or Say: ) was no 
ſooner appointed by the King to ſucceed Ernulphnr, but he was imme-» 
diately Aifparched to Rome by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ( Radulphiss ) 
to fetch his Pall trom Pope Paſchal. So Hugs ( or Sawphan, as it's com- 
monly thought ) exprelly tells us ; and names two perioas who were ſent 
with him, Guarnerius, and Johannes Archidiaconns, Nephew to the Arch- 
biſhop: which makes it the more ſtrange that Mr. G. ſhould overlook 
this paſlage, ſo as got to find to what end he was ſent. Eadmerut alſo 
relates the ſame, from whom we learn alſo why he was called John de 
Says : for he calls him Johannes Monachus Sagis, who being elefted and 
Conſecrated -Abas Burchorum, was ſentto Kome with Warnerius a Monk 
of Canterbury, and Fohannes Clericus Nephew to the Archbiſhop, upon the 
buſineſs before named. Which they effefted in little more than a years 
time; for Radulphus was Conſecrated <a en Diceto informs us) on 
the 6. of the Kal. of and received the Pall on the 5. Kal. of Zaly. 
Agreeable unto which, o ſaith, the Abbot returned to the Monalte- 
ry the next year after he went to Rowe, upon the Feaſt of Sr. Peter. 
One reaſon I believe why he was choſe to be ſent upon this errand, was, 
that he had been an old acquaintance of the Archbiſhops, bred in the ſame 
Monaſtery ; where had been Abbot, as Jebn had been Monk. For 
ſo 1 find him called by Gervaſms * , Radulphus Abbas Sagienſu : and by Sy- 
meon Of Durham allo ad An. 1104. Where he ſpeaks of the body of 
St. Cutbert being found incorrupt ( after he had been buried above 400. 
years ) 4 Radulfo Sagienſi Abbate, Hrofenſi Epiſcopo, & deinde 
Cantuarienſi Archiepsſcopoy. From this place, 1 doubt not that is from 
Say or Says in Normandy he had the name of Says or Sis: and is by 
miſtake called John of Salizbury, which they fancied was contracted into 
Sais. This mult be corr therefore in Mr, G. for Sagiaſn is not Selis- 
bury, but Say: where he was bred, and perhaps born. And itis very 
likely was the Author of that contratt of mutual Friendſhip, which was 
between this Monaſtery and that of. Sai-. For ſo I fiad in our Records 
fol, CCLXXIV. among divers Conventions which were made between 
the Friers of St. Peter of Burch, and a great many other Churches, there 
is one cum fratribus noſtris de Suis. Wherein they ingaged when any Monk 
dyed in either Church, three plenary Offices ſhould be faid for him by the 
other Church ; © > ge 67 0m we >> peg and they 
that did not ſing Maſs, Id fay the whole Pſalter. 

The next year after his _ An. 1116. oo omg Ab- 
by of the yearly payment of forty ſhillings, which Azro Wardedes had 
long ojuſtly clauned from it. For upon a full hearing of the difference 
between them, before King Henry at Bramton, the Biſhop and Burons then

of him the Mannor of Pitheſle for his life. 1 have obſerved before, in 
the life of Elfinms, how the ſame year 1116, he made an end of a 
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diſrainiatum fuit, for diſproving;, and by ſhowing the contrary to clear 
the Abby from pretended claims. 

Bur before this year ended, that dreadful fire hapned, which is menti- 
oned by Mr. G out of Walter of Witlſes : who doth not tell the ſtory 
ſo exattly as it is in Hugo, From whom we learn that it burſt out v 
on the ſecond of ———_———_ ( as the Chron, of Joby Abbot alſo 
relates) in the Vigils of St. Oſwa 

The Friers having been in the Refettory that morning to mend the 
Tables, the Abbot not liking what they had done, fell a Curling and 
{traightway went out ad placitum apud Caſtre, to keep a Court at Caſter. 
And one of the Servants in the Bakehouſe making a Fire, which he 
could” not kindle fo foon as he deſired, in an angry fit, curſed alſo 
and ſaid, Come Devil and blow the fire Whereupon the flame inſtantly 
broke out and ran to the very top of the houſe, and through all the 
Offices, to the neighbouring Town : which Hugo faith was wholly con- 
lumed ; but Abbot John in his Chronicon faith, only a great part of it, 
Magna pars villa adjacentis, &c. And thus was fulfilled the ſecond pre- 
diction of Elricus ( mentioned by Mr. G. in the life -of Leofricus ) who 
id the Church ſhould þe ſet on fire. Let us all therefore, ſaith Hugo 
(in whoſe time theſe things hapned ) deprecate the Divine diſpleaſure, 
that the chird may not come to paſs. And let every one of us walk cir» 
cumſpectly,and bridle his anger,and contain his hands, that he do no evil : 
not calling the Enemy to do any thing, nor commending any thing to 
him, for he is alwayes ready todo miſchief, cc. After which pious refle- 
tion, he proceeds to relate how the fire continued burning in the Tower 
of the Church Nine days: and on the night of the mnth day, a furious 
wind atiling, blew the fire and live coals upon the Abbots houſes : ſo that 
we thought, ſaith he, all the remaining would have been conſumed. 

Dies triſtitia & doloris erat dies vile. 

But the next year upon the eghth of the 1des of March, the Abbot 
laid the foundation of a new Church MCXVIIL An. ab incarnatione Do» 
mins Milleſimo centeſono oft ave, laith Hugo. It ſhould be MCXVIL even 
by his own computation ; for he brought the Pall from Rome 1115. the 
next year the Monaſtery was burnt; and the next he began to build it. 
Ando the Chronicon Fohannis Abbati: expreſly faith, that he began to build 
it again 1117. 

ln which year alſo he recovered duos ſochemannes apad {aftre, which were 
unjuſtly detained from the Charch by one Leofwine : who came into the 
Chaptec houſe, and openly acknow that they be to the De- 
means of St. Peter of Burch,and accordingly quitted ro God and St. Peter and 
Abbot Jobn the two aforeſaid Sochemans{ whoſe names were Willielhmus filins 
ID ſc & Leofricus avnnculus ipſims)with all that they held in the atore- 

id Village : and from thence forward held them of the Abbot. 

The fame Leofwinus requiring from this Abbot five Shillings from the 
houſes beyond the River of Sr d, which he pretended to have a 
grant of from Abbot Ermiphus and other Abbots; he came into Court 
the next year 1118. and it was adjudged that he ſhould loſe theſe five Shil- 
lings. Unto which the names of the Judges and Witneſſes are ſet *. 

What other good Adts he did I do not find, but Huge faith, he laboured 


much in the reſtauration of the Church, thongh he could not finiſh it : 


and governed the Church and the Abbe all his time, and pur- 
chaſed Lands. Afrer all which he was ſtruck with an incurable diſeaſe, viz. 
the Dropſie, which put an end to his lite 1125. 


Immediately upon which the King ſent his Juſtitiaries, Richard Baſſed

and Goods : but found nothing, he having ſpent all in his life time. But they 
then took an account of all that belonged co the Church and the Abbey,aud 
carried it to the King, who kept the Abbey in his hand ewo year. Thus Hugo. | 

This account of all its Mannors, and Goods, | find among the records 
at the endof that Hiſtory, whoſe Title runs thus * Hee eſt deſcriptio Mane 
rorum Aobatie de Burch, ficut Walterns Archidiaconus eam recepit, C& ſes 
ſroie in mank Regis Henrics |. poſt obitum Johannis Abbarts, By which it 
appears, there were at that time LXXII. Monks ; who had the full diet 
of Monks. In the Bakchouſe, there were do piſtore: who had valtim 
militis : and «u1us vanator, who had the ſame : and two other Bakers, who 
had every day two White loaves and two Brown loaves ( which he 
calls panes biſos ) with Beer : duo caratore: ( | ſuppole he means labourers, 
for atterward in the Brewhouſe, mention is made of Caratores lgni, Car- 
riers of Wood) who had four brown loaves and bear ;, two Servants that 

inded in the Mill, who had the ſame. Every one of which had a yearly 

of Twenty four Shillings and four pence. 

Then follows the number of Servants and their allowances, in the other 
Offices, in Bracino, in Coquina Monachorium, in Sartrine, in Eccleſia, in Infirma- 
r50. In the laſt of which (the nfirmery) there were no leſs than forry Servants. 

In the diet of the Monks there was ſpent every week in Bread X/I. 
acherſetos de frumento, & VIII. acherſetos de braſio, & IV, de grud, & 
2. acherſetos de fabis, C& in denariis 2. Marcas argents; as the words are 
fol. CXL, Where acherſetos | ſuppoſe ſignifies that which we now call 
a quarter, but I cannot find its Original, nor mention of it in any Glef- 
ſary : unleſs ir come from Chirchſet ( or Chirchſed ) which Flets * ſays 
was a certain meaſure ( but he doth not tell us of what quantity ) of 
Wheat ; which in old time, every one both Britains and Engliſhmen paid 
to the Holy Church at Martinmaſſe. After the Normans came hither 
many great men gave it under the name of firſt-fruits : as appears, he 
obſerves, in a Brief of King Knare, ſent to the Pope wherein this 
Contribution is called Chirchſed, as much as to ſay, Semen Eccleſie, the 
Seed or Corn of the Church. Which 1 find word for word, in very old 
French, in a ſhort Gloſlary __ unuſual Engliſk words, in the antient 
Charters or in the Laws of King Alred, Alfrid, Edward and Knuee.

ſeeds called Kyrkſer : So his Letter concludes, Er in Feſtrvitate Santti Mar»

This deſcription of their Lands and Goods, concludes with a Cuſtoma- 
ry of their Tenants, Yillani, Cottaris and Sechemanns, in every Mannor | 
belonging to the Church.

His ſtory is told more perfeCtly by Hugo in this manner. He was firſt 
of all Biſhop of Sojſſons and afterward made a Monk and Prior of Clun ; 
and then Prior of Savermi. After which , becauſe he was Coſin to the 
King of England and the Count of Aquitain , the fame Count gave him 
Abbatiam Santti Johannis Angeli , from whence he took his denomina 
tion, And he being crafty, cunning and ingenious, afterward got the 
Archbiſhoprick of Beſenſcun : but ſtaid there no more than three days. For 
ie had not yet enough, but got the Biſhoprick de Senites: where he 
{taid about ſeven days. And out of this preferment as well as that of 
Beſenſeun,the Abbot of Cluni got him expelled, He got therefore, being ne 
ver quiet, to be Colleftor of Peter-pence in England. Where he obtained 
this Abbey of Burch; by pretending he was very old, paſt labour and 
coil, unable to bear the Wars and Troubles of his own Country, and 
would quit his Abbey there of St. Fob de Angels ( and that by the ad- 
vice of the Pope and the Abbot of Clwws) and would here take up his 
reſt. There was another thing alſo that had a great ſtroke in his pre- 
f-rment, for beſides he was near of kin to the King, 'and that the fore- 
named diſcourſe ſeemed to have truth in-it, -he was the principal Wir- 
neſs to make Oath, in a difference between the Kings Nephew, the Duke 
of Normandy, and the Daughter of the' Count of Arjoy. Upon all theſe 
ſcores the Abby was beſtowed upon him in the year mentioned by Mr. G. 
So Jobn Abbot alſo in his Chron. MS. An. MCXXVIIEL Henricus Abbas 
Andag avenſis, precibus optinuit a Rege Henrico Abbatiam Burgenſem. 

What Walter of Iileſea ſaith of SpeCtres ſeen that year he came to 
the Abby, he had out of Hugo, who faith: Hoc non eft falſum : quia plu- 
rims veraciſſimi homines viderunt ; & audierunt cornua. "He ſtaid one year 
in the Monaſtery, and received homage and money of the Ailies, and 
of the whole Abbey, but didnot theleaſt good : for he ſent and carried 
all to his Abbey beyond Sea, whither he went by the Kings licence. And 
having ſtaid there a whole year he returned hither ; and ſaid he had ab 
ſolutely quitred his other Abbey, for good and all, as we ſpeak. The 
ſame year came Perrus Abbot of Cluxs into England, and was honoura- 
bly received by the Kings command in all the Monaſteries. Particularly here 
at Burch, whither he came to ſee : who complemented him mighty, 
and promiſed he would procure ho didn of Burch to be made ſubject 
to that of Cluni , with which hopes Perer went home. The next year Henry 

ot together a great ſumm of money, and went beyond Sea again; where 
the King then was. Whom he made believe that he was commanded by the 
Abbot of Clums to come and reſign his Abbey of St. John de Angels to 
him : and then he would return free from that care into England. $0 
he went thither, and there ſtaid till the Feaſt of St. Jobn Bapriſt. And 
the next day after the Monks choſe apother of their own body into his 
place, and inſtalled him ; finging Te Dewm, and doing all other things ne» 
Nn 2 ceſlary , 
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cellary tor thac end: expelling Herwy, by the help of the Couut of Anjoy, | 
with great diſgrace, and detaining all that he had there. Where hc 
had done no more good, than in other places, all the five and twenty years 
that he had governed them, 

Being thus caſt our he went to Cluni, where they kept him priſoner ; 
the Abbot and Monks being very angry with him; faying he had loſt 
the Abby of St. John by his folly. Nor would they let him ſtir out of 
Doors, till by his craft he agaia deceived them, with promiſes and Oaths 
that if they would permit him to return into England, he would ſubject 
the Abbey of Burch to them, and, as Hugs's words are, bs conſtrueret 
Priores, & Secretarios, & Cellerarios, & Camerarios, & omma commendaret | 
in manibus eorum, intus & foris. By which agreement he got into England, 
whirther the King alſo returned out of Normandy. Unto whom He 
came, and accuſed the Monks of Burch to him very heavily ( though with 
out any truth) in order to his end of ſubjecting them to Clams. 1 he Kin; 
in great anger ſent for them to Bramium; where a Pica was manag « 
againſt them with ſo much act, that the King was almoſt deceived. But 
God ſtept in to help them, by the Counſels of the Biſhops there preſeut(par- 
ticularly Zince/n) and the Barons ; who underſtood his fraud. Yet he 
would not deſiſt; but being thus defeated, indeavoured to make his 
Nephew Gerardus Abbot of Burch : that what he could not do by him- 
ſelf,might be effetted by him. All which made the lives of the Monks ver) 
unealie, till the King at laſt underſtood his knavery ;, and, ſending for him 
commanded him to ſurrender his Abbey and be gone out of his Realm. Whic'

quem dimiſit, ad Andegavenſes redit. With which Hugo agrees , who lays 
he recovered his Abbey of St. Fobn de Angels : and that notwithſtanding 
all yo _ or omnibus diebus fuit, he was good ” the 
poor is days. efore he made a end, not living long 
after he returned thither, - otn, : 

There is no memory of this Abbot in the Kalender of the Church ; no 
more than of Xenulphus, and Godricus.

Henry being gone, the King gave this Abbey ( by the conſent of the 
Monks, faith Fuge ) to a To Monk, Afartinus de Bec, the Prior 
of St. Neets : who was here i d upon the Feaſt of St. Perer, with 
great honour, and with the joy of the whole Convent, and all the people : 
An. MCXXXIIIL. Where Chron. M. S. Johannis Abbatis ſaith: AMartinw 
de vetto in Abbatem Burgs eſt eleltus, & in die Santti Petri receptrws, The 
next year, the day after the Feaſt of St. Peter ad Vincula, the King crol 
ſed the Seas again : when about ſix a clock, the Heavens were on a ſud- 
dea ſodarkned, that the Sun, faith Hugo, lookt like the Moon ( 1 ſuppoſe 
by a great gone 49 and for three or four hours the Stars appeared : 
which many took to portend ſome great thing. And fo it did, for 
that year the King dyed; and all ancient and wiſe men of the Land fell 
with him : and fo the Land was dackned, becauſe peace and truth and 
righteouſneſs were taken away from it. The ſame year 1135. King Ste- 
phen, Nephew to the former King, a Prince of a mild and low Spirit , 
got the Crown : and with him, ( as Hugo goes on ) Young men, who 
were very wicked alſo, got into power; and troubled the Land, T he 
Church eſpecially was in great tribulation all England over : and among 
the reſt this of Burgh; whoſe Abbot ſuffered very much, and kept _ 
Abbey 
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Abbey with great difficulty. And yer, for all that, he provided 1] 


among them, and the Monks being aſliſtant to him. 

He went 0a alſo with the building of the Monaſtery, and of the Church : 
the Chancel of which he finiſhed; and brought in cam magno honore, the 
holy Reliques and the Monks into the new Church, upon the Feaſt of 
St. Peter ;, in the year of our Lord One thouſand one hundred and forty , 
three and twenty years after the burning of the place. It ſhould be 
twenty ſeven years after, if we may belive the MS. Chron. of Jobn Abbot ; 
which faith, MCXLUI. Conventus Burgs boc anno mtravit un nevam Ec+ 
cleſiam, that they did not $0 into the new Church till 1143. 

At this great ſolemaity of bringing the Reliques and Monks iato the new 
Church, the Arm of St. Oſwald was produced, before Alexander Biſhop 
of Lincoln, the Abbots of Kamſey, , Croyland, many Barons, and 
a vaſt number of __ ( as it had been once before brought forth to fa- 
tisfie Muthias A ) and ſhowa intire, in its fleſh, skin, Nerves, and 
every thing elle. The ſtory of this Arm is in ſhort related by Mr. Gun 
ton, where he ſpeaks of the Reliques of this Church. To which Wl. of 
Malmibury gives no great credit : for though he faith there was (ſhown 
here at Burgh the hand of St. Oſwald with the Arm, and devoutly worſhip- 
ped by the people, being kept locmlo argentes & deaurato 1n Eccleſia 
Beati Petri 7, yet he adds that too much credit is not to be given to it, 
for fides diftorum vacillat, whi nibsl auditor viſu explorat *. Which he doth 
not ſay, he pretends, becauſe he doubted of the thing ; but he would 
aot too haſtily afirm that his Arm was in this place. 

But waving this doubt of his, Hugo faith he ſaw it, and Kiſſed it, 
ind handled it with his own hands, at this time: and relates a great many 
wonderful cures, which were performed merely by the water wherein 
it was waſhed ; with which 1 ſhall not trouble the Reader. He faith it had 
been ſhowa before this to ſatisfie Martin himielf ; who dehired to fee it 
either out of curioſity, or becauſe he doubted of its being uncorrupted, And a 
Third time, he adds, it was ſhown to King Stephen, who came to Burgh : 
and offered his Ring to him, &c. as Mr. G. hath obſerved. In like 
manner it was again ſhown (that I may put together what belongs to 
this matter) to King Fob, in the time of Abbot Akarius : as 1 learn 
from the Chron. % = Abbot Am MCCPTI. Brachium _ _ Re 

w & Martyris oftenſum eſt Tohanm Regs Bnrgum. It was ordered 
* iſo, by a Statute of Abbot Walter, to ied ſolema proceſſion 
every year, upon the Feaſt of the Dedication of the Church : unleſs it had 
been carryed about, on the Feaſt of St. Oſwald *. 

But leaving this, let us take ſome account of his benefaCtions to this 
Church, which were very many. Hugo ſays indeed that by the inſtin&t 
of the Devil, and by ill Counſel, he was guilty of imbezzling the Treaſure 
of the Church, in the beginning of his Government - but he made amends 
afterward, giving a whole Town called Pileſeate to the Caurch, with 
all the Tithes and Offriags, and many poet &c. By his Charter 
alſo in the time of King zenry (1 ſuppoſe the firſt, for he dyed jult af 
rer the ſecond came to the Crown ) he gave with the conſent of the King 
a great deal of Land, and Rents and Services in ſeveral Towns ( which 
are therein named) for the uſe of tne Sacriſt, and for the Building and 
Repairing of the Mnaſtery #. This was in the beginning of his Ge- 
verament: when Richard Pricſt of Caſftre, having a mind to change his 
life and take upon him the habit of a Monk, prevailed with this Abbot,

by his own and others intreaties, to reccive him into the Monaſtery of | 
Burch. 
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ficſt year of Adartin) into the Chapter-houſe and there before the Ab- 
bot and all the Monks made it his humble Petition, that they would 
receive all he had, viz. the Church of Caftre, which he then held: 
with all belonging to it, both in Lands and in Tithes, and in other things , 
which he gave to God and to St. Peter for ever. Whereupon the Abbot 
granted what he deſired, on condition, that he ſhould come into Court, 
coram Baronibns ſuis , and there confirm what he had now done in the 
Chapter-houſe, which he performed accordingly. For the aforeſaid 
Richard Prieſt, came into the Abbots Chamber, and there, before the 
Abbot of Thorney, and Will. de Albeni, and Richard Baſſet , and many other 
Barons of the Abbey, and divers other perſons who came with William 
and Richard, reſtored his Church of Caſtre to the Church of St. Peter de 
Burch, de quo prins exierat. Which his Brother Galfridxs hearing, contra- 
dicted it;affirming that Church was de feodo ſuo,C+ ſervitium, ſicuts de alio feodo 
ſuo in ſe habuiſſe. Whereupon the Abbot impleaded him about this and about 
other forfeitures : and he fearing the penalties, if judgment went againſt 
him, came and made the ſame ſurrender his Brother had done: and 
diſclaimed all intereſt in this Church, which he had pretended to be his 
Fee , and as Hugo's words are, clamavit ſolutam & quietam de ſe & hare- 
dibus ſuis in perpetiam : ac in manum Abbatis per virgam reddidit 
& dimiſit. His heirs alſo, Twroldus and Robertus did the ſame in open 
Court, which was very full: and the aforeſaid Galfridus begged the Ab- 
bots pardon, which he obtained. The Abbot alſo, before the above 
named perſons, freed him from the ſervice dimidis Ailitis;, and pardon- 
ed him ſeven Marks of Silyer de relevamine ſuo. All which was done on 
the day that the Abbot Martin received the Homages of his Tenents ; 
which ſhows it was in the entrance of his Government, 

The ſame year —_— Wife of Osbern, holding certain Lands 
unjuſtly, in Burch, Withrington, and Glinton, for which ſhe could ſhow no 
right, came into the Abbots Court at Caſtre, and ſurrendred them all 
into his hands ; declaring them to be free from her and her Heirs ; and 
begging with many prayers the Abbots pardon. Who took compaſſion 
upon her, when he underſtood her poverty, and reſtord her the Land of 
Wither de Witherintona ( which ſhe faid her Husband Osbern had bought) 
to hold it of him for ſixpence a year Rent, inſtead of all ſervices owing 
to the Abbot. And becauſe ſhe was Niece to his Predeceſlor John , 
he pardoned her ten ſhillings ſhe owed him, for the ſervice of her 
Land.. 

There are ſeveral other ſuch Acts of his, of the ſame year : which ſhow 
he was not unmindful of the good of the Church in the very entrance of 
his Government. 

The Church of Caſtre after this was ſupplied by a Chaplain,' whoſe 
name was Robert : as I find ina Grant made of this Church ( but it doth 
not appear in what year) by the Abbot and the Convent to the Arch- 
deacon of Northampton in Eleemoſynam, with all its appurtenances in Tithes 
and Lands, cither Wood or Paſture, Meadow or Arable ; For which he 
was to pay every year one Mark of Silver, for the ſervice of the Altar : 
and if he either dyed, or took upon him a Religious habit, it was to re- 
turn to the right of the Monaſtery freely and quietly , ſalve Eprſcopals 
dirnitate, They granted him alto plenariam ſocietatem in capitulo : S0 
that they would give him the habit of a Monk, if he would live among 
them ; or if he dyed in another place and in another ISCOING ſhould 
he made for him, as for one of their Monks. Whereupon Robert, —_— 
ain 
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lain of Caſtre, proclaimed with a loud voice in the Chapter-houſe , the | 


had unto it, and delivered the Charter which he had received, to the Arch« 
deacon. | 

| do not find what was done in the following years till 1140, when 
Radulphus filius Arcorbs de Glinton, being mindful of the falvation of his 
Soul, and repenting of his ſins, came to hb, and ſtanding before the 
zreat Altar ( many ſtanding about him) offered to God and St. Peter, 
for the ſalvation of his Soul and forgiveneſs of his fins, unam caittram | 
'err84 de ſus dominio in Peychirche que jacet pro ſex acris. In teſtimony of 
which Donation, he demiſed his Kaite in the very Church, laying ic up- 
on the Altar : and Martin the Abbot, on the other ſide, gave, from the 
Charity of St. Peter one Mazk of Silver to the aforeſaid Radulphus ; de- 
firing to make him the cheerful in this Donation. 

That form of confirming a grant, by the donors laying his Knife up 
on the Altar, was ulual in thoſe times, For in the year wherein Kin 
Srephen was taken Priſoner ( the next 1 think after that now mentioned 
upon the Fealt of the invention of the holy Croſs, Guido Malfer, with 
Adeliz.« his Wife, came into the Chapter-houſe of Burg ; and there re-' 
ſtored to God and to St. Peter and the Monks of the Church, 44 lmi- 
nare Alt aris, two parts of all the Tythes of the Land he held of Sr. Pe- 
ter : for the Souls of his Father and Mocher ; and for his own Soul, his 
Wives and Childrens: which Tythes he had, in part, formerly kept | 
wrongfully from the Church. And after he had done this in the Chap- 
ter-houſc, he went to the Altar of Sr. Peter; and there finally granted 
and confirmed what he had done in the Chapter-houſe per culrelhum ſi 
per altare ab eodem poſunm. | 
; In the year 1150. alſo 1 find that Ingelramus Wardeden came to Burgh 
with his three Sons; and there made a folema acknowledgment, that 
the thirty ſhillings, which he yearly claimed from the Abbey, had been 
anjuſtly and to the peril of his Soul received by him. And therefore 
before the High-Alcar, ia the preſence of the Convent, he both pro- 
miſed amendment of his fault ( which he acknowledged) by laying his | 
Knife og the Alcar, and alſo diſclaimed all right in the premiſe, by the 
lame Knife, oc. ſo the words are, Er de culpa ſua quan timuit C recog- 
novit cultellum ſupev 1lud pro emendatione poſuit \,  omne rettum quod in eiſdem tris 
ginta ſolidos battenus clamaverat, de je C heredibus ſuis, natis & innatis, & 
de omni progenie ſua , per eundem cultellum, reddidit, & quietum clamavit, 
Aſter which they all took their Oaths alſo upon the Altar, that they 
would never pretend to theſe thirty Shillings, in time to come. 

There were more memorable things than theſe done in the year before 
mentioned 1140.

the day that he came to Burgh, in his return from Lincolnſbire when he | 
had newly finiſhed his Caſtle at Caſtre in Lindſey, viz. Septimo 1dus Tunis [ 
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came together with them before the great Altar, on the Feaſt of che 
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Another Charter he granted about the Liberties of the Villaze ol 
Pileſgate , a lecond concerning Land in Nerthorp ; a third about Ellarts 
n Naſſo de Burgo : with three more, which 1 ſhall not mention. 

In the year 1145. Ivo Monk and Sacriſt of this Church, being deſired 
by his two Brethren William and Walter Sons of Alſwarthus de Burch , 


Chair of St. Peter, ame wntroitum Majoris Miſſe , and there gave to God 
and St. Peter, in the preſence of the Reliques of the Saints, for the uſe 
of the Church and the fervice of the Sacriſt, the iaberitance of their 
Father : which was ewemty Acres of Arable Land, and four Acres of 
Meadow. & 

The next year, or in the end of this, he went to Rome and was there 
honourably received by Pope Exgeniws 5, who, was newly advanced to the 
Chair of St. Peter. So MS. Chron, of John tells us, ad An. 1145. 
obtit Lucins Papa, cus ſucceſſin Engenins Secundus. Whole Bull ( menti- 
oned by Mr. G.) is diretted to «Martin Abbot 1146. the next year al- 
ter his preferment : wherein he granted and confirmed all the Teacments 
and Poſleſſions of the whole Abbey, and the Fees of Knights, and the 
Liberties of the Church, &c. To which he added a ſecond concerning 
the Goods of the Sacriſtry. The firſt of them is to be ſeen in Mr. G's. 
Appendix: and the very Original, ſigned by Pope Exgenius his own hand. 
and atteſted by the Cardinal of Sr, George and another whoſe name is 
eaten out, came to light about 13 year ago, upon this occaſion, Som« 
Workmen imployed about mending the Roof of the Church, in the up- 
per Ceiling , taking up a board ( faſt nailed down juſt over the High 
Altar ) which it was neceſſary to remove, found this Bull under it : much 
defaced indeed by time, and worm-eaten in many places, but with a 


_y fair Seal to it, which I haye cauſed to be repreſented in this Figure 
of it. 


How it came there; hath been the oSiicy of ſeveral perſons ever 
ſince it was found. My conjecture is that in the Inſurrection of Jack 
Straw, and his partakers, ſome Monk, fearing all their Records might 


' 


be deſtroyed, reſolved to ſecure this, which was of great valye, by 
hiding it on the top of the Church; where, by his fi death per- 
haps, or by forgetfulneſs, it ever after remained, For ſome of thoſe 
Miſcreants ( our Hiſtorians obſerve ) ravaged as far as the Iſle of Fly : 
So Henry de Knyghton informs us *, that the Tenants of the Abbot of 


Peterburgh 
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Peterburoh and their compatriots, roſe up againft that Abbey, intenc- 
ing to deſtroy it, Which they had done without remedy ; if God 
had not unexpectedly ſtretched out his refilting hand. For Henry le 
Spencer Bilhop of Norwich coming to the aſliſtance of the Monaſtery, with 
a ſtrong power, forced the Villains to deliſt from their enterpriſe : 
Nay, diſperſed them, and took fome of them, and killed others. The 
reſt taking the Church for Sanctuary, which they intended to have de- 
{troyed, were there run through with Lances and Swords : ſome of them 
hard by the Altar, others by the walls of the Church, both within and 
withour. The | ke did this valiant Biſhop in divers places in the Counties 
of Cambridg and Huntingdon. . And thus, faith he, God returned to them, accor- 
ding to what they deſigned againſt others : they came to deſtroy the Church and 
Churchmen, and they deſerved to periſh inthe Church, and by a Churchman. 

Which, by the way, may latisfie the doubt which Mr. G. raiſes ( in 
the life of Hexry Overton ) about the manner of the pacification of thoſe 
commorions : which he might have found in the Author he there quotes. 
The cauſe of them alſo it 1s viſible, was their hatred to Churchmen ; 
whoſe riches they envied, and deſired to get £0 themlelves. 

When Aartin returned from Rome he was received by all the Convent 
with great honour and jvy. And preſently after Richard the Prior of 
this Church (a very wiſe and provident perſon, to wiom Afartin com- 
mended the care of all things in his abſence) was caoſen Abbot of 
Whwby, Beneditt their former Abbot being depoſed. The Archbiſhop 
propoſed him with two other Monks of St. Albons to the choice of the 
Convent, that they might take which they pleaſed. ln which they remain- 
ed doubrtul a great while, till one night a little Boy had a viſion ; where- 
in ſuch things were repreſented to him, that when the Brethren heard 
it, they immediately concluded this Richard was the man they ought 
to chuſe : which accordingly they did ; and fcn® to the Abbot and Cone» 
vent of Bur zh that they would part with him. Waich they did unwilling- 
ly ; but bc1ag overcome with prayers and reaſons, they condeſcended to 
it: and he was received there with wonderful joy, in a great proceſ- 
lion not only of the Monks, but of the Canons, and Clergy, and Lay- 
people, Noble and Ignoble. The Archdeacon alſo, and the Legates of the 
Archbilhop attended him and placed him in his Scat. Where he fo 
governEd their affairs, that they who were very poor before, became 
now very rich : till God who ſuffered Job to be tempted, tried him 


which ſpoil'd them of all, and left nothing behind them. But God who 
reſtored to Job double for what he had loſt, ſo bleſſed the Abbot ( who 
comforted them in their diſtreſs, and beſeeched them with patience to 
give God thanks, and hope for better ) that in a ſhort time they a- 
bounded with all things, and he lived in great ſplendor, 

In the next year after his return from Rome 1147. Reb. de Torpell, be- 
ing very weak, came to the Hoſpital of the Infirm in Burch, apud Ca- 
pellam Santti Leonardi, and there before many Witneſſes, gave himſelf, 
Body and Soul, tro God and Saint Peter and the Church of Burch, 
with all his Lands in Codeſtock, and Glapetorp, both in Wood and 
Arable and Mcadows *, &c. And for the confirmation of this Donation 
miſit vadimonum ſuum ad Altare, ramum ſc. viridem bis in die, quendam 
Monachum Eccleſie. Upon this condition, that he for his life ſhould have 
the dict of a Monk, and four Servants of his the diet of a Afiles from 
the Church : and that at his death they ſhould receive him in the habit of 


a Monk.

The year before he dyed 1154. Galfridus Chave, and Fol. tis Brother gave 
two ſhillings a year, for the light on the Altar : halt to be paid upon 
Al-Saints, the other at Eaſter. 

Theobald Archbiſhop of Canterbury at the defire of this Aariin con 
firmed the Charter of Robert formerly Biſhop of Lincolm, concer- 
ning the Church of Karin with all its appurtenances ; but in what 
year | cannot find *. The Charter runs thus, To the Archdeacon of Northamp 
ton and all others. Sciatis me conſecraſſe Eccleſiam de Carltona, que fuit capel- 
la ſubjetta Ecclefie de Cottingham \, & hoc fect requiſitione dominorum Carlton. 

Et Otberns de Cottingham concefſit «i 
preditta Eccleſia Carlton cum ſuo camiterio conſecraretur, &c. 1 he condition 
of this was, that Kobere Son of Richard ſhould give to the fame Church 
one Oxegang of Land ; Walter Ponhar another ; Ralph de Pippewell, half au 
Oxegang \, and the people of the Village XV. Acres, & a dwelling houl: 
for the Prieſt. Which conditions if they were not fulfilled, the Cha- 
pel was to return to its former ſubjeftion unto Certingham. Osbert was to 
have the right of Patronage ; and to find a fit Clerk to ſerve God, and the 
Pariſhioners there. 

The ſame Robert: Biſhop of Lincoln made a compoſition between thc 
Church of Burch and of $ uy L about the Church of Haltharge, viz 
that the Monaſtery of Spaldin uvld pay yearly to the Abbot of Barch 
ſixteen ſhillings and four pence, out of the Church of Haltbarge, and vut of 
the Lands they had in that Pariſh, and out of one Oxegang of Land in 
Walcoie, And the ſame Monaſtery conſented that the Abbot of Burch 
might ereCt a Chapel in Walcote, and conſecrate a burying place belopg. 
ing toit : yet fo, that the Monks of Spalding ſhould preent the Priclt, 
that ſerved in that place ; and none ſhould be buried there without the con 
ſent of the Prior and Monks of Spalding. The Abbot of Burch allo ſtood 
bound to and give in a commodious place, wnam manſuram terra - 
for the dwelling houſe of the Prieſt which there officiated. 

It would be too long to mention all the Lands which he recovered , 
that had been held by rich and potent men from the Church , ſome of 
which are taken notice of in Hugo: and all the Ordinances he made, 
among which this was one; that in the principal Feſtival of the A 
ſtles St. Peter and St. Pal, ſeven Wax Candles ſhould be lighted befor: 
the Altar, and fowr upon it, 4 [Ons ad finem *, | hal 
only note that Hago, concluding his » gives this CharaQter of him ; 
that all loved and teared him too, for his honeſty and his holineſs : and 
that in all the time he governed, which was ewenry ( it ſhould be one 
and - rwenty ) years, fix months and eight days, neither Monk nor 
ſtranger wanted any thing, but rather were provided for in abundance. 
He fell ſick and took his Bed upon the Sunday before the Nativity of 
our Lord; . and died not long after on the fourth of the Nones of 
January, as he reckons ( inthe Kalander it is Fax. 3. when he was com» 
memorated ) in the year 1155. So the Chron. of Fobn Abbot MCLY. 
obuit Martinus Abbas Burgi, ſucceſſuu Wilkelmus de Waterville.

The ſame day that Martin dyed, all the Monks met together, that 


they might chuſe one of their own body, to be their Pater, Paſtor and 
Cuſto: : tearing leſt, by delay, ſome ſtranger might get in by money, and

domineer over them. The manner of it was this ; they choſe twelve of the

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Seniors and Wiſemen out of their whole number, to make an Elettion | 
for them; it being very hard for a multicude to agree in one man, Bur ' 
chey firſt made them ſwear upon the holy Goſpels and the holy Reliques, ! 
that they would at ſincerely; and be moved in their choice neither by 
love nor hatred, cc. Which they alldid ; Huge the Eldeſt (whom | 
rake to have been the Author of this Hiſtory ) beginning to take the 
Oath ; and all the reſt following : after which the whole Convent ſwore | 
that they would chuſe him in whom thoſe 12 ſhould agree, This being done 

the 12 went into the Abbot's Chamber; aad the Prior, with the relit that 

remained in the Chapterhouſe, ſung the Seven Pſalms, and prayed God 

to direct them by the grace of his holy Spirit : which the 12 alſo begged 

' by ſinging Yeni Creator Sjyiritns: and then conferred among themſ.lves. 

And it was agreed that Hugo the Eldeſt of thee, ſhould hear every one 

of them conteſs, and tell what God had put in their heart : Which be- | 
ing done he asked them if they would know what every mans opinion was | 
ſingly. They ſaid no, but he ſhould declare ia whom the Major part 
of them agreed : to which he replied, that they were all in a manner 
in one man, W.llian de Waterville, and if any one were againſt 
it,he had liberty ſtill ro contradiCt it. But they were fo far from oppoling ir, 
that they all conſeated : and entering into the Chapterhouſe, and there 
declaring what they had done, the whole company praiſed God, And 
the day after,having performed the Obſequies of the deceaſed Abbot, Re- 
maldus the Prior, and Hugo, with the Abbot EleCt went to the King 
( Henry ll.) then at Oxford, Who upon inquiry finding the Convent 
really deſired ir,- confirmed the Eletion by his Charter. 

After which Te Dewm being ſung, and prayers made, the Abbot did 
his homage to the King ; then repaired to Robert Biſhop of Lincols : 
who prefixing him a day and glace, gave him his benediCtion ; and there. 
upon he was inſtalled at Burch on the Sunday called Sexageſmna, with a 
ſolemn proceſſion of Abbots, Monks, Clergy and Laymen. 

In the beginning of the inſuing Lene he found there was a great want 
of Proviſions in the Monaſtery : which he preſently began to buy, and con- 
tinued foto do, both Wheat and Malr, Oats and Beans, Fleſh, Cheeſe 
and Wine, with all other things neceſlary till the Feaſt of St. Bartholomew. 
This was a very great expence : and yet he moreover diſcharged ail the 
Debts of his Predeceſlor ; which were 300 Marks of Silyer ; beſides 60 
more owing the King for intereſt, which he got him to pardon. He re- 
covered alſo the fee and the ſervice of Galfridus de la Afare, for a hundred 
Mark , which he gave the King, To whom he alſo gave an hundred 
Marks more, for the confirmition of Nine Knights Fees, which had been 
held by Earl Simon. Art the ſame time he built a Nunnery at Stanford 
in honour of God and St. AMchael;, and both fonnded and built tne 
Church there : in which he placed no tefs than forry holy Virgins. Who 
were to pay yearly to the Chantery of Baygh, a Noble of Silver as an ac- 
knowledgement : with ten Shillings to the Sacri/try out of the Church of 
St. Martins, which this Abbot purchaſed. 

it would be too long to mention particularly all the Land, Rents, 
or Penſions, which this Abbot bought, at London, Irtlingborough, Hargrave, 
| Eaſton, Warmington, Paſton, Walton, Cambridg and ſeveral other places. 1 
"will name only one; be purchaſed all the Village on this ſide the Bridge 
of Stanford : and redeemed tor a ſumm of money, fourteen houles, with 
the ground belonging to them, beyond the Bridge : which a certain 
Knight claimed as his Inheritance. He increaſed the Rents of the Mar- 
ket and Town of Burgh, and- built uſeful Offices ia all the Mannors be- | 
Oo 2 longing | 
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longing to the Church ;, and did a great many other good things ( be- 
ſides thoſe mentioned in Mr. G.) and had done more and greater ; it 
he had not been hindred, by great misfortunes and diſtubances which 
were given him ; both by falle domeſticks, and by ſome other rich men. 
Who accuſed himto the King, and to the Archbiſhops, 7 beobald, Thomas 
4 Becket, and Richard ( who ſucceeded them ) fo that at lait he was, by 
the anger of the King, depoſed in the Chapterhouſe of Burgh by Rebcre 


Archdeacon , before a multitude of Abbots and Monks : being neither |. 


convicted of any crime, nor confeſling any, but privily acculed to the 
Archbiſhop by ſome Monks. 

This is all that Hugo ( if he lived to write the end of this great man ) 
faith concerning his depolition, Gervaſus in his Caronicon ſaith more, that 
the Archbiſhop himſelt came to the Abbey of Burgb and depoſed (Will. 
manifeſtis culpis accuſatum & convittum ;, but ſaith not what they were. 
Nor doth Kadulphus de Diceto give any account of them, but only faith 
maltis impetitus notoriss, being charged with many notorious crimes and 


convicted of them, in the preſence of the Archbiſhop, he received the | 


ſentence of depoſition 3. Kaland. Novembris, Nay Gervaſe in another 
place ( in the life of Richard Archbiſhop of Canerbury) faith not fo 
much, but only that he depoſed the Abbot of Burgh certis ex cauſu, for 
certain reaſons. John Bromton indeed ( who ſaith the Archbiſhop came 
hither a little before Chriſtmas) and Roger Hoveden, ( as Mr. G. hath 
obſerved) aſliga the reaſons z which I cannot contradict : though it ſeems 
ſomething $7 hy a man, who was brought in with ſuch an Univer- 
ſal kindneſs of the ſociety, and did ſuch abundance of good, ſhoyld be 
guilty of the violence which the ficſt of them mentions; and of ſuch Sa-

But the money appearing to have been 
borrowed, non pro wtilitate, ſed pro gravamine Monaſteris, Pope Lucius 
abſolved the M » «ab impet«tione tam creditorum, fidepuſſorum , 
freeing them from all obligation to pay the money 4 borrowed 5 as 
appears, the Bull ſaith, by the writing of Pope Zucins. Whereupon Uy- 
ban, being induced by theſe reaſons, avd moved by the deſire of Ki 
Henry, again confirmed the depoſigion, as Alexander had dage : _ 
again abſolved them from that debt, of which they had been ac- 
quitted in the judgment of his Predeceſſor Zacins, Thinking it but 
reaſonable that a debt which was remitted them communis jars: <quite#e, 
ſhould be relaxed allo, fpecials Apoſtolica ſedis indulgentia.

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But whatever his crimes were, for which the King was incenſe« 
againſt him, he had been once very much in his fayour ; and procured 
from him a confirmation of all the priviledges granted by the Kings 
Grandfather. Two of his Charters are very remarkable, which run in 
the form of precepts. One is, omnibus militibus Abbatis de Burgo;, whom 
he commands without delay, quod faciatis Abbati de Burge ſervtinm ſuum 
quod ei facere debetis : and that not only in the preſent ſummons to ſerve 
in the Army in Wales but in all other intirely and fully. Which if chey 
did nor do, he tells them his Sberiffs ſhould proceed againſt them accor. 
ding = Law, Picecomites mei, in quorum balrvis terras habetis, juſtificent 
vos, &c. 

The other is to all his Juſtitiaries, Sheriffs, and Miniſters, Precipio quod 
Willelmus Abbas de Burgo teneat bene C* in pace , CO libere & quiete & 
juſte & bonorifice. Ofto Hundreda ſua, cum omnibus libertatibus, C& liberis 
conſuetudinibus ſuis ; & juſtitiam ſuam de ofto Hundredis ſuis, ficut aliquis 
anteceſſorum ſuorum , meluus Cf liberins &f quietius & honorificentius te- 
nu, &c, 

| find an agreement made in his time between the Sacriſt of Burgh, 
and Reginaldus lam his Vicar, that the ſame Reginald ſhould ſerve

Our Hiſtorian ( whom, from this time torward | take to be 
Kobert Swapham \, for by the very writing it appears a new man begins to 
carry on the ſtory where Hugo left) faith he was Prior Eccleſie Chriſts 
Cant. ( which is the ſame it will appear preſently ) and was elefted Abbot 
at Wincheſter. 

All agree he was made Abbot in the year MCLXXVII. in the begin 
ning of which I find him ſtill Prior of Chriſts-Church. For William Thorn 
in his Chron. hath ſet Cown a compoſition made between the Monks of 
St. Auſtin in Canterbury, and the Church of the Holy Trinity : which 
begins thus. Benedifius Prior + Conventus Eccleſie Chriſti Cant. nniverſis 
Chriſti fidelibus ſalutem, &c. and then, relating how he and Roger Elect of 
the Monaſtery of St. Aufin had changed certain Lands one with anc- 
ther ( which are there particularly mentioned ) it concludes thus, Fafta 
eſt autem hec compoſuio vel conventio, anno ab incarnattone Mfilleſmo 
CLXXFYII. ſeven year after the Murder of Thomas 4 Becket in his Church. 
Where,by the way, it may be obſerved, that this Roger had himſelt been a 
Monk of the Church of the Holy Trinity ( where Benedi& now was Prior ) 
and was keeper of the Altar, where Thomas was lain. 

As ſoon as Benedif& was here ſetled, he ſtraightway indeayoured to 
deſtroy the ill Cuſtoms, -which had crept into the Monaſtery ; to re. 
ſtore regular diſcipline ; and then to free the Church from the debts left 
by his Predeceſſor : of whom the Romans and many in England had ex- 
atted 1500. Marks, The Ornaments of this Church alſo were diſperſed 
and pawned in ſeveral places: which was ſuch a burden to this Abbot, thar, 
out of the load of grief he had upon his mind, he went to Canterbury 
with one Monk alone, and there ſtaid many days. 

When he had a little caſed, and freed himſelf, not without much la- 
bour, from thoſe demands and vexations, he returned hither and gave 
his mind to Meditation in the holy Scri . They are the words of 
Sw who ſaith he compoſed himſelf wnww egregium volumen, one 
moſt excellent volume ( as they then accounted it ) de paſſione & miraculis 
Santti Thome : and cauſed a great many others to be tranſcribed for the 
uſe of the Monaſtery ; which are thoſe ſer down by Mr. G. out of Wit- 
tleſea, who did in this but tranſcribe —_ Who tells ns of a great |, 
many benefaCtions beſides thoſe named by Mr. G.. eſpecially in precious 
Ornaments beſtowed upon the Church ; which made his memory deſerve, 
as !is words are, to remain in benedidtion for ever. The principal were 
three rich Palls, and ſix Cheſibles : the laſt of which were black Embroi- 
dered with Golden Trees before and behind ; and full of pretious Stones 
from the: top to the bottom. He acquired aWfo many Reliques of Thomas 
a Becket, viz. his Shirt, his Surplice, and a great quantity of his Blood, 
in two Cryſtal veſlels; with two Altars of the Stone upon which he fell, 
when he was murdered. Whoſe he begun by William de Waterville, 
he finiſhed, rogerher with an Hoſpital, adjoyning to it. From whence | 
gather that Mr. G. is miſtaken in his opinion, about the place of it z 
which was not in the middle Arch of the Church- Porch, but at the gate 
of the Monaſtery ; and is now, as1 conceive, the School-bouſe. For = 
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about the Hoſpital was, as 1 learn from a Charter of King Richard | *. 
Wherein this benefaCtion of Benedit's is remembred. It contains a grant 
of all the Lands ſomerimes beloaging to Thuroldns de Sutona, unto his 
beloved and faithful Clerk Magiſter Damianus ;, to have and to hold them 
de Hoſpitali Santi Thome Martyris, juxta portam Eccleſue de Burg, which 
Land was the parchace of Benedii# Abbot of Burgh, and aſſigned by him 
to the aforeſaid Hoſpital, i» perpernam Elzemoſynam : Upon this condition, 
that the aforclaid Damianss ſhould pay out of it yearly to the Almoner 
of the Church of Burgh, one Mark of Silyer ; and after his deceaſe the 
whole Land to return to the aforeſaid Hoſpital. It is dated at Spire 
20. of Nyvemb. in the fifth year of his Reign, per mann Will. Eleyenſis 
Epiſcops Cancellari. 

But this is more fully cleared by the Chron, MS. of Fobn Abbot who 
laich expreſly that this Chapel of St. Thomas was at the Gate of the Mona- 
ſtery. Ad An. MCLXXV. Solomon Prior Elienſis fattus eft Abbas Thorney- 
enſu, & BenediBus Prior Cantuarienſis fabus eſt Abbas Burgi. Qui fecit con. 
ſtruere totam Navem Eccleſie Burgs ex _—_ ligno a Turri uſque ad fron- 
tem. Er Cajellam in honorem Santi Martyris ad portam Maonaſterii. 
He begun alſo that wonderful work, as Swapham calls it, juxts bra- 
cinum ;, but did not live to finith it. The Abbey ia his days was full of 
all good things; inthe Convent there was joy and peace in his houſe 
aoblenet(s and cxaltation z among the Servants in the ſeveral Offices, jo- 
cundoeſs and mirth, the greateſt plenty of meat and drink; and at 
the Gate a gladſome reception without any mucmuring of the Gueſts or 
Nrangers, 

He procured a large Charter from Rich. I, in the firſt year of his Reign, 
dated at Canterbury, confirming to them all their Lands and Poſleſſions 
in the ſeveral Counties of the Realm ( which are particularly enumera- 
ed) in perpetnam Eleemoſynam. And thereby it appears that Benedit re- 
covered the aforeſaid Lands in Sarron,with the Mill and appurtenances,from 
Toorald Son of Anketillus, who reſtored them to the Church, as part of its 
Demeans. And afterward alſo purchaſed of the Nephews and Heirs of 
the ſame Thorald, Puleſeate, Badigtune and Bernack and other Lands, 
which Gaufridus Son of Gaufridus gave tothe Monaſtery : with a great 
many other things, worth the remembering, if I had roomto inſert them.

There was a great controverſie in his time between Baldwin Arch- 
biſhop of Cant. and the Monks of the Holy Trinity ( where Bereditt had 
been Prior ) about Roger de Nerreis, whom the Archbiſhop had made Prior 
againſt the will of the Monks, and ſome other thinges. About which the 
Pope ſent over a Cardinal a /atere ; who with King Richard, his Mother, 
and a great many Biſhops and Abbors, made peace and a fin1l agreement 
between them, unto which they all ſet their Seals, and among others, Bene- 
diftus Abbas de Burgo, An. 118g *, 

Three years after Hugo the Biſhop of Durham being Excommunicated 
by Gaufridus Archbiſhop of York, and appealing to Pope Celeſtine he 
ſent his Letters direCted to the Biſhops of Lincoln and Rocheſter, & di- 
lefto ſmo Abbati de Burge, requiring that in their Churches they ſhould 
declare the Excommunication to be yoid. Which Letter Jobn Bromton hath 
ſet down at length ad An. 1192. 

The next year this Abbot dyed, as the Chron. Johan. Abbatis tells us

The Counſel he gave about the Kings redemption is thus related by 
Swapham. Many of the Nobles being of opinion that ren of the beſt Cities 
of the Kingdom ſhould be fold, and with that money his Ranſome paid, 
this Abbot being extreamly afflicted to think of the diſgrace and damage 
it would be to the Realm, humbly adviſed them to have all the Chalice:

His Conſtitution, wherein with the conſent of 
the Brethren, he orders how the four Stone of Wax ſhould be yearly ſpent, 
is. as follows. That it ſhould be delivered to the Keeper of the Altar

St. Peter one Wax Candle of five pound weight ſhould burn continually 


before the great Altar, fromthe beginning of the firlt Yeſpers, till after the | 
completorium of the Feſtival. In like manner in the four Feſtivals of St. Ae 


yy, and in thoſe of St. Oſwald, St. Kyneberge, St. Kyneſwithe, and St. Tibbe. 
What remained of the four Stone of Wax, and was left after the com- 
pletoriam of thoſe Feſtivals, he was to take care ſhould be ſpent every 
day ad miſſam Sanite Marie. ; 

There is another agreement between him and the Abbot of Crowland,

Be it knowen to all that be olywe, and to all that ſhall come here after 
that the Bounde of Fynfete, which is made mention of in the Fyne betwix 
Akary Abboe of Peterburgh and his Covent, and Henry Abbot of Croyland 
and bis Covent , it is ſet in an Angyl beſyde a Plot that is called now a days 
Nomanflind berwix the waters of Weland and of Nene. Wich water of 
Nene hath its courſe direitly from thence until Croyland-Brig, after the courſ 
of water be the wich men rowe from Croyland aunts Doweſdale,on the South ſyde 
of a Croſſe ſet there. And the water of Weland-hath his courſ direitly from 
Croyland Brig wnto Nomanſland Hyrum, by a water called Twandam Dyke :

He bought Land at Stowe near uy 4. where Abbot Robert after- 
ward built houſes: and the cuſtom being that the Abbot ſhould have the 
Auxilia Sant; Michaelis before mentioned, from Alwallon and Flettune, viz. 
twenty Mark ; he gave 15. to the Convent, and left only 5. to his Suc- 
cellors : which Abbot Roberr alſo aſſigned to the Convent. This geodneſs 
therefore of his, ſaith Swapham, delerves to be had inevyerlaſtingremem- 
brance : and yet it would be tedious to tell the perſecutions he endured, 
Which were exceeding great, from a hard King, and from untamed Tyrants, 
from Forreſters, and other Miniſters ; the days then being very evil ; becauſe 
there was great diſcord inter Regnum C Sacerdotium, between the Civil and 
the Eccleſiaſtical power, For they that ſhould have defended the Church 
took Arms againlt it ; and they who ſeemed to be friends of Religion en- 
deavoured to deſtroy ir. 

There had been a Petition preferred by the Almoner of Bargh ( in his 
Predecellors time ) to Pope Clement ;, ſhowing that he having no Eccle- 
ſiaſtical benefice belonging to the Almonry , whereby he might be able 
to keep good hoſpitality, was williag to aſſign the Church of AMakeſcia 
to that ule, if the Abbot and Convent, who had the right of pre- 


ſentation would conſent, Whereupon the Pope moved Hugo Biſhop 
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of Lincoln 40 vie bis Authority to perſwade thery to grant the fait 
Parſonage, tothat uſe : which Hugo did, aud Pope Celeſtine alterward cOn- 
framed the Grant of the Church of Adakdſers aud Normanby with all theu 
rtenances uwito the uſe of the Almogry. After which Acarins, by

This Abbot did many other memorable things, for the benefit of the 
Infirmary, and of the Monks Chamber : and many things were done by 
others,in his time ( particularly Robert de Tot, by the will and afſent of 
Aharins, whom hecalls his Lord, gave ſeven acres of Arable Land in Pa- 
' ſton, to the Chapel beate Afarie de Parco ) which 1 cannot ſet down ;, with-: 

out inlarging this Supplement too much beyond the bounds, to which 1

One wbing done in his time I muſt not ſorget : which is a Bull ſent from

tion, the Abbot being ſolicitous, had petitioned the ſaid Gregory, that 
it might not be necellary for them to come to the Apoſtolical See for the 
benefic of abſolution and diſpenſatioa ; he, in confideace of his diſcreti- 
on, granted him power to abſolve them in all the forenamed caſes ( ex- 
cept ſuch enormous excelles in laying hands on any body, as might 
ſeem fir ro be referred to the Sze Apoltolique ) after fatisfation made 
to thoſe who had been injured : And that he ſhould proceed againſt the 
Simoniacal Monks according to the conſtitution in a General Council ; 
and ſuſpend thoſe who, in contempt of Eccleſiaſtical diſcipliae, had of. 
ficiated in the Church during their Excommunication, for two years 4 ſ«c- 


ter life, 
Several compoſitions alſo made by himI muſt omit; and conclude as 


R. Swapham doth, that this good man governed the Monaſtery for about X, 
years; and was ſuch an example to all of order, honeſty, kindneſs, and 


both in the cloyſter and in the World. And particularly he was extroardi- 
nary kind tothe Convent ; unto whom he ſent meat every day from his 
own Table, for the conſolation of the Brethren : which the Prior divided 
among them. The like he did to the domus infirmorum ;, ſending fleſh-mear 


Domini, niſi per quaſdam veſtrum ſtetiſſet, &c. My Maſters, my M-ſters , 
had not ſome of you hindred, 1 had done much good to you. Which 
lay ing ( faith Swapham, from which we may gather helived in this time) 
was not underſtood by us then; but after his death we perceived why 
he ſaid this, and knew of whom it was meant. But itis no matter, faith 
he, they are gone ; they lifted wp themſelves,and the Lord hath caſt them down. As 
for this good man, he never rendred evil for evil toany man ;, but ſtudied 
more to be loved than feared : and out of mere reſpeCt to piety took 
in two and twenty Monks : by whoſe merits, and the merits of all the Saints, 
he prayes the Lord to grant this Abbot pardon, and eternal joy.

his Abbot, with whom this Church was happily provided ( but whe- 
ther by the Kings Nomination or no | find not; for the Chron. before 
named faith, ſome Abbeys proceeded immediately to chuſe their Abbots, 
that the King might not obtrude one upon them ) was a wiſe, diſcreet, 
-and honeſt man ; in all things very provident , as Swapham hath delivered 
his Character to us. Who relates a great many worthy things he had done, 
and gifts he had beſtowed on the Church, while he was only Sacrif. 
Among which that of making rbiry glaſs Windows, which before were 
ſtuffed with Reed and Straw, was one of the leaſt. He made one Win- 
dow alſo of Glaſs inthe Regalare Locutorium,, another in the Chapterbouſe 
on the ſide where the Prior fat ; nine in the Dormitory; and three in the: 
Chapel of St. Nicolas, He made the whole Chancel of Oxney and a Table / 
with the Image of the Bleſſed Virgina upon the Altar. He augmented 
alſo the Dormutory, and made private Chambers : and then built a Lar- 


goodneſs of his, moved the Convent with one conſent to raiſe him to 
a higher ſtation, by chuſing him for their Abbot : whom they preſented 
to King Jobn at Wincheſter, upon the day of the Aſſumption of St, Mary. 
Being kindly received by him, he went to Northampron, and there on St. 
Barnaby's day received from Hugh 2. Biſhop of Lincoln, ordinationis ſue 
benedittionem. 

As ſoon as he returned home, he offered a rich Cope and a Pall: and 
then made it his buſineſs to deliver the Country from that grievous (la- 


at that time domineered over men. Mr. G. hath given ſome account of 
it ; I ſhall only add that this deafforeſtation was made in the year 1216. 
as appears by the agreement made between this Abbot, and the Afibres 
and Francolani, who had any intereſt in the Naſſe of Burgh: which is 
annexed to the Deſcription of all the woods, and their names, and the names 
of thoſe to whom they belonged, when it was diſafforeſted. la the year 


before which ( 1215. ) King Jobs had granted his Charter confirming all | 


the liberties of the Church : which was confirmed by Pope Inmecent the 
Third, as may be ſeen in Marth. Paris; and there is the very ſame in our 
Records at the end of Swapham. 

Beſides the benefaftions mentioned by Mr. G. ( the firſt of which was 
only covering the Abbots Hall with lead verſus clauſtrum, in that part 
next the Cloyſter ) 1 find divers others, no leſs memorable. For he gave 
four Marks of Silyer to the Infirmary : and eight Shillings cuſtodi Hoſpi- 
tum, to buy Matts and other neceſſaries for his Office : and got a Bond 
out of the bands of the Jews, for five and thirty Mark ; upon which 
they demanded a vaſt jiumm of money, it being an old debt. He freed 
allo the Tenants of this Church in the Mannor of Sranwir, 4 ſetta Un 
dreds de Hecham, for a ſumm of money which he gave to the Earl of Fe-

rers, 
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rers, He purchaſed likewiſe the Adyowſon of the Church of Clopron, and 
gave two Marks of Gold, and his own Silver Cup, ad feretrum Santte Ky- 
neburgs. He made the new inward gate, and the new Stable for the Ab- 
bots Horſes; and the /-varimm near the Church-yatd. He built not only 
the Hall of Collingham, but of Stowe, which Martin Abbot afterward 
changed : and a Chamber at T inewell, another at Coartinghaw, a Summer. 
houſe at Srarwick,; with a Chapel, and almoſt finiſhed the Chapel at Ker- 
tring. Barns he built in ſeyeral places, and erefted the great building 
beyond the Bakehouſe and Malthouſe : and by a plea _ the Abbot 
of Croylend obtained the power of incloſing as much as he pleaſed of the 
common Paſture, in the Marſh of Pykirke, and made it ſeparate - and, 
fading the Church-yard too ſtrait, he gave to the honour of God and of 
his Church, a part of his own Vineyard to inlarge it 5 for the Burial of 
the Monks, and of their Parents and Friends : which he ſurrounded al- 
ſo with a ſtrong and high Wall. 

Anciently the Abbot and Convent received 60. Marks of Silver yearly 
from Fickertune and Scoters for their Clothes and Shoes : which he Cading 
to be too little, added 20. Mark more. And twenty ſhillings alſo for 
the celebration of three Feaſts in Copes ;, viz. the Transfiguration of 
our Lord, the Tranſlation of St. Thomas, and the birth day of St. Hugh. 
For Hugb Biſhop of Lincoln who dyed in the year 1200. was canonized 
a Saint by Pope Honorius 2. in this Robert's time An. 12200, The Bull is 
at large, in the Records at the end of Swapham®; ditected to the Biſhop, 
Chapter, Clergy and people of the Dioceſs of Lincoln: bearing date 
from the ſame place, and the ſame day and year, with that in Aartthew Pa 
ris, who hath fer down but a little ſcrap of it. 

In his time the Monaſtery petitioned Pope Gregory the g. repreſenting 
the danger they were in, to loſe ſome T which they had held from 
the very Foundation of the Church ; aſe ſome Deeds concerning 
them were loſt, or could not be found : and therefore deſiring that he would 
command ſome very old men ts be examined about this matter, before 
they dyed ; leſt they ſhould loſe all poſſible proof of their right. Where- 
upon the Pope ſent his Apoſtolical Letters to the Priors of Deeping, and 
St. Lronard in Stamford, and to the Dean of —_ that they ſhould 
hear and examine ſuch Witneſſes as the Abbot Convent could pro» 
duce; and cauſe their teſtimony to be Recorded, and to make a pub- 
lick Inſtrument thereof. Datwm Laterari 7. Kaland. April, Pontif. noſtri 
Anno 7. 

And here it may be fit to mention the Council of Leterane, unto which 
there was a general citation, ſaith Swaphars, thoughout Chriſtendom : info

While the Abbot was at Rome King John demanded the whole mili- 
tary ſervice of the Abbor. Whoſe Attorneys complaiaing that. they 
could not. juſtitiare milites libertatis Burgs ( make theſe men do their duty ) 
the King commanded their fees to be deſtrained. Which when the 
Attorneys ſaid they could not do, the King gave away the Land of Nic. 
de Baſſingburn to Baldwinus de Gynes;, and the Land of Roger de Torpel , 
to Will. Blome ;, and the Land that was Rad. de Dyvein Upton, to Rob. de 
Nevile of Scottone : and the Land of Richard de Watervile to Will. de Palmes 
and the Land of Will. Andegavenſi in Chirchefeild, to Ale Furneis 3 and 
the Land of Hugo Was in Deeping with the appurtenances to Will. de 
Bruere;, and fo he difj of the reſt of the Lands. And commanded 
Will. de Aundres ble of Rockingham that he ſhould deſtrain all the 
military feods : and that he ſhould not meddle with the demeſne of the 
Abbot, but let it be undiſturbed, urpore laberam Domini Reg 1s. 

Theſe feods 1 ſuppoſe were reſtored, upon their tubmiſſion, for 1 find 

a Marginal Note *, that Rog. de Torpel refuſed to ſerve unleſs the Ab- 
bot paid his expences: upon which his Eſtate he held of the Abbot being 
CEIIIEY he ſcarcely obtained the favour to ſerye upon his own 
proper Cnarges.

dayes, a conyenient portion of Bread and Ale. 

What the Religious part of the obſervation of theſe days was in this 
Church, I have net yet found : but in other Churches it appears to have 
bccn very ſolemn and great. Particularly in that of Weſtminſter ( where 
they were of the ſame Order with the Monks of this Church ) Anni- 
verfaries we e about this time kept in all regards, very magnificently. For 
example, Abbot Walter ( who dyed not long before Rob. Lyndſey's days An. 
1191. ) gave the Mannor of Padington to that Church, and totally 
deputed it, to this uſe, for the celebration of his Anniverſary, on the 
Feaſt of St. Coſmas and Damian, On which day he requires the Almo-. 
ner to provide for the whole Convent, Simnella, Gaſtella, Canaſtella, 
Brachinella and Wafras : and to every one of the Brethren one Galon of 
Winegcum tribus bonis pitancis7y with three good diſhes of Meat(called pitancias 
ſrom the word Piety, and thence alſo called Afſericordis, now called in 
the Colledges exceedings ) and alſo good Ale in abundance before the Bre. 
thren at all the Tables, as upon other Feaſts and Anniverſaries it was wont 
to be found by the Celerarins, in the great Tankard of five and twenty 
Galons. For the ordinary gueſts, who ſhould that day dine in the Re- 
feftory, he requires him to provide rmwo diſhes of Meat, with Bread and 
Wine, and Ale honourably and abundantly: and for the more honou 
rable perſons make the ſame proviſion, as for the Convent. Ard be- 
lides, find for all comers whatloever, from the hour that the Table con- 
cerning, the Anniverſary was read in the Chapterhouſe, untill the Com- 
pletorium of the next day, both in Meat and Drink, Hay and Oats all 
things neceſſary : nor was entrance to be denyed to any perſon, whether 
Footman or Horſeman, He was to make proviſion alſo tor the Nuns of 

Qq Holborn, 
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Holborn, for the Servants of the Monaſtery, and for three hundred poor 3 
every one cf which was to have a loat of Bread, ( of the ſame weight 
with the Bread of the Convent) and a pott of Ale : aud they who had 
go Vellels might drick pro woluntate, as much as they pleaſed. And, to 
omit the reſt, there was after all, Afede to be provided, for the Convent 
«4 potum charitatis. 

As for the Religious part of the Ceremony, it was after this manner. 
On the vigils of the forenamed day, the Prior and the Convent ſang, 
Placebo and Dirige, with three lellons 5, as on other princip.1 Anniverſaries 
they were wont, with ringing ot Bells : two Wax-Candles burning conti- 
nually at his Tomb( which was on the South fide of the Cloyſter ) from the 
ſaid Vigils, to the end of the Maſs da Requem, which was ſung the next day. 

On the Anniverſary of Richard de Crokeſley, who dyed as long after 
this time, asthe other did before it ( 1258. ) there wasa far greater folem- 
nity : for which he gave the Mannors of FHampeſtede and of Stoke with 
other Rents. It began with ringing of Bells, the evening before, for 
which they received xiii s. iii 4. and the next day after Maſs, there were 
Alms given to a thouſand poor people : and for fix days following to five 
hundred every day ; to every body a peny, &c. And he ordained that 
four Monks ſhould every of thoſe days ſay Maſs for his Soul at four ſc- 
veral Altars : four Wax Candles burning at his Tomb, during the Maſs, 
if he was buried in the Monaſtery ; if without it, then two of the Can- 
dles were to burn at the Altar of the Holy Trinity, the other two at the 
Altar of Edward the Confeſſor. Provided that upon his Anmverſary four 
Wax-Candles ſhould burn all day about his Tomb, or betore the Altars 
now named, for which he aſlizned three pound, &c. This was agreed in 
the Chapterhouſe on the Friday after the Feaſt of St. Barnaby 1256. ar.d 
he gota confirmation of it from Alexander 4. But ten year aiter his 
death they obtained a Modification of this Anniverſary from Pope Cle- 
ment IV, according as the Abbot of Waltham and other Delegates appoir» 
ted for this buſineſs, ſhould think fir to moderate it, 1 omit many 
others, which are in a MS. Hiſtory of that Church written by Fobn Fleete 
o _ of that Church : which he collefted out of better writers than 

imſelf, 

| Afﬀter ſome ſuch manner no doubt, Anniverſaries were obſerved in this 
Church of Burgh : for I find that in Akarins his time, Hugo de Longo Campo, 
Son of Henry de Longo Campo, out of reſpect to God Md the Salvation 
of his Soul, granted all his Land in Eyliſwurthe, viz. quadraginta ſex ſo- 
lidatas terre in liberam puram ac perpetuam Eleemoſynam, for the makin 
of his Anniverſary, cum debita ac ſolta ſolemnitate, with due and with uſual 
ſolemnity. Which Charter of his was afterward confirmed by Huber: 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury *. 

Immediately after that Statute about the forenamed Anniverſaries, there 
follows a Conſtitution ( which 1 ſuppoſe therefore was made by this ſame 
Abbot Robert ) direCting what was to be done when any part of the Body 
or Blood of our Lord in the Sacrament, by negligence fell upon the 
Ground , or upon a Matt, Carpet, or the like. Concerning which 
two other Conſtitutions follow ; with verſes comprehending the ſenſe 
of them : which 1 have tranſcribed and put in the: Appendix. 

This Abbot lived in evil days ( which makes the many good things 
he did beſides theſe the more commendable ) there having been great 
diſcord, as Swapham obſerves, between the King ard the Church, inſo- 
munch that the Kingdom was interdicted for above fix years : after which 


followed cruel and moſt ſhameful Wars between the King ard his Nobles ; 
in 
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in which Charches were broken down and*deſtroyed, and what was in 
them was pillaged and carried away. After he had governed Nine year 
and ten months he dyed, in the Feaſt of Criſpinus and Criſpiniams. It 
ſhould be ezght year, for he began to govern in the year 1214. and all 
agree he dyed in the year 1222. So the MS. Chron, Fohan. Abbatis. An. 

CCXXII. obiit Rok. de Lyndeſey Abbas Burgi, cns ſucceſſit Alexander Abbas. 
And fo Swapham himſclt. 

la which year, 1 fiad in the ſame Chronicon there was a Council held 
at Oxford in the Church of Ofney, by Stephen Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
where the Biſhops and other Prelates being generally preſent, ſome of 
the Inſtitutzou made in the-forenamed Council of Lateran, with ſome 
additions, for the reformation of the Clergy and people, were recited. 
Two of the moſt Noble of which ( as he calls them ) he ſets down. The 
firſs concerning the Prelates ;, that all of them both Biſhops and Abbots 
ſhould be bound to change every year, thele that waited on them ia their 
Chambers ; ut plures haberent teſtes ſue Sanftimonie & caſtitatis. The other 
belonging to Subjects , that all Monks and Nuns who were under a Rule, 
ſhould every year, openly in the Chapterhouſe, recite their profeſſion 
before the whole company , «t ſemper illius memores fiant ad Deum de- 
Vorrores. 

He was commemorated here on the day after Symon and Jude, as aps 
pears by the Kalander : where over againſt that day, I find Depoſitio Domins 
Roberti de Lyndſey : which doth not agree with Swapham's account, who 
places his death on the 25th of Oftober. 


ALEXANDER de Holderneſs. 


So named from the Country where he was born; which alſo gave 
the preceding Abbot the name of Lyndeſeye He was a man much beloyed 
by his Convent, becauſe he was a g Paſtor : who gave many y 
rich Veſtments to the Church ( mentioned y—_ in onins) 
and built, not only the Halls Mr. G. ſpeaks of, but the ſolarium magnum 
at the door of the Abbots Chamber, and a Celleyariam under it: and 
furniſhed the Church alſo, with that pretious Cryſtal Veſſel, as Swap- 
bam calls it, whgggin the blood of Thomas 4 Becket was kept, and with 
divers ReliqueWAnd he was about many other works, in which death 
ſtopt him ;, after he had governed four years complear. For he dyed 
on the ſame day he was choſen Abbot : which was the Feaſt of St. Edmund 
King and Martyr - or, ( as he faith a little after ) the Vigils of that day, 
An. 1226. And fo it is in the Kalender Nov. 17. ( it d be 19.) De- 
poſitio Alexandri Abbatis & Anniverſarum Reginalds de Caſtre © Matildss 
Uxoris ejus, The Chron. Fohan. Abbatis ;, agrees to the year, beginning 
An. MCCXXVI. with thele words. Ob. Alexander Abbas Burgi, cus ſuc- 
ceſſit Martinus. 

la his time the fifteenth part of all the Goods in England, were given 
to the King Hen.

F He made this compoſition with Baldwin de Ver of Thrapeſtone, from 
whom the Abbot and Convent claimed many payments, de auxilus Vice- 
coms & ſeltis Hundredorum C viſu franciplegit, &c. that he ſhould be free 
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from thoſe and all other demands, upon the account of his Lands in the 
Abbots VII. Hundreds, paying yearly on the Feaſt of St. Michael, halt a 
Mark of Silver, &c*. 

He made alſo a friendly confederacy with Hugo the Abbot of St. E4- 
mund, and their reſpective Convents : who by this league were tied in a 
Bond of ſpecial affection, for matual Counſel and 2lliftance for ever. 
It is ſet down at large, in Swapham *; but I ſhall on'y give the Reader 
ataſte of it. They were ſo linkt together, as to accovnt themſelves one 


being deſired, was immediately to go to his Convent ; and there before 
him they were to make a Canonical Eleftion; or if already made, they 
were todeclare it in his preſence. If the Friers of either place were by 
any Regny from their Monaſtery, the other was to receive them, 
and afford them a familiar refuge and aid : with a place in their Quire,

is Abbot among others ſigned the confirmation of the great Char- 
ter of England, and the Charter de Foreſta in the gtþ year of Her. 3. un- 
to which the great Bifhops and Abbots and Earls are witneſſes, and among 
the reſt Abbas de Burgo Sanfts Petr; ( but he is not named ) in the Arnales 
Burton ad An. 1224. 

But that which was moſt memorable concerning this Abbot is, the 
care he took about the VIIL Monks augmented by his Predeceſſor, which 
| find in a Charter by ir ſelf, in theſe rerms, Unoverſis Sanite Eccleſia filss, 
ad quos preſens ſcriptum pervenerit , Alexander permiſſione Dei Abbas de 
Burgo, ſalutem in Domino, &C. 


herein, out of his paternal care to provide well for thoſe eight 
Monks, which Robere his predeceſior had added to their wonrec 
number, and at the Petition of the Convent, he granted and corfirmed 
to the Celerary, all the new aſſerts belonging to the Monaſtery in Naſo 
Burgs (c. Belaſus with all its appurtenances, Glintonhawe, and the aſlart of 
Eſftuude and Franchawe, of the purchace of the forenamed Robert Abbot, 
of Wil. Go and all the Meadow in Norbwrch, to fird fifty feam 
of Wheat and threeſcore of Barley 3 and 80. of Oates, for the diink 
of thoſe VIII. Monks. He grants alſo to the Chamber of the Monaſtery, 
for the increment of thoſe Monks X. Marks of Silver, to the wonted Rent 
of LXX. Marks from Firkerton, Collinghaw and Scottere, ogg be paid yearly, 
at the 4. quarters, viz, XX, Marks at the Feaſt of the wy, &c. And 
beſides he grants to the ſame Chamber, all his Land in Tharibey with all 
the appurtenances, er. 
His pm Martin confirmed this Charter in the very fame words

The next year 1223. the ſame Chronicon tells us the Pope ſummoned 
a Council at Rome, but the ways were ſtopt by the Emperor, both by 
Sea and Land, to hinder auy from coming to it. Two Cardinals, many 
Prelates, both Biſhops and Abbots, and other Clergymen, eſpecially thoſe 
that went by Sea, were taken by the fayourers of the Emperor, Where.

Which H- 
go by the conſent of his Wife Dionyſia was a Benefaftor to the Abbey 
in Martin's time many ways z, as appears by ſeveral Charters of his at the 
end of Swapham Fol. » Oc. 


WALTER de S. Edmunde. 


This man though born at St. Zdmundsbury, was bred up here, as Mr. G. 
relates; and as Swaphaw tells us ( who gives a large account of his life ) 
was choſen Abbot by the unanimous conſent of the Monks. Art his in- 
ſtallation, he offered a great Pall Flowred with Peacocks ; with a rich 
Cope, and many other things of value. And then applied himſelf ro 
inlarge both the Buildings and the Reyenue of the h : for he 
made the entrance of the new Refeftory with great expences ; and ma» 
ny great buildings below his Palace : eſpecially that great Houſe, in 
which were two Horſe Mills and a Barn for Hay : and the Kitchin of 
the Abbot apud Grangias Burgi, one new Grange, and Boveriam novam 
covered with Stone. He renewed the Grange at T horp, and made a new 
Bovaria at Caſtre, at Warmington and at Owndle;, and a great many other 
places which Swapham mentions : where he ſaith he built an incredible num- 
_ » _ wy Granges, Or Oxſtalls, or Summer»houſes ;, belides Lands 
whi 

He augmented the Reyenue of the Infirmary with the increaſe of fifty 
ſeven Shillings, out of a certain Rent at Sramford which he bought. The 
Rents alſo of the Hoſpitalary he increaſed : and both procured ſeveral grants 
of Lands from other deyout people, and ſetled thoſe that had been former- 
ly given. For I find that Henry Rettor of Paſton, for the health of his Soul, 
and in gratitude for the Benefice he had received from Walter Abbot of 
Burgb, and the Convent there, gave, with his body, all the Lands he had 
in Paſten, in Burgh, in Wermington, &c. to this Church *®, Henry of Wer- 
mington his Nephew, gave likewife a great deal to the ſame Church. And 
Galfridus de Northbruc made a very great gift ofa Capital Meſſuage of his, 
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bruc, Makeſbeye, Nanton, and all other places where he had any eſtate ; 
which are particularly mentioned in his Grant *. 

He took an account of all the expences of the Granary, and of the 
ſtipends of Servants and Officers ; and eſpecially the expences on the 
ſeveral great Feaſts of the Church : which ſtill remain under this Title; 
explanatio liberationss & expenſe de granario Burgs per annum, C& de diverſus 
menſuris «(j iſdem, & de ſol. Servientium curie 1n tempore Abbatis Walters 
& ante. 

There aroſe in his time a great controverſie between this Church, and 
the Canons of Lands about the Church of Preheſle : and after a Jong ſuit 
| the Canons yielded it to Bargh , whereupon Pope Urben confirmed the 
Church of Bxrgh in the poſleſſion of it. | find agreements made between 
him and Rich. de Dumar about Woods, andthe bounds of them in Eſton ; 
and between him and Rob. de Burnebu, and others about Fſſarts in the 
ſame Woods ; which I can but juſt mentior, 

He was one of the Witneſles to the great Charter of the Liberties of 
England , granted by King Hexry in the XIX. year of his Reign, upon 
the Kal. of Jarmary. After the mention of which, there follows in our 
Records that folema Excommunication ( which was made eighteen year 
after 1253.) of all thoſe that infringed this Charter. Itisin Afarthiw 
Paru *: only in our Book there are theſe words added, which are not 
in him. Qi omnes teſtes andierunt cum Dominus Rex, non coattus, ſed pro- 
pria voluntate petiit quod omnes Archiepiſcopi, Epiſcops & Abbates excom+ 
municent ipſum Henricum nomize, i ipſe unquam veniret contra aliq articu- 
lum iſtius Charie, & omnes alios vementes contra eandem chartam, Et idem 
Rex tenuit candelam dum ſententia fuit pr ata.

Two years after 1237, followed the folemn dedication of this Church 
of Burg : Which Matth. Paris places in the next year 1238. when he 
ſaith that ſeveral noble Monaſteries in the Dioceſe of Lincoln, within the 
Fens were dedicated, by the venerable Biſhop of Lincoln, viz. Ramſey, 
Burgh and Sautrei, and that the Church of Burgh was dedicated quarto 
Calendar” Oftobris. But the Chron. Foban. Abbatis Burgi makes this to have 
been done, as | ſaid, the year before, and not on the 4:þ of the Kalends, 
but of the Nones, and by two Biſhops.

Which Scams 
are called Summe Regie *®, And there-isthis Note in the Margin, that 
before the time of this Abbor, till the making this Coarter, the Abbots 
were wont to pay the Celerarizs for the celebration of the priacipal Felti- 
vals eight Pound; to which this Abbot added forty Shillings, for cele 
brating the dedication of the Church, which 'was in his time : in all 
ten Pound. So that the ten pound before mentioned, the Celerarins received 
back again: and it isto be noted, that this Alliſe of Cora was fiiſt gran- 
ted, becauſe of the increment of . eight Monks . augmented by Abbot 
Robert. 

To which eight Monks this Abbot Walter added thirty more : which 
made the number inall an hundred and ter. But 1 ſuppoſe it was an 
aCt like that of Acharixs (who maintained ewo and twenty belides the uſu- 
at number ) which laſted for his own time only. Swaphanm's words are 
that he reccived them out of Charity, by divine Inſpiration, to ſerve 
Chriſt perpetually. Recepit iwrague Domino inſpirante, Caritatis intnits KNX 
Monaches, Jeſu Chriſto perpetue famulandos, The Biſhop of Offory, | mult 
add, to make this Fealt of the Dedication the more ſolemn, granted 
an indulgence ; wherein ten days of Penance injoyned are relaxed to 
all thoſe, who confcſling their fins and being tculy penicent, ſhould come 
to 'viſit the Church of St. Peter of Burgh, on the Feaſt of Dedication , 
for devotion ſake. It is in theend of the Appendix. 

In the next year all the Abbots of this Order were ſummoned to ap- 
pear at London in order to their Reformation, as the Chron. Joh, Ab- 


batis tells us. An. MCCXXXVIIT. Ortho Cardinalis ad reformationem ordinis | 


Santti Beneditti, omnes Abbates Nigri Ordinis London. convocauit. 

In what year he took his firſt journey to Rome 1 do not find : nor ſhall 
| add any thing about it or the other two, but what Mr. G. hath omit- 
ted. In his firſt journey he procured certain priviledges For the Church, 
which Swapham only mentions, but tells not what they were. When he 
returned from his ſecond, in which he went no furthes than Arnvers, he 
offered two pieces of rich Silk ; Of which two Copes were made by 
John of Holderneſs, the Subſacriſt. The third time he was called by a ſpe» 
cial Mandate, to anſwer the contempt with which he was charged, of 
granting the Church of Caftre according to the Kings commandment , 
contrary to the Proviſion of the Pope. For which he was not ſo ſhent 
as Mr. G. relates, if we may believe Swapham ; but procured his favour 
by that gift of ten pound a year out of his Chamber to the Popes Ne- 
phew : inſomuch that he got a great priviledge at that tim for the liber- 
ties of the Church, which begins thus ; Innocentins Servus, &c. and another, 
that none belopging to the Monaſtery, ſhould be forced ro go ultra duas 
dietas above two days journeys, in any cauſe before the Jndge-delegates : 
and ſome others, At his return he oft:red a precious Pall of Baldeksne, 
with the Image of the bl-Iled Virgin, - and her Son in her Arms. This 
was inthe year 1244. for then that larg* Charter of Pope Innocent the IVeh 
bears date, called Aygmum Previlegium ®. The Council at Lyons way held 
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the year after 1245. as the Chron. of Jobn Abbot informs us. There- 

fore all that Mr. G, hath out of Afatthew *Paris, belongs not to this 

time. : 

lo that very year which he mentions, the eighth year of his Abbor- 

ſhip ( which was 1241. ) the miles of the Abby were ſummoned to $x- 

ropesbury, to go to Wales * : whither the Abbor himſelf went ; and ſome 
Knights with him. Whoearneltly inſiſting ro have their expences, Horſes 
and Arms from che Abbot, he would by no means graat it : but com- 

manded them, by the Fealty they owned to the King and to him, to 
follow the King to Cheſter z which they did. The Abbot alſo came thi- 
ther, where they again made the ſame demands ; pretending that Stephen 
de Segrave had given judgment for them apud Lehayetayle, Ot whom 
when the Abbot had diligently inquired, he declared before him, and 
his family, that it was falſe; and faid the Knights ought ro defend the 
Abbot at theic own charge, with Horſes and Arms. Then they com- 
plained ro Hugh Earl of Hereford, Marſhal of the Army, who determi- 
ned the matter againſt them : and the Abbor commanded them, that at 
the fammons of the Marſhal, they ſhould be inrolled ; which they refuſed. 
3ot the Abbot ad caxtelam cauſed Radalph. de Ayſton and Hugo de Bernach, 
to be inrolled, and two Servants of his family pro ano milice : And fo 
the Abbot returned with good grace from the King ; and his Kaights , 
acither going nor coming could recover one farthing of him. The 
Sreward of the Biſhop of Lincoln, and other Prelates did the ſame. And 
by the diligence of the Abbot, he received from the Kings Exchequer, 
plenarie ſcutagium ſuum, ſc, de quolibet ſcuto X L. Sol. 

In like manner, in the time of Fohn de Calcets he had ſcutagium ſunm 
plenarie de diftis militibus: And when they complained to the King and 
the Magnates, that the Abbot ought to pay that ſeutagium out of his 
own Chamber, the Abbot made it appear thar he ought not. 

Ia that grand Priviledge of Innocent's, there is the ſame grant, which 
is mentioned in Greg. the IXrths; that they might ſay divine Service 
with a low voice, in the time of ageneral Interdict; the gates being 
ſhur, no Bells rung, and all Excommunicated and interdifted perſons 
excluded, Many other Bulls there were of his, as I noted out of Swp- 
bam, ſome of which remain. One of them imports, that by his Man- 


| date they ſtood bound ro pay to Opizoms Archdeacon of Parma, a Pen- 


lion of fifreen Mark yearly, untill they had provided him with fome Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Benefice, worth forty Mark of Silver yearly or more. But he 
now granted them this indulgence for the future, that they ſhould nor 
be bound ro provide any perion with a benefice for the future, againſt 
their wills ; nor receive any Letters Apoſtolical to that porpoſe; unleſs 
they made expreſs mention of this Indulgence, and faid that notwith- 
ſtanding any Apoſtolical Indulgence they muſt doit. Afterward Letters A- 
poſtolical were direfted from another Pope, © to «ſeveral Priors therein 
named, to ſee his Abſolution executed, which he had granted to the 
Abbot and Convent of Burgh, from the payment of ſuch Penſions ; when 
the perſon who received them would not accept of the Eccleſiaſtical 
Benefices, to which they offered ro preſent them, when they fell, Which 
{ome refuſed ; becauſe they had benefices already, but no' diſpenſa- 
tion to hold another : and ſo would have kept their Penfions, when 
a Benefice was provided for them, to the great grievatice of the Mo- 

ery. | 
Another of Innecent's, is dated from Lyons on the Xal. of Sepr. the ſe. 
venth year of his Pontificate, which ag little before his death. Where- 
r in, 
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in, they having repreſented their Monaltery to be built in a cold place, 
ſo that they could not without danger, in Winter time eſpecially, per- 
form divine Offices with heads uncovered; he grants them a licence , 
utends piless ipſorum ordins congruentibus, to uſe Capps ſuitable ro thei 
Order ;, according as the Abbot in his diſcretion ſhould thiak fit. 

Another is, that they having repreſented to him how great a diſtur- 
bance it was tO their deyotion, to have cauſes frequently referred to them 
by the Sce Apoſtolical, he grants them this lndulgence, that they ſhould 
not be bound, againſt their wills, to take Cognizance of any cauſe com- 
mitted to them, by the ſame S:e for the future : unleſs in the Letters of 
Reference, expreſs mention were made of this Indulgence. 

There 1s a Statute made by this Abbot, but I do nut fiad in what year, 
with the conſent of the Chapter, that on the Feaſt of the Dedication ol 
their Church, ( as upon the principal Feaſts of Sr. Peter and St. Paul 
ſeven Candles ſhould burn before the Altar, ſuper baccas, and four upou 
the Altar, a principio Matwinorum, uſque ad fiiem totius ſervitii : and that 
the A-m of St. Oſwald, as | noted before, ſhould be carried in proceſſi 
on on this feſtival, unleſs it had been carried on his own day. 

Out of a Meadow in Peykirk, which he bought of Roger Son of P.iganm de 
Helpſtona, he gave forty Shillings, to the celebration of his 04a Ann 
verſary, Viz. twenty Shillings for the recreation of the Brethren, and the 
other for the refeCction of the Poor, upon the day of his death. This Mea- 
dow Walkam his Succeſſor, made over to the Convent intirely, and war- 
rants it to them ;, that he and his Succeſlors might be freed from the pay- 
ment of that forty Shillings, 

Art the laſt time of his croſſing the Seas, he gave ſeveral pretious things, 
feretris trium Virginum ( viz. Kiniburge, Kiniſwith, and Tibbe) and a 
great number of Veſſels and Jewels, when he dyed ; which were all brought 
into the Chapterhouſe, and there diſpoſed according to the pleaſure of th& 
Convent. He was not well before he went; and the infirmity of his body 
was increaſed by his journey : ſo that he dyed not long after his return, Ar. 
1245. For whom Swapham makes this prayer; The Lord grant be may en- 
joy o—_ in the Land of the lwoing 1, by the merits of the Mother of 
God, and of St. Peter, and St. Benedict, and all the Saints, 

He was pious and merciful to all ; did nothing without the advice of 
his Brethen of the better ſort ; exaCted nothing unduly of his Tenants, 
whether rich or poor : But if any Man or Woman made their 
neceſſities known to him, he would burſt out into tears and take com- 
paſſion upon them. FT 

la ſome things he ated tepide, which he bewailed all his days : but 
he left the Abbey abounding in all good things ; ſtored with Horſes, 
Oxen, Sheep, and all Cattle in multitudes, and Corn in ſome places 
for three years. But after his deceaſe, Magiſter R. de Goſebek, to whom 
the King committed the cuſtody of the Abbey, waſted, and ſold, and, in 
a manner, carried all away. 

There were found in his Chamber when he dyed, a great many Cupps 
of Goldand Silver; whoſe weight and worth are ſet down in Swaphan, 
with fix filyer Plates, twenty nine Spoons, thirty gold Rings ; and a great 
deal of Riches beſides. Which is the more wonderful fince he was o 
very Charitable, and frequently gave Preſents, and Jewels of Gold 
and Silver, to King Henry, and Eleanor his Queen, and Prince Edward 
their Son, and tothe Nobles and great Men of E-7{and ( beſides what 


Mr. G. mentions) andall for the peace and tranquillity, and defence of 
the Liberties of the Church. k

Here a fir occaſion offers it ſelf ro mention the ſeveral donations be- 
ſtowed upon the forenamed Offices of the Monaſtery ( which they called 
Obedientias )) and the Names of their benefattors, which were very many , 
eſpecially to the Sacriſty , and to the Altars, Sanite Marie, and Sartts 
Crucis, in particular : but it would prolong this work too much, and 
ſwell it beyond the deſigned proportion, 

This William in the year 1248. obliged himſelf and Succeſſors, to ſeve 
ral things very profitable for the Convent. - For inſtance, 'that no com 


ties, no Wards granted, no Woods fold, without the conſent of the Con- 
vetit: no nor any thing of weight attempted, without their advice. Aud 
morc6ver that one or two Monks, ſhould without intermiſſion, be Cu 
ſtodei of the Mannors of the Abbot ; and two receivers of all the profirs 
of rhem ( one of them a Monk reſiding in the houſe, and one of the Chap. 
lains of the Abbot: And leſt in proceſs of time, the condition of the 
Convent ſhould be worſted, he granted and promiſed, that neither he 
nor his Succeſſors, wouid diminith their allowances, nor procure them tv 
be diminiſhed. And that the Parents, and acquaintance of the Mouk: 
ſhould be competently and ſufficiently provided, with better bread and 
beer than ordinary, out of the Celerary of the Abbot, &c. To which he tet 
his Seal, and the Chapter theirs. | | 

' In the ſame year he granted out of his mere liberalicy ro the Celera 
ry of the Church, his Mannor of Goſdkirk, with all the appurtenances ; 


eight pound Sterling, in which he and his Predeceſlors ſtood bound at the 
four quarters of the year, for the celebration of the principal Feaſts : 
and for the —_P Shillings which Walter his Predeceſſor gave, for cele- 
brating the Fealt of the Dedication of the Church. Yer ſo that be and: 
his Succeſſors, ſhould pay the increment of Wheat and Malt for the avg. 
mentation of the VIIL' Monks, throughout the whole year without ſub-

ln this year, as the Chron. nf ge us, the King demanded 
a Subſidy of all the Prelates, this William gave him an hundred Pound 
of Silver : preſently after which he reſigned his place ; bot he doth not 
tell us any reaſon, why he left it. His words are ad An. MCCXLVIIL Hen 
ricus Rex petiit ſubſidium a Prelatis. Willielmus Abbas Burgs dedit es C. may- 
cas argentis Ces cedents ſucceſſit Johannes de Kaletso. The cauſe which Marth. 
Paris ( who places this the year after 1249) aſſigns of his receding is 
lomething ſtrange; he having been ſo compliant, as I have related, 
with his Convent, and fo ſtudious of their good. And the damage 
they complained of was not fo great, but he had an honourable com.

He is as oft called Joh. de Calceto, as de Caleto: and it appears by a 
Charter of his concerning his Anniverſary wherein he relates what good 
deeds he had done for this Church ) that the Abbey was kept vacam 
for ſome time, before he was promoted. It begins thus, wo Cbriſt: 
fidelibns praſens ſcriptum v1iſuris vel audituris, Johannes de Kaleto Drvina permiſſi 
one, &c, And the ſenſe of it follows thus in Exzgliſh. Be it known to all, 
that we, though unworthy,being intruſted by the providence of the Divine 
gooduels, with the Government of the ſaid Church, found it in Debt : 
the moveable Goods of it, in the hands of the Kings Bailiffs, who had 
the cuſtody of it, in the time of the vacancy, being in danger to be conhſ. 
cated : In fo much that it lay upon us intirely to provide both tor our ſelves, 
and for our Brethren, and for the Servants, ws for all Strangers, all things 
neceſſary from the Feaſt of the Purification of the bleſſed Virgin, till the time 
of the next Harveſt, For which reaſon, and becauſe we indeavoured with 
all our might to preſerve the liberties of the Charch ( for the renewing and 


King Jobn, we paid to the King and his Courtiers five hundred and ſeventy 
Marks, beſides Cock given, by the by, to the Kings Miniſters) and becauſe 
we diſcharged the Church of a Debt of 520 Mark, wherein the Biſhop of 

ord ingaged our Church to the Court of Rome and in a manner freed the 
Church from all Debts whatſoevcr, as much as was poſlible in ſuch a time ; 
Therefore our beloved Children the Prior and the Convent of the ſaid Church 
devoutly and humbly deſicing to give ſome reward, according to their abi- 
lity to our labour and diligence; and not willing that theſe nor other our 
benefits, though ſmall, ſhould be hereafter forgotten, but be called to mind 
perpetually by our Succeſlors, ſerving God in the ſame Church, have una- 
aimouſly granted that the day of our jon, ſhall be made an Anni- 
verſary ; and be kept carsaliter out of the goods of the Church. We 
therefore haye given and aſligned to the Celerarins of the Convent for 
ever, that Land which de Biffleto near Caſtre Wood, we have cauſed to be 
curned into Paſture and Ploughed : that he who is in that office for the time 
being, may, as far as that will extend, feed and refreſh the Poor, 
who come hither on that day; giving every one of them Bread and Beer : 
and provide three good diſhes of Meat, more large than ordinary, for 
the Convent, that they may do their deyotion more cheerfully, and af- 
iſt more vigorouſly in divine Service. The Pitanciarizs allo ſhall find 


.| Wine, as on other principal Feaſts, for the Coavent that day, out of thoſe 


five Hogſh-ads of Wine, which we have given to the uſe of the Preſident in 
the Refe(tory, and of the Prieſt that attends Weekly, &c. 

In what year this Charter was made it doth not appear, but it was af- 
ter the year 1256. when, on Palmſunday, he made that Grant of the 
five Hogſheads of Wine : as I find in a particular Charter,” confirmed in 
Chapter, which he made, he ſaith, out of his Paſtoral care of the Poor and 
Strangers, and for the honour of Sr, Peter and of the Saints whole Re- 
ques lay in this Church, &c. Whercia he provides that the Preſident 
of the Refeltory, whoſoever he was, ſhould have of his gift one galon

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who ſaid high Maſs ſhould have one galon of the ſame Wine. Whict: 
that it might be abundantly provided, he gives the ten Pound out ol 
the Mannor mentioned by Mr. G. which was purchaſed in his time. Which 
Land he therefore requires ſhould be kept in the hand of the Abbor, that 
without any delay or difficulty the money might be paid on the Otaves 
of St. Fobn Bapriſ tothe Procurator, who ſhould be eſpecially deputed 
| by the Prior of the Convent : So that out of the aforeſaid ten Pound he 
ſhould buy five Hogſheads of Wine ; to make the aforeſaid pirtance in 
the Refeftory and no where clſe. And he adds that out of this Wine 
proviſion ſhould be made for the whole Congregation, and ſor all Religi- 
ous Strangers, according to the cuſtom, on his Anniverſary as on the Anni- 
vetlary of Beneditt it was to be more plentifully. Unto which Deed his 
Seal, and that of the Chapters was ſet. How the Church of Polebroke 
out cf which that ren Pound was paid, came to be his ſhall be ſhown in its 
due place. 

| Rave mentioned this about his Anniverſary in the firſt place, becauſe 
it recites many of his benefaQtions, frem the beginning of his Abbor- 


in they were done, 

There is a Charter of his inthe year 1251. in this Stile, Joh, dc Ca'- 
ceto Dit gratia Abbas de Burgo Santts Petri, &c, which 1 do not meet with bc- 
fore, for they are wont to ſay divine permiſſione. But aftcrward 1| find 
ſome other Abbots imitated him. He grants therein the annual Rent 
of ſixteen Shillings a year, ont of his houſes in the Suburbs of Londen, in 
Parochia Santts brs, Eight Shillings of which were for the Refe- 
tory 7 the other half for the Hoſpitalary. Other houſes this Church 
then had in London; for William de Colonia granted him and the Convent 
(1 find not in what year ) all his Land in London, in the Pariſh of St. Gre- 
gory, over againſt the houſes of the Dean of St. Paul ;, they paying year- 
ly five Florins to that Church, &c. 

There is a bond of Peter de Howm to him, for the paiment of five 
Shillings Rent yearly unto Burgh, for a houſe in Lixcoln, in the Pariſh 
| of Sr. Peter, in the Skin-marker : lying between his own honſe on the 


' North, andthe houſe ſometime belonging to Leo Fudew, on the South 


part, Oc. F 

In the year 1253 Boniface Archbiſhop of Canterbury granted an Indul- 
gence to this Church, relaxing to thoſe who out of devotion to St. Oſwald 
came to offer in this Church, and were truly penitent and confeſſed, forty 
days of Penance that had been inj them. And he alſo confirmed 
ſuch Indulgences as had been granted by any of his Swfragans. It bears 
date from Croyland the before the Feaſt of St. Afichael. 

There had been the like Indulgence granted a little before by Hugo Bal- 
ſom Biſhip of Ely, to thoſe who out of devotion went piouſly to vikt the 
Arm of St. Oſwald and other Reliques in this Church, &+c. To whom he 
grants 30. days relaxation of Penance. Dated 1 1. Kalend. Sept. 1254. 
Another there is of Will. Biſhop of Offory granting ten days Indulgence, 
as I noted before to thoſe that viſited this Church on the Feaſt of the 
Dedication before mentioned. All which ſhow the true nature of Jn- 
dulgences, which were only relaxations of Penance : and that other Biſhops 
granted them as well as the Biſhop of Rome: as they alſo ſometimes ca- 
nonized a perſon for a Saint.

had been granted by the Kings of England, or any other perſons ) ſhould 
publickly and ſolemnly, in general and by name be Excommunicated ; 
when it appeared = were guilty of ſuch diſturbance or violence, 

About this time I ſuppoſe, it was that Pole before mentioned 
( out of which the ten pound for finding the five eads of Wine 
was paid ) was purchaſed by this Abbot. The whole Hiſtory of which 
is related inthe Monaſticon, out of a Regiſter of this Church in Sir Fob. 
Catton's Library. Which faith that, Euſftachins Vicecomes, Founder of the 
Church of St. Mary de Huntingdon, held two Fees de Honore Burgi, in 
Clopton, Polebroke, Catworth, &c. Which Eſtate came afterward to one 
Will. de Loverot ;, and then to his Son Richard, who held theſe two Fees 
in King Richard the firſt's time : as appears by his Charter in the firſt year 
of his Reign, which confirmsto the Abbot of Burgh, among other Lands, 
duo feoda in Clapton & pertinentiis, which were held by Richard de Lovetor, 
Who had two Sons William and Nigell ;, and three Daughters, Amicitia , 
Roſia and Margeria. William dying without Iſſue, the Eltate came to N+- 
get ; who being a Beneficed Clergyman, it came upon his death to the 
three Siſters. The two Eldeſt of which, though married, had noſhars 
in thcſe Fees 3, but they fell ro the youngeſt, who was married to Richard 
Patrick: and by him had a Son and a Daughter; William, and Margery. 
She married to Will. de Vernon; and her Brother Wilkam gave all his thare 
in the Eſtate ( which was in the hand of Hugo Fleming and Tho. Smert 
and their Heirs who did homage to Will. Patrick for it ) to his Siſter Mar» 
gery. Who after his death, in her free Widowhood gave and granted 
all the Homages and Services of the aforeſaid Fleming and Smert and their 
Heirs to John de Caleto Abbot of Burgh, by her Decd. And afterward 
Rob. Fleming ——_ prediflum Johannem Abbatem, de omnibus terris & 
Tenementis abnit in Polebroke per Chartam. 

Which Charter | find in our Records here remaining ;, wherein Rob. de 
Flemenk, gives to John de Caleto his Tenement in Polebroke, and the Adyou- 
ſon of the Church. 

In this year King Henry granted the very ſame Charter to this Church, 
which Richard the firſt had done z confirming all their Lands in the ſeveral 
Counties of the Realm by name. It bears date at Windſor 12 Tunis, Anno 
Regms ſou 37,

In the next year 1254. three neighbouring Abbots dyed as I find in the 
Chron. of Fohn Abbot, viz.

Fee ot the Honour of Burgh paying forty Shillings : which was ceceived by

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one of the Friers Rich. de London. So the Title of this account runs in 
our Book. fol. CCCLXXI. Recepr. fratris R. de Lond. de denariis Auxilii Domus 
Regis H. &c. And then follow the names of all the Knights and rheir 
payments : the firſt being — de Santto Medardo who payd twelve 
Pound, and therefore had ſix Knights Fees : the ſecond Ravnph. de Kam y:, 
who paid as much, &c. I have not room for the reſt ; who ace two and fitty 
in all : ſome of which had but half Fees, and others leſs. 

In this year it was alſo, that the King ſent his Juſtices into many places 
in England, to do right to every man, and to free the Country from 
Thieves and Highwaymen, Quorum wnus fuit Abbas de Burgo, faith Maith 
Paris, one of which Juſtices was the A of Burgh ;, as Mr. G. hath 
obſerved. 

In the year 1257. there was a power granted to this Abbot, to diſtrain 
both of his Knights and of all other Freeho'ders, who owed him fcrvice, 
but had not done it ; that he might be able to perform the ſervice where. 
in he ſtood bound to the King ; for his alliſtance in his War then in Wale: 
For the Abbot ſtood bound tothe King ; for Sixty Knights Fees, which 
he had not performed : and thereforg a diſtreſs was granted againſt him, 
upon all the Land he held of the King in that ſervice, without :ny prejudice 
to what the Church held nam eleemoſynam.

under the penalty of a thouſand pound , that the Abbot and Convent of 
Croyland , ſhould pay an annual Penſion of ten pound a year to the Mona- 
ſtery of Burgh: until they had at their own charge purchaſed Land of that | 
yearly value to be celivered in perpetual pull. ſton to the Monaſtery of 
Bureh;, or had at their own like expence appropriated and united ro the 
ſaid Monaſtery of Burgh the Church of Brynkeburſt , or Eton in the County 
of Leiceſter ,, which belonged to the Firronage of the ſaid Monaſtery, 
Whereupon Edmond Thorp then Abbot of Croyland, choſe to do the latter :

And by another Continuation of the ſame Hiſtory it appears that Fobr 
Ruſſel Biſhop of- Lincoln before mentioned, came to Croyland, and ſtaid there 
a whole Month, with ewenty other perſons (for whom as well as himfelf 
he gave them fach ſatisfation, as contented both Partzes) in'which time, 
afrer conference with the Abbot of Burgh at $insleſholt, the Union and 
Appropriation, was made judicially by tne Epiſcopal Sentence , which is 
there at large ſet down * : with all other proceedings in that Buſineſs, 
The broad Seal alſo was procured for the confirmation of it : which was 
to put an end to all Controverſies , whereby both Abbeys had received 
much damage ; as the Reader may find p. 588, 589, 593- to which I muſt 
referr him.

aH E Cathedral Church of Peterburgh was very famous 
formerly for three remarkable things ; a ſtately Front, 
a curious Altar-Pi anda beautiful Cloiſter. The

In the year 1643, about the midſt of April, there came ſeveral Forces 
to Peterburgh, raiſed by the Parliament in the Aſſociated Counties, in 
order to beliege Croyland, a ſmall Town ſome ſeyen miles diſtant, which 
had a little before declared for the King, and then was held a Garriſon 


for Him. 

The firſt that came was a Foot-Regiment under one Colonel Hubbart's 
command : npon whoſe arrival, ſome perſons of the Town, fearing what 
Mappen'd afterward, defire the Chief Commander to take care the Soul- 
diers did no injury to the Church: This he promiſes to do, and gave or- 
derto have the Church doors all lockr up. Some two days after comes a 
Regiment of Horſe under Colonel Cromwel, a name as fatal to Miniſters, | 
as it had been to Monaſteries before, The next day after their arrival, 
early in the morning, theſe break open the Charch doors, pull down the , 
Organs, of which there were two Pair. The greater Pair that ſtood up- 
on a high loft, over the entrance into the Quire, was thence thrown down 
upon the ground, and there ſtamped and trampled on, and broke in, 
pieces, with ſuch a ſtrange furious and frantick zeal, as can't be well con- 
ceived, but by thoſe that ſaw it. 

Then the Souldiers enter the Quire, and there their firſt buſineſs was, 
fo tear in pieces all the Common-Prayer Books that could be found.

But to return to our reforming Rabble at Peterburgh, when there was 
no more painted or carved work to demoliſh, Then they rob and rifle 
the Tombs, and violate the Monuments of the dead. And where ſhould 
chey firſt begin, but with thoſe of the two Queens, who had been there 
nterr'd : The one on the North ſide, the other on the South ſide of the 
Church, both near unto the Altar. Firſt, then they demoliſh Qyeen 
K atherin's Tomb, Her, the Eighth his repudiated Wife : break down 
the Rails that encloſed the place, and take away the black Velvet Pall 
which covered the Herſe : overthrow the Herſe it ſelf, diſplace the 
Graveſtone that lay over her Body, and haveleſt nothing now remaining 
of that Tomb, but only a Monument of their own ſhame and villany. The 
like they had certainly done to the Queen of Scors, but that her Herſe and 
Pal) were removed with her Body to —_— by King Fame: the ficſt, 
when He came to the Crown. But what did remain, they ſerved in like 
manner, that is, her Royal Arms and Eſcutcheons which hung upon a Pil- 
lar near the place where ſhe had been interr'd, were moſt rudely pulled 
down, defaced and torn. 

in the North |fl: of the Church, there was a ſtately Tomb in memory 
of Biſhop Dove, who had been 30 years Biſhop of the place. He lay 
there in, PortraiCture in his Epiſcopal Robes, ona large Bed under a fair 
Table of black Marble, with a Library of Books about him. Theſe men 
that were ſuch Enemies to the name and Office of a Biſhop, and much more 
to his Perſon, hack and hew the poor Innocent Statue in pieces, and ſoon 
deſtroy'd all the Tomb. So that in a ſhort ſpace, all that fair and curious 
Monument was buried in its own rubbiſh and Ruines. 

The like they do totwo other Monuments ſtanding in that Iſle ; the one 
the Tomb of Mr. Worm, the other of Dr. Angier, who had been Preben- 
dary of that Church. 

In a Place then called the new Building,and ſince converted to a Library, 
there was a fair Monument, which Sir Humpbrey Orm (to ſave his Heir 
that charge and trouble ) thought fir to erect in his own life time, where 
he and his Lady, his Son and Wife and all their children were lively re 
preſented in Statues, under which were certain Engliſh verſes written, 
mention'd before in this Book.

Which two words Altar and Sacrifice, 'tis ſaid, did ſo provoke and 
kindle the Zealots indignation, that they reſolve to make the Tomb it 
ſelf a Sacrifice : and with Axes, Poleaxes and Hammers deſtroy and break 
down all that curious Monument, fave only two Pllaſters ſtill cemaining, 
which ſhew and teſtifie the elegancy of the reſt of the Work. Thus it 
ha that the good old Knight who was a conſtant frequenter of Gods 

ick Service, three times a day, outlived his own Monument, and lived 
to ſee himſelf carried 5» Effigse on a Souldiers back, to the publick Mar- 
ket-place, there to be ſported withall, a Crew of Souldiers going before 
in Proceſſion, ſome with Surplices, ſome with Organ Pipes, to make up 
the ſolemnity. 

CET thus demoliſhed the chief Monuments, at length the 
very Gra and Marbles on the Floor did not eſcape their Sacrile- 

ious hands. For where there was any thing on them of Sculptures or 
nſcriptions in Braſs, Theſe they force and tear off. So that whereas there 
were many fair pieces of this kind before, as that of Abbot William of 
Ramſey, whoſe "4p Graveſtone was plated over with Brats, and 
ſeveral others the like, there is not any ſuch now, in all the Church, to be 
ſeen ;, though moſt of the Inſcriptions that were upon them, are preſer- 
ved in this Book, 

One thing indeed I muſt needs clear the Sonldiers of, which Afercaries 
Ruyſticus upon miſinformation charges them with, viz. That they took ' 
away the Bell Clappers and fold them, with the Braſs they plucked offi 
from the Tombs. The miſtake was this : The neighbourhood being con- 
tinually diſturbed with the Souldiers jangling and ringing the B-ls au- 


but what they themſelves had made ) ſome of the Inhabitants by night 
took away the Clappers, and hid them in the Root of the Church, on 
purpoſe only to free their ears fiom that confuſed noiſe, which gave 
occaſion to fuch as did not know it, to think the Souldiers kad ſtolen them 


away. 

Having thus done their work on the Floor below, they are now at 
leiſure to look up to the Windows above, which would have entertained 
any perſons elſe, with great _— and fatisfation, but only ſuch Zea- 
lots as theſe, whoſe eyes were fo dazled, that they thought they ſaw 
Popery inevery Pitture and piece of painted Glaſs. 
Now the Windows of this Church were very fair, and had much cu-; 
ricfity of workmanſhip in them, being adorned and beautified with ſeve- 
ral Hiſtorical paſſages out of Scripture and Eccleſiaſtical ſtory ;, ſuch were 
=_ ke. the Body of the Church in the Iſles, in the new Building and 
elſewhere. 

But the Cloiſter Windows were moſt famed of all, for their great Art 
and pleaſing variety. One ſide of the —_— containing the Hiſtory | 
of the Old Teſtament ;, another, that of the New ;, a Third the Founding | 
and Founders of the Church ; a Feurth, all the Kings of England down- 
ward from the firſt Saxon King. All which notwithſtanding were moſt 
ſhamefully broken and deſtroyed, 


_And 
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And amongſt other things thus demoliſht in the Windows, there was 
one thing Fame had made very remarkable, and that was the ſtory of the 
Paſchal Pickeril. The thing was this; Our Saviour was repreſented in two 
places, in the Cloyſter and in the great Weſtern Window, ſitting at his 
laſt Supper with his twelve Apoſtles; in one place there was a ſingle 
Fiſh, in the other three Fiſhes in a Diſh, ſer before him. This occaſion'd 
that diſcourſe and common Talk, 1 remember, 1 have often heard, of 
the Paſchal Pickeril at Peterburgh, 

Now what ſhould be the meauing of this conceit, is left to every one 
to conjecture. The Account that 1 have had from ſome was this, That 
it was the device of ſome devout and ignorant Artiſt, from a Notion he 
had of the time this laſt Supper muſt needs be in, that is of Zener, and 
that our Saviour himſelf was a ſtrict obſerver of Lent, and eat no Fleſhal) 
that ſeaſon : and therefore He took liberty, to ſubſtirute a Fulh inſtead 
of the Paſchal Lamb, 

Whatever it was, the matter of Fatt was certain : and that particular 
piece of Glaſs wherein the Three Fiſhes are portray'd happend to be pre- 
ſerved in the great Devaſtation, and was committed ro my truſt by the 
Author of the foregoing Hiſtory, from whom 1 had this Relation, and is 
yet to be ſeen, 

Burt wg ; notwithſtanding all the Art and curioſity of workman- 
ſhip theſe Windows did afford, yet nothing of all this could oblige the 
Reforming Rabble, but they deface and break them all in pieces, in the 
Church and in the Cloyſter, and left nothing undemoliſkr, where either 
any P.fture or Painted Glaſs did appear; excepting only part of the 
great Weſt window in the Body of the Church, which ſtill remains entire, 
being too high for them, and out of their reach. Yea to encourage them 
the more in this Trade of breaking and bartering Windows down, Crow 
well himſclf ( as *cwas reported) eſpying a ligcle Crucifix in a Window aloft, 
which none perhaps before had ſcarce obſerved, gets a Ladder, and breaks 
it down nultts with his own hand, 

But before I conclude the Narrative, I muſt not f to fell, how they 
likewiſe broke open the Chapterhoule, ranſack'd the Records, broke 
the Seals, tore the Writings 1n pieces, ſpecially ſuch as had great Seals 
annexed unto them, which they took or miſtook rather tor the Popes 
Bulls, So that a grave and ſober Perſon coming into the Room at that 
time, finds the Floor all ſtrewed and covered over, with tora Papers , 
Parchments and broken Seals ;, and being aſtoniſht at this ſight, does thus 

ulate with them ; Gentlemen ( ſays He ) what are yedoing ? They 

wer, We are pulling and tearing the Popes Bulls in pieces. He replies, 

ye are much miſtaken : for theſe Writings are neither the Popes Bulls, 

nor —_— relatitly to him. But they are the Evidences of ſeveral 

mens Eſtates, and in deſtroying theſe, you will deſtroy and undo many. 

with this they were ſomething perſwaded, and prevailed _ by the ſame 

perſon, to permit him to carry away all that were left undefaced, by which 
means, the writings the Church hath now, came to be preſerved. 

Such was the Souldiers carriage and behaviour all the time during their 
ſtay at Pererburgh, which was about a Fortnights ſpace : They went to 


| Church duly, bur it was only to do miſchief, To break and batter the 


Windows and any Carved work that was yet remaining, or to pull down 
Croſſes whereſoever they could find them : which the firſt Founders did 


not ſet up with ſo much zeal, as theſe laſt Confounders pulled them down. j 


Thus ina ſhort time, a faic and goodly Strufture was quite ſtript of all 
41s ornamental Beauty and made a ruthful Spectacle, a very Chaos of 
X x Deſo- 
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Deſolation and Confuſion, nothing ſcarce remaining but only bare walls, 
bxoken Seats, and ſhatrer'd Windows. on every fide. : 

And in the time of this publick Confuſion, ewo other things hapned 
not unworthy of relating. The one for the ſtrangenels, the ociec for the 
ſadneſs of the Accident. 

The ficſt was this; when now the Church doors lay open to all comers , 
without locks and bars, and none to look after them, thoſe ſpecially that 
lead up to the Leads above. 

Two young Children not above five years old, had got up the Steeple 
by themſelves, and having loſt their way down, come to the place where 
the great Bells hang. Here there was a large round ſpaceleft purpole- 
ly in the Arch, when firſt built, for the drawing up Bells or any other 
things, as there ſhould be occaſion. This place uſed to be ſafely cloſed 
before, but now. it lay wide open, and was between thirty and forty 
yards off from the ground. The two children coming hither and find- 
ing this » One, out of his childiſh ſimplicity was for jumping down : 
No, ( faies the other) let us rather ſwarm down, there being a Bell 
rope then hanging down through that place to the Clockhoule below. 
Now this laſt did; Anda Gentlemen walking there beneath at that 
time, ſees two children come with that ſwiftneſs down the Rope, like 
Arrows from a Bow, who were both taken up for dead, on the place. 
This hapned on a Sunday ith' afternoon, in Sermon time. The news com- 
ing into the Pariſh-Church, that two children falling off from the Minſter 
were ſlain, The Congregration was exceedingly diforder'd, ſo that the 
Preacher could not go on for a time, every Parent fearing it might be 
their own childrens eaſe; till at length they underſtood the truth and cer- 
tainty of all. at v7 0 ng and wonderful providence 
to preſerve both children,” having no hurt but only their Hands 
galled by the Rope, and their Feet a little ſtunted by the fall from the 
Clock-houſe, where they were thrown off, the Rope being faſtned there, 
and this ſome four or five yards high. The Perſons, 1 ſuppoſe, are both 
living ſtill ; and one of them, ( whoſe Father was then one of the chief 
Tradeſmen of the Town ) ſince a grave Miniſter, and ReQor of a Pariſh 
in Northamptonſhive. | 
The other thing that hapned of more fatal conſequence was this. It 
being that time of the year, when Lads are bulie in rifling Jack- 
Daws Nelſts to get their young, a Scholar of the Free-School, ſon to a Par- 
liament Officer, was got upon the Top of the Minſter about this employ- 
ment ; who going a the Cieling in the Body of the Church, and 
treading unwarily on ſome rotten Boards, fell down from thence, up- 
on the Loft where the Organ now ſtands, having his Pockets filled with 
thoſe inauſpicious Birds, and with the Fall fromfo great a beight, was 
ſlain outright and never ſtirred more, 

'} Theſetwothings hapened much about the ſame time, & in the time of that 
publick Confuſion and Diſorder. But to proceed in our intended Narrative. 

Theſe things I have related before, were indeed the Ats of pri- 
vate perſons only , men of wild intemperate zeal, and who had no Com. 
miſhon for what they. did, but what was owing to the Swords by their 
ſides, Yet notwithſtanding all theſe things ſeemed afterward to be own'd 
and approved by the Powers then in being, when they ſold all the 
Churches Lands, and many fair Buildings adjoyning to the Minſter, were 
likewiſe pulled down and fold by publick Order and Authority, ſuch were 
the Cloyſters, the old Chapterhoule, the Library, the Biſhops Hall and 
Capel at the end of it : The Hall was as fair a Room as moſt in England , 

and 
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and another call'd the Green-Chamber, not much inferior to it. Theſe all 
were then pull'd down and deſtroyed z and the materials, Lead, Timber 
and Stone expoſed to Sale, for any that would buy them. Bur ſome of the 
Bargains proved not very proſperous ; The Lead eſpecially that came off 
che Palace was as fatal as the Gold of Tholouſe : for to my knowledge, 
[he Merchant that bought it, loſt it all, and the Ship which carried it, 
in her Voyage to Holland. 

And thus the Church continued ruined and deſolate and without all 
divine Offices for a time : till at length by the favour of a great Perſon 
in the Neighbourhood, it was repaired and reſtored to ſome degrees of 
decency again z and out of the aſhes of a late Cathedral, grew up into 
a new Parochial Church, in which way it was employ'd and uſed ever 
aſter, vntill the Kings happy Reſtaucation. 

For Mr. Olwer St. Jobn Chicf Juſtice then of the Commoa Pleas, being 
ſent on an Embaſly into Holland by the Powers that govern'd then, re- 
queſted this Boon of them at his Return, that they would give him the 
ruin'd Church or Minſter at Pererburgh ;, this they did accordingly, and 
he gave it tothe Town of Peterbu-gh tor their uſe, to be employ'd as a 
Parochial Church, their own Pariſh-Church beiog then very ruinous and 
gone to decay. 

Now the the Town conſidering the largeneſs of the Building, and the 
greatneſs of the charge to repair it, which of themſelves they were not 
able to defray, they all agree, to pull down the Ladies Chapel, as it was 
then called, an additional Building to the North ſide of the Minſter, ( be- 
ing then ruinous and ready to fall ) and to expoſe the materials thereof, 
Lead, Iimber and Stone to Sale, and to convert the mony that was made 
of them, towards the Repairs of the great Fabrick, 

All this they dic, and appointed certain perſons to overſee the Work, 
and expended ſeveral fumms thus in Repairs, mending rhe Leads, ſecu- 
cing the Roof, Glazing ſeveral Windows, and then fitting up the Quire, 
and making it uy decent, for the Congregation to meet in. And 
this they did, by taking the Painted Boards that came off from the Roof 
of the Ladies Chapel, and placing them all along art the back of the Quire in 
ſuch manner, as they continue to this day. 

When the Place was thus fitted up, and the Devaſtations which the 
Sowldiers had” made, in ſome meaſure repaired, one Mr. Samuel W:lſon 
School Malter of the Charter-houſe in London, was ſent down by the 
Committee of Plundred Miniſters, as they were then called, to be Preacher, 
with a Sallary of 160 [, per an. in which employment he continued untill 
the Kings Return. 

Then Dr. Coſin the antient Dean of the Church, after almoſt 20 years 
Exile in France, return'd and re-aſlumed his Right again, in the year 1660 
about the end of Fuly. He then after ſo long an lat renew'd 
the antient uſage, and read divine Service firſt himſelf, and cauſed it to 
be read every day afterward, according to the old Laudable uſe and 
Cuſtome, and ſetled the Church and Quire in that order wherein it now 
continues, 

But though the Church was thus delivered from publick Robbers and 
Spoilers, yet it was not ſafe from the injuries of private hands. For ſome 
ten or twelve years after, certain Thieves in the dead of the Night, broke 
into the Church and ſtole away all the Plate they could find, viz. a fair 
Silver Baſon gilt, and the Virgers two Silver Rods, ard a Linnen Tablc- 
Cloth to wrap them in, which were never heard of to this day. 
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a fair new Silver 


This was the ſame Baſon that had been plunder'd by the Souldiers, and 
recovered again, but irrecoverably loſt now. Yer both thele loſles were 
{von repaired, _ Dr. Henſhaw Biſhop then of the Place, who gave 

on gilt : the other made up by Dr. Dyupore then 
Dean ; who furniſht the Virgers again with the Enſigns of their Office, 
by buying two new Silver Maces, for the Churches uſe. 

And thus is this Hiſtory brought down at length within our own 
knowledge and remembrance ; where we have ſeen what various fortunes 
this Antient Church has had, which now reckons at leaſt 1000 years 
from its ficſt Foundation. It has been often ruinated and as often re- 
edified, Once it was deſtroyed by Danes, twice conſumed by Fire ; It 
eſcaped the general downfal of Abbies in Hen. the Eighth's time, though 
not without the loſs of ſome of her faireſt Mannors ; And yet what that 


ing took in revenues, he added to it in Dignity, by convertin 
It ———_—— 


into a Cathedral Church. But the worſt miſchiefthar 
ever befel it, was that in the late Rebellious tires, when the Church 
it ſelf was miſerably defaced and ſpoiled, and all the Lands for the 
maintenance thereof quite alienated and fold. -And yet through Gods 
eſpecial goodneſs and favour we have lived to fee, the one repaired , 
io reſtored, and the Church it ſelf recovering her ancient beauty
